Town Clerk Allely has advised 
Town Council that the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corpn, has 
{nformed him that the first pay- 
ment for installation work done by 
the Town is now being made, Cen- 
tral Mortgage says the account has 
been passed along to Ottawa for 
final approval and payment. War- 
time Housing is also paying up their 
indebtedness to the Town, he stat- 
ed.

Nineteen - Cent 
Milk Probable 
Toronto Hears 


Speaking of price Inpreases if 
Ontario milk producers get the 
price they are \asking for milk--~ 
Toronto consumers may be paying 
as high as 19 cents a quart for 
thelr milk In the near future, 

The Ontario Whole Milk Pro- 
ducers League announced yester- 
erday that they are going to ask 
for an increase of 85 cents per 
hundredweight in the price for 
milk, They are now getting three 
dollars and 45-cents a hundred~ 
weight. They are determined to 
ask for four dollars and 30 cents-~ 
an increase of almost 25 per cent. 

Passed on to the consumer this 
would mean an increase of two 
point two cents a quart, Toronto 
consumers are now paying 16 cents 
a quart for milk. 

Dalry spokesmen indicated

Town Council assured the exec- 
utive committee of the Victorian 
Order of Nurses, Lindsay branch, 
at their regular meeting Monday 
night they would pass along a re- 
commendation to the succeeding 
council “that they appropriate 
$2,000 for use by this organization 
in Lindsay.” 

The VON deputation was headed 
by Jas. Mackey, president, with 
Jasper Forman as spokesman. Mr. 
Forman told councillors that the 
proposed VON organization here 
was wrestling hard with the fin- 
ance problem and had come to the 
conclusion that at least $5,000 
would be needed the first year to 
carry on the work here. He pointed 
out that the nurse appointed to 
the town would make a nominal 
charge of one dollar for every visit 
but that this money was not always 
forthcoming and consequently other 
sources had to be tapped to ensure 
the work being properly financed. 
Mr, Forman sald that as a result 
of their deliberations it had been 
decided the local YON would need 
the backing of Council before it 
could proceed and with this in mind 
they .were asking the 1947 Council 
to pass a resolution approving the 
appropriation of $2,000 toward 
the fund in 1948 and $1,500 per year 
thereafter. 

Car Necessary 

In submitting the first year's es- 
timated financial needs, Mr, For- 
man stated that the $5,000 made 
provision for the purchase of a car 
to transport the nurse on her calls. 
Exception was taken to this by 
Mayor Lamb who sald he didn’t 
see how council could endorse the 
provision of a car for a VON nurse 
while their own public health nurse 
must either provide her own or 
walk, Mr, Forman sald he didn't 
think the Town's public health 
nurse would cover as much terri- 
tory in the course of her duties as 
would the VON nurse. He estimate” 
the Victorian Order nurse would 
make eight calls daily. Mayor Lamb 
then suggested one car might do 
both nurses, 

Council Should Make Up Difference 

Ald. Kingsborough thought that 
Council should make up the differ- 
ence between what the publle gave 
to the VON cause and what the 
VON needed to meet its budget. Mr. 
Forman stated in this connection 
that Council's donation would not 
begin to take care of all the ex- 
penses in connection with VON's 
operation here and that they would 
stil] have to go out and raise mon- 
ey from the people. 

Reeve Butler and Ald, Pitts spon 
sored the motion recommending 
that the 1948 Council budget $2,000 
for the Victorian Order of Nurses 
branch here. No provision was 
made for future years and coun- 
cillors sald they felt ench succeed- 
ing council would take care of the 
demands made upon them,

OUTHOUSE PROBLEM HERE 
BLAMED UPON INFLATION 


Town Council is having trouble 
with the “outhouse” situation in 
Lindsay and statistics produced at 
Sts first November meeting reveal 
that there are in the neighbor- 
hood of 80 of these buildings in 
Lindsay at the present time, One 
Alderman said influtionary prices 
were a contributing factor to thelr 
prevalence. There presence caused 
a lot of discussion at the meeting 
and brought forth a motion by 
Ald, Hick and Kingsborough to the 
effect that Sanitary Inspector 
Davies be instructed to enforce the 
Sanitary By-law covering this 
problem as soon as material be- 
comes available for the installation 
of modern sanitary facilities, 

Sanitary Inspector Dayles had 
been asked to report to Council on 
this matter at a previous meeting 
and was on hand with a detatled 
report of the privvies in Town and 
some very vivid deseriptions of 
conditions attending in some in- 
stances, Mr, Davies chief Intent- 
jon was that the present shortage 
of materials, needed was delaying 
the installation of sanitary facu- 
ities 1n many cases, Ald, Hick ob- 
served that he had been a mem- 
ber of Council for six years and 
that he didn’t believe the “oue- 
hcuse” had improyed nor did he 
think a shortage of materials 
have existed all that time. “Many 
of these people aren't trying to get 
the material and we are belng en- 
tirely too lax with our sanitary 
Jaws,” he stated, 
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COST OF EQUIPMENT CITED 

Ald, Kingsborough told Council 
he thought the cost of plumbing 
fixtures had a very definite bear- 
ing on conditions of this nature, 
He said he believed a lot of people 
were simply waiting for lower pric- 
es before they installed sanitary 
conyeniences, “We must remember 
that the cost stated, of plumbing 
supplies has risen greatly in recent 
years,” he stated, adding, ‘I would 
be inclinéd to try and stall it off 
myself until things got a little 
cheaper.” 

QUESTION ILL-TIMED 

Mayor Lamb sald he didn’t know 
why this question had arose with 
such gusto in the dying hours of 
the 1947 Council, “It's getting late 
in the fall and I doubt if anything 
much could be done before winter 
anyway,” he observed. 

Reeve Butler told the members 
that in the case of one William St. 
N,, resident who was breaking the 
sanitary by-law there was no ex- 
cuse for letting him get away with 
it, "I'll get all the pipe you need to 
tix this fellow up by to-morrow 
morning,” he told members. “This 
man came right in here and mis- 
led us and I don’t see any reason 
why he should get away with it,” 
the reeve stated. The entire North 
Ward has sanitary installations 
and we don’t want him trying to 
put something over on us.” 

Mayor Lamb sald he didn't see 
how you could single out one or 
two instances and attempt to ap- 


Issues In Coming Election 
When the people of Lindsay go 
to the polls next January they are 
going to have something else to do 
besides elect their members of 
Council. Town Council Tuesday 
night ordered the preparation of 
two by-laws authorizing a vote on 
two additional municipal projects 
which are under consideration. As 
result, when election time rolls 
around, the ratepayers will be ask- 
ed; (1) Are you in favor of the in- 
stallation of an artificial and com- 
mercial ice plant in the community 
arena at a cost of $30,000? and 
(2) Are you in favor of the estab- 
Ushment of a Board of Parks Man- 
agement? 
Recommendation that the mat- 
ter of an artificial ice plant be put 


to the ratepayers in the coming 
election was brought in by Messrs. 
H. Campbell and R. I. Moore, Ald. 
Pitts and Kingsborough, members 
of the Lindsay Recreation Com- 
mittee. 
Commercial Ice Plant Would 
Increase Revenue 

Speaking for the committee Ald. 
Pitts said they felt a commercial 
ice plant would greatly increase 
the revenue from the Recreation 
Centre which is now operated by 
the Town of Lindsay. He said he 
was sure those people who had to 
do without ice during last sum- 
mer’s shortage would favor the 
idea although he thought there 
might be some opposition too. 

Ald. Hick said he thought $30,000 
would coyer the cost of the actual 
installation of an artificial ice plant 
without any trimmings. 

Mayor Lamb wanted to know if 
an estimate of the cost should be 
included in the question to be 


asked the ratepayers. Town Clerk 


Allely assured him it would since 
this was a moneyed by-law.

Ald. Pitts advised Council that 
the Recreation Committee had 
deemed it wise to drop the matter 
of asking the ratepayers if they 
favored “assessment for recreation 
purposes” in view of the fact that 
they were submitting the ice plant 
issue and out of consideration of 
the fact that another matter was 
seeking approval---the establish- 
ment of a Board of Parks Man- 
agement, He said it was the feel- 
ing that three issues going before 
the people at once would be almost 
too much and might tend to cause 
some confusion. 

Ald, Hick moved that the joint 
recommendations be accepted by 
Council and that the necessary 
by-laws authorizing a vote on thu 
issues be drafted. Reeve Butler 
seconded ft remarking, “It's got to 
go to the people--I'll second it.” 
Parks Management Board Entitled 
To Mill--Hopes It Wouldn't Be 
Needed 


In a brief discussion relative to 
the setting up of a Board of Parks 
Management, Ald. Greaves pointed 
out that, while {t would be entitled 
to an appropriation of one mill 
automatically if approved by the 
ratepayers, she thought a lot of 
work could be done with consider- 
ably less money than that and she 
hoped it wouldn't be necessary to 
make tke full allowable demand.

There was just one 
flaw in his suggestion and that 
was pointed out by Reéve Richard 
Butler who said, “We aon’t want 
anything but top grade restaurants 
here.” Mr. Davies had recommend: 
ed that restaurants be graded * 
“B” and “CO”, using different col- 
oured letters in each case as a 
seal on the door of the establish- 
1 ent. 

Mayor Lamb agreed with the 
reeve and said, “We don’t want 
any second and third grade rest- 
Aurants, we only want first grade 
places---everybody wants to eat 
in a top class restaurant,”

The work of excavating the sites 
of the ancient Jesuit missions in 
“Huronia” (the area around Mid- 
land Ontarlo) was started in the 
summer of 1946 under the auspices 
of the Martyr's Shrine at Midland 
and the University of Western On- 
tarlo, The restoration of the prin- 
ciple mission—Fort Ste. Marie--is 


being carried out by the Royal On- 
tarlo Museum in conjunction with | 
the staff of the Martyr’s Shrine. 
Although the excavations at this 
site were not completed when the 
party broke up at the end of. the 
summer, Father McGivren says 
that many encouraging facts Were 
discovered.

Cooksyille, Oct, 31--(BUP)--On- 
tario Liberal leader, Farquhar O]- 
iver says that the responsibility for 
Ontario's present power shortage 
rests on the choulders of the Drew 
Government. 


Oliver told the Peel County Lib- 
eral Association in Cooksyille last 
night that hydro, more than ever 
before, “is enmeshed in politics.” 

Oliver said that a power project 
(on the Ottawa River was proposed 
by the Liberal party in 1943. He 
said that the Liberals had advo- 
cated immediate construction of 
the project. Oliver said that Drew 
oppesed the proposed buliding of 
the power project and sald it 
would mean “selling Ontario's 
rights down the river.’ He quoted 
Drew as saying that if he was 
elected to office he would cancel 
the “nefarfous contracts.” 


Oliyer told the Association that 
when the Drew Government came 
into power nothing was done about 
the Ottawa River project until 
1946. Said Oliver “We are now 
faced with a threatened power 
shortage.” He said that “If this 
action had been taken in 1943, 
this would haye been averted.” 


The proposed project on the Ot- 
tawa River was an agreement be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec and 
was to be built jointly.

Addresses ‘Kin’

Thursday night at the Hotel Ben 
son the Kinsmen held their regu- 
jar dinner meeting. The guest 
speaker was Harold M. Gully, Dir- | 
ector of Public Relations for Silyer- | 
wood Dairies Limited, whose add- 
ress was ‘How to win fame and 
fortune in the world of letters.’ 

In a most amusing and informa- 
tive manner the speaker dealt with 
the art of letter writing. He said 
“Good writing {s no more of a trick 
than singing grand opera. That's 
how ensy it is, In order to write 
clearly you have to think clearly.) 
Neither is easy. The purpose of 
writing is to convey thought. Too 
many writers use their art to con- | 
ceal the lack of thought. No man is 
wise to put his feebler thoughts in 
writing. While people forget .. . 
paper remembers.” 

He defined rhetoric as clearness, 
force and élegance. Commenting on 
personal correspondence Mr. Gully | 
said: “I sometimes doubt that any | 
adult man with a sense of humor) 
can write a really good love letter. | 
Anybody can write about conditions 
in Russia, but not one man in a 
thousand can write a letter to his 
wife that is satisfactory to himself 
much less to her.” To the business 
man who employs a stenographer 
and wonders If the letter he has 
turned out is according to Mr. 
Hoyle, Mr. Gully suggested the fol- 
lowing quatrain:

Heredity Hit 
US Scientists 
Convinced 


(British United Press.) 

Scientists at the California In- 
stitute of technology claim the 
atom bomb explosions may have 
deforméd the Japanese people for 
the next ane-thousand years. 

Genetics Professor Ernest Ander- 
son says atomic radiation has af- 
fected those body factors which 
control heredity. As yet the theory 
has not been provén by human 
studies. But Dr, Anderson says his 
studies of corn grown from seeds 
exposed to radioactivity at Kikini 
tell the tale. 

He says half of the corn shows 
abnormalities. Some ears were 
off color, others were shrunken, and 
in some only half the kernels were 
formed. 

Effects on the Japanese people, 
he says, may result in the birth of 
morons, cripples, and other deform- 
ed children in future generations.

England has reaffirmed her in-

Powerful Bombs May 
Serve Peace-Laurent 


(British United Press) 

External Affairs Minister Louis 
St. Laurent told the Toronto Lib- 
eral Association Friday that the 
U. S, is making atomic hombs one 
thousand times stronger than those 
which fell on Hiroshima and Nag- 
asaki. 

“But,” he added, “They are not 
being made to be used. They are 
being made so they won't have to 
be used.” 

Turning to the possibility of war 
with Russia, the External Affairs 
Minister said he doesn't believe 
there's any {mmenent danger pes 
cause Russia does not want one,’ 
And he said, he’s convinced that 
Russia is not ready for war. 

He spoke of the discussions which 
have taken place in the United 
Nations, and said that he was 
“Frustrated and Discouraged,” but 
he expressed hope for better things 
to come, 


St. Laurent said that our delega- 
tion to the U-N “is not very large, 
bat there is none better in quality 
among the whole 57 nations.” 

Later, St. Laurent spoke at the 
celebrations In Toronto of the 
150th anniversary of the founding 
of the law socicty of upper Canada, 
on the question of Russian rela- 
tions, and the United Nations. 

He urged clarification of the Un- 
ited Nations Charter declaring 
that “its bare bones should be bet- 
ter clad.” 

Pointing to considerable distrust | 
among the members of the U-N, 
he said, “I do not wish to leave the | 
impression that the gBolng will be 
clear, or the way casy.”

explains. The trapper who fs allot- 
ed a line will be responsible all the 
way through. And in addition it 
is felt that zoning of trap lines will 
be of much assistance to game war- 
dens in eliminating poaching, as 
well as other illegal practice. 

Under the zoning system the op- 
erator of a trap line will be en- 
couraged to build up the number 
of beayer colonies in his zone by 
permitting him to take one pelt 
annually for every colony in exis- 
tence—this after five colonies have 
been started. Mr. Hodgson says 
that this will eliminate the old ‘dog 
eat dog’ practice and encourage sup- 
ervision of the trap lines with extra 
care, 

A new sealing practice to protect 
the trapper is also being introduc- 
ed. Under this scheme every beav- 
er trapped and offered for sale must 
bear a seal issued by a game warden 
No one can handle beaver —furrier 
or tanner—without this seal being 
attached. A maximum penalty of 
$100 per pelt is provided for viola- 


tion of the law, Mr. Hodgson states.

Cattle prices were steady on 
killers and 25 to 50 cents cwt. low- 
er on stockers. Calves, hogs, sheep 
and lambs were unchanged. 

A heavy run of 9500 cattle for 
sale included 3600 stockers, The 
total supply was 1000 head more 
than for the same week last year, 
Slaughter cattle were pretty well 
cleared by the close but there were 
around 1000 stockers still unsold 
on Thursday. 


Ontario packers took the bulk 
of the killers with less than 200 
head shipped east. Weighty steers 
sold at $13 to $15 cwt, Butchers 
steers were $10.50 to $14 and heif- 
ers sold from $10.50 to $13.50. 

Boning steers and heifers were 
$8 to $9.50. Butcher cows were 
$8.25 to $10.50 and a few tops $11. 
Canners and cutters were mostly 
$5 to $7.75, Bulls sold at $7.50 to 
$9.50 for light bolognas and up to 
$11 for good butchers. Fed year- 
lings were $13 to $16 with heavy 
Western calves taken at $13 to $14. 

Ordinary stockers sold at $10 to 
$12.50 and good feeding steers sold 
up to $13.40, Stock calyes were $13° 
to $14. Plain to medium quality 
milkers and springers sold at $85 
to $140 each, 

Some 2700 calves were cleared at 
steady prices with choice vealers 
at $16 to $16.50 and plain to med- 
ium kinds from $10 to $15 cwt. 
Grassers for slaughter sold at $8 
to $9.50. 

Hogs were a heavy run of 6100 
head. Most of the hogs were sold 
to packers but the large packers 
were overloaded with direct sbip- 
nients and could not lift all of the 
stock yard buy. Grade A hogs were 
$23 and grade B-1 $22.60. Sows 
were $15 dressed. 


Sheep and lamb receipts were 
heavy at 6300 head. Good ewes and 
wethers sold at $15 with bucks at 
$14 and culls from $12 to $13 cwt. 
Sheep were from $3 to $7 cwt. with 
a few at $7.50. As with the hogs 
the lambs were nearly all sold but 
not lifted by the buyers.

Fall Weather 
Not Favorable 
To Vegetables 


Toronto, Noy. 3 (BUP)--The Fall 
weather, beautiful as it has been 
in most parts of Ontario, has not 
been overly favorable to vegetakle 
crops. \ 

The monthly vegetable report 
from the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture says that the frost and 
cold around September 21st did 
quite a bit of damage and that the 
hot dry weather following retarded 
the growth of many products. 

The reports says that all this 
tends to reduce earlier anticipated 
yields of most commodities and in 
some cases has affected quality. 

In Western Ontario frost injury 
was extensive to tomatoes, beans 
and vine crops and in some areas 
potato tops were frozen before 
tubers were mature. Furthermore 
the excessively warm weather cau- 
sed too rapid maturing of celery. 

In Eastern Ontarlo the heavy 
frost on the night of September 
22nd and the morning of the 23rd 
was followed by three other severe 
frosts at close intervals. And this 
practically cleaned up the toma- 
toes, Corn also was frozen but the 
kernel was not damaged. Many 
fields of potatoes had the tops 
frozen bad enough to stop growth.

STRATION OR WINDOW 
OPERATION, FOR DEAFNESS 

When a friend or acquaintance 
has been deaf for years and the 
next time you meet him he appears 
to have normal hearing and is not 
using a hearing aid, you naturally 
are anxious to hear about the op- 
eration that has restored or great- 
Ty improved his hearing. Then, 
when you read in a popular mag- 
azine all about this operation, you 
may feel ‘that deafness now has 
been conquered. 


It is true that this new operation 
—fenestration, or window opera- 
tion—has restored the hearing of 
hundreds of those who were deaf. 
But what is not generally known is 
that this operation can help about 
1 in 6 cases of deafness, and is not

Just as the eye has a fluid which 
transmits the image of objects) to 
fhe “seeing” nerve, so the ear has 
a fluid through which it transmits 
sounds to the “hearing’’ nerve.

The window, or fenestration, op- 
eration is performed to provide an- 
other window in place of the win- 
dow that is “stuck” because of the 
bony deposit. The operation is 
performed by enlarging the ear 
canal, and boring a hole in the 
bone enclosing the inner ear in 
which is the fluid and nerve end- 
ing. 

Sometimes the normal, or natural 
window fails to vibrate because 
chronic catarrh affects the small 
bones and the window. 

It is in the catarrhal form of 
deafness, and deafness due to bony 
deposit against the window, that 
this operation is particularly suc- 
cessful.

THE DATE 


NOVEMBER 5,- This day, Nov- 
ember 5, is known as “Guy Fawkes 
Day” since it marks the annivers- 
aty of the timely uncoyering of 
the notorious plot by Guy Fawkes 
in 1605 to use gunpowder in blow- 
ing up the House of Commons in 
London and destroying the King, 
Lords and Commons, with cele- 
brations on this day aiming te 
commemorate the discovery of the 
plob. and the fortunate saving of 
the British Parliament as well as 
its leaders. 


The notorious plot had its origin 
in the deep resentment against 
King James I who came onto the 
throne of England and did not 
stant religious ‘freedom to Catho- 
lics. About thirty six barrels of 
gunpowder were concealed beneath 
the Parliament in May of 1605, but 
on November 5, Guy Fawxes, who 


had been chosen to set off the ex- | 


plosion, was discoyered in time. 
While some conspirators of this 
plot managed to escape, yet Guy 
Fawkes and others were tried, con- 
yicted and executed. As a result, 
Parliament had set aside Novem- 
ber 5 as a holiday in order to offer 
thanksgiving to God for the deliv- 
erance and a special service for 
the day was part of the ritual 
of the Church of England, though 
since 1859 it has been removea 
from the Book of Common Prayer 
as out of tunc with the time.

Long-Range Program to 


Follow

Lack of farm machinery which may extend Europe's food crisis another two years or more, puts this 
German woman farmer behind a crude plow and lumbering team of bullocks.

SANBORN, Ia, (NEA)— 
N to the fear of starvation, 
ommunism is the greatest fear in 


Europe. 
The people we saw and talked to 
@ are terribly afraid the Reds will 
eventually take over Western Eur- 
ope. 

There {is a serious lack of strong 
pea me leadership in the demo- 
crac. 

Many people believe that if there 
is no adequate help from the U.S, 
the people will follow Russia just 
to set something to cat. 

To prevent this, there must be 
immediate stop-gap ald for Europe 
food, shelter and fuel to tide them 
through the winter. 

But there must be more. There 
must be long range aid program 
that will help Europe get back 
on its feet. This should be predi- 
cated on Europe helping itself and 
upon the establishment of stable 
governments in the areas helped. 

Germans today are only waiting 

@ for someone to give them a pro- 
gram {to follow, to point out the 


direction to them. It could be us; 
it could be Russia, 

The destruction in Germany and 
elsewhere was much greater than 
we ever had imagined and there 
has ben practically no rebuilding 
Any long range program must in- 
clude the rebuilding of at least part 
of the Ruhr to provide such things 
as farm tools and the revitalizing 
of coal production, Occupation 
authorities are doing as much as 
they can about the coal! production. 
But capital is needed to rebuild 
the industries and no one today 
seems interested in providing capi- 
tal while the threat of war hangs 
over Europe. 


Unstable currency also retards 
investment in Europe. People have 
no confidence in their own money 
and are not likely to invest when 
any carnings may be wiped out 
by growing inflation. And many 
people have little or no confidence 
in thelr government’s power to 
protect investments. 


The food crisis may Iast at least 
two years. Lack of tools and equip- 
ment on farms, lack of fertilizer, 
and bad weather could prolong it 


But if industry gets going again to 
produce the tools and fertilizer, the 
situation can be eased. 

There has been much talk about 
manpower shortages in Europe but 
we saw many men idle. There 
seems to be some pathological at- 
titude toward work. The victors 
feel they should be better off for 
having won the war. The losers 
don’t seem to care. We saw many, 
mainly refugees. content to get 
what little food they can without 
work and hope for a better future. 
For most, that means a hope of 
getting out of Europe forever. 

The population in the U.S. zone 
of Germany has increased 35 per 
cent since April 1945, while the 
Production during the same period 
has dropped 25 per cent. 

We understood that only 12 
mines in the Ruhr yalley are back 
to 1938-39 production levels, yet 
miners are among the very few 
People who are getting anywhere 
near enough to eat. 

Until the Ruhr gets to produc- 
ing coal again, America will have 
to send coal as well as food to 
help out, not to save Europe but 
in our own interest.

BANGKOK, Siam, (NEA).—In fust 
over a year, an American ex-sailor 
has overcome many obstacles to 
create the leading English-language 
newspaper in southeast Asia, plus 
the second largest Slamese,Janguage 
newspaper in Siam. 
Alexander MacDonald, native of 
@ im Mass., graduate of Boston 
University, and a veteran of several 
American city rooms rose from ap- 
prentice seaman to lieutenant com- 
mander during the war, and for a 
time headed the OSS detachment 
here. 
As soon as he was discharged he 
got financial backing from Siamese 
ds, leased a printing press that 
Japs had used for propaganda. 
purposes, and started his Siamese 
edition July 1, 1946. A month later 
he branched into an English-Ian- 
guage daily. Now he ts thinking 
about adding a weekly magazine. 
Prachakorn (People), the Siam- 
ese daily, has a cireulation of 6000, 
which {ts exceeded only by one sen- 
sational blood and sex paper.

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Early Days In Manvers 


- Recalled In Old Atlas; 
First Survey In. 1816 


According to information con- 
tained in an old Atlas published in 
1876 and which js the property of 
the Township Council, a survey 
was made of Manyers Township in 
1816 by a Mr. Wilmot, Surveyor. 
The principal villages of Manvers, 
Drum and Genetsville, which was 
later called Janetville. The follow- 
ing excerpts contain much inter- 
esting information about our early 
pioneers. 

Its Boundaries and Early Settlers 

— “The Township of Manvers is 
~ bounded on the north by the town 
ship of Ops; on the west by Cart- 
wright; on the south by Clarke and 

on the East by Cavan. The land is 

of fair quality. . .the timber a mix- 

ture of hardwood and pine. After 

the surveys in 1816 and 1817 lands 
were taken up by the following fa- 
milies: Robert McNaughton, John 

P, McKee, Duncan and Ronald Mc- 

Donald, George Gillinger, Josiah 

Hawley, Michael Gallinger, John 

McPherson, John Summbers, Don- 

ald Frant, families of the McLarens 
“AfeEsughlins, Millers, ‘Frasers, 

Hayes, Curry, Bethune, McPhie, 

McGillis McIntosh, Matthey, Pow- 

ley Ward, McIntyre, Smith, Purdy 
Williams, Daniel Cain, Wm. Falk- 
ner, Wm. Campbell, John Ding- 
wall, John McArthur, Mary Rose, 
David Jacox, Phillip Munroe, the 
Chisholms, Snetzingers, Jas. Urgu- 
hart, McDougalls, Cunningham,

Pioneer Reeve: 

Samuel Grandy was Reeve of the 
Township in 1876. His grandfather, 
John Grandy came to Canada from 
the county Wicklow, Ireland in 
1825. He first took up land in Cay- 
an Twp. later owning some six hun 
dred acres on the 7th and 8th con- 
cessions of Manvers. 

The McKies are another well 
Enown Irish family, occupying com 
fortable farms on the 10th con, 

‘The Wards are another family 
of old settlers, English in origin. 
William and John reside near 
Ballyduff and have large holdings. 
‘There is also an Irish family of the 
Same name further north. 

Col. Willlams of Port Hope, owns 
considerable property in Manvers 
and organized the Lifford Volun- 
teers. 

Wm. Faulkner, also residing near 
| Ballyduff is a descendant of an 
} Irish family of that name who came 
into the township many years ago. 
: The Dingwalls are old settlers 

residing in the northern part of 
the township. There are several 
families of the Grahams. Capt. 

| Graham of the Durham Artillery {s 
ell known. He is also treasurer 
the township. The patriarch of 

e family now approaching his 
P0th year was one of the very early 
Settlers. He helped to cut the pres- 
ent travelled road through the bush 
from Port Hope. He has acquired 

_ 4a competance for his old age and 
{has succeeded In placing the mem- 
‘bers of his family in comfortable 
! circumstances, 

Of the Maguires. there are two 
sons, John, residing on the farm 
near Lifford, and William in busi- 
ness and engaged in grain buying 
at Franklin. 

There {s also a large family of 
the Argues in the southern part of 
the Township. They were early set- 
tlers, some of them hold a portion 
of the lands originally granted to 
Bishop Mountain. 

The Armstrongs are yery numer- 
ous and own Jands all over Manvers. 

‘Thomas Benson, better known as 
“The King of Manyers” is a hale 
old gentleman of upwards of 
eightly; he is a very old settler, 
has held the position of deputy 
reeve a great many years and taken 
an active part in municipal affairs. 
There {s goodly number of the 
Byers family, early settlers, all en- 
gaged in agricultural pursuits. 

On the 12th con, there still res- 
{des on the old place settled fifty 
years ago, Mr. and Mrs. Cairns, who 
have also their reminiscences of the 
hardships of the early days of first 
settlement. 

Robert Touchbournes, Reeve of 
the Township for nearly twenty 


years past and whom Mr, Brandy 
has succeeded in office owns con- 
siderable property on the 9th con. 
Mr. Touchbourne is an active local 
magistrate and has done much for 
the locality. His mother, an old 
lady of nearly one hundred years 
still survives. Mr. Touchbourne has 
three sons, all engaged in profitable 
farming. The Wilsons are another 
old family and the descendants of 
the early settlers are quite num- 
erous. Josias, residing on the 8th 
con, has been several years in the 
township council and has also been 
a member of the United Counties 
Council as deputy reeve. 

The Grays reside near Bunker- 
hill, west of Ballyduff. Dr. Gray is 
is a well known physician in good 
practice. 

James and Alexander Johnston 
are sons of the early settler of that 
name who took up land in Cayan 
and subsequently moved into the 
6th con. of Manvers, possessing 
the first Crown Grant of Land in 
this township, James is a Justice 
of the Peace and the family have 
much local influence. é 

Abijah Morris, on the 7th con, a 
farmer and magistrate is an old 
settler of respectable standing. 

The Magill settlement in the 
western part of the township, along 
what ts known as The Broad Road, 
has numerous residents of the 
mame, Robert Magill, Sr. {s the 
acknowledged chief. For a num- 
ber of years, long after the early 
settlement, constables did not much 
care about venturing into the lo- 
cality of the Broad Road without 
the friendly protection of the Mag- 
ills. Many were the tricks played 
upon travellers, and tales of the 
capturing of constables are still re- 
lated of ‘those good old days.’ 

James Neale on the 7th con. an- 
other old and respected settler has 
long enjoyed Her Majesty's commis 
sion of the Peace, 

The Preston Family own consid- 
erable property on the 7th, 8th, 
and 9th cons. Members of the fa- 
mily have always occupied con- 
spicuous posttions and taken a 
leading part in township affairs. 
Isaac is a Captain’in the Volun- 
teers. Porter Preston {s a prom= 
ent man, a magistrate, owner of 
saw mills and grist mills and has 
done his share in aiding in the im- 
provement and progress of the 
township. 

The Staples of Manvers are a 
branch of the highly respectable 


Cavan family of that name. They 
are conhected with the Grandys 
and other families of note. Thomas 


Syers of the 12th con. {s the only 
representative of his family of 
that name in the township. He has 
served in the municipal council sev- 
eral years. 

Alfred Ryley has been the effic- 
{ent township clerk of Manvers for 
many years and has the reputation 
of being a most useful public offi- 
cer as well as a good man of 
business, 

The family of Fallis of Cavan 
have also branched out into Man- 
vers as thriving farmers, 

The father of Mr. James Kelly 
(Partner of Mr. Grandy) was one 
of the first settlers in Cavan and 
afterwards in the village of Beth- 
any. 

The Porter family, like the Ma- 
gills are a large clan about Bally- 
duff and have numerous family 
connections. Nearly all of these 
enumerated are of Irish origin or 
descent, 

There are several families of 
the Sissons on the 7th and 8th 
cons. Good thrifty English farmers 
and noted as the first in the town- 
ship who introduced an improved 
breed of sheep. 

George Shaw, another well to do 
respectable Irishman has been 9 
councillor for a number of years. 

There are 71,400 acres of land 
{n Manvers Twp. and the present: 
population fs approximately 4,114. 
DON’T KNOW WHO COMPILED 

WISTORY 

There is no signature under the 
above account of Manyers as writ- 
ten in this Atlas, Older residents 
remember “Someone” coming ar- 
ound gathering information but we 
cannot definitely establish just 
who it was. 

The first By Law passed in the 
Township named William Graham 
as Tax Collector, Robert Touch- 
bourne, Township Clerk, William 
Hunter as Reeve, and three Con- 
stables . . . Thomas Summerville, 
Joseph Porter and Aaron Sander- 
son. This was in the year 18650. 
English currency was partially used 
up to 1860 and in some instances a 
few years later. In 1851 the offices 
of Clerk and Reeve were filled by 
David Gardiner and Alexander 
Preston respectively. At that time 
the Township was divided {nto five 
wards. Each ward elected one rep- 
resentative, then the five represen- 
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tatives appointed one of themsely- 
es to act as Reeve. The council 
consisted of the Reeve and four 
councillors. The five wards are 
now replaced by seven polling div- 
isions. The year 1852 has as it's 
clerk, James Crosies and as Reeve, 
Isaac Preston, who were replaced 
in 1854 by Alfred Ryley and Porter 
Preston respectively. In this year 
the following By Law No. 111 ap- 
pears: “Be it enacted by the Mun- 
icipal Corporation of the Township 
of Manvers in Council, that for the 
present year there shall be assess- 
ment levied and collected in the 
said township for the general pur- 
pose thereof, the sum of:

FIRST RECORDED TOWNSHIP 
MEETINGS 

The year 1857 seems to be the 
first record we have of where town- 
ship meetings were held. It ap- 
pears the council met at Bushell's 
Inn, Lifford: William Falls’ Tay- 
ern and Benson's Inn Ballyduff, al- 
ternately. 

For the first six. months of 1880 
the offices of Clerk and Reeve were 
filled by John Lyon and Adam 
Scott, but at the end of this time, 
the Clerk and Reeve previously el- 
ected resumed their positions again. 
After the year 1860 meetings were 
held at Hamson’s and Campbells 
Hotels, Bethany; Sons Hall, Bally- 
duff; John Porter's Yelverton; a 
few years later at Bradburn’s Hotel. 
In 1882 the Reeve was John Burn, 
who was replaced by J. A. Johnston 
in 1864. In 1865 the council meet- 
ings were held in the Hall at Lif- 
ford, with Robert Touchbourne as 
Reeve. (We have no date as to 
when the Township Hall was built 
at Lifford but it must have been 
somewhere about this time, as all 
the previous meetings listed for 
Lifford were held at Bushell’s Inn.) 
There are no books to be found 
which cover the period of the next 
thirteen years. ,Sometime during 
this period the Township Hall was 
moved to Bethany and the first 
records of meetings in this Hall are 
dated 1878, in which year the Reeve 
was Samuel Grandy. From this 
time on a deputy reeve was quite 
often elected and in one instance a 
second deputy, still there were cases 
when instead there were four coun- 
cillors. During all the time, Alfred 
Ryley was the efficient clerk of 
the Township, holding this office 
for a period of 45 years| In 1898 
J. J. Preston was appointed to this 
position and he served in this %ap- 
acity until 1917, when Mr. W. A. 
Jakeman’s name appears, who also 
held the position for a considerable 
length of time —22 years. After 
his death in 1939 he was succeeded 
by the present Clerk, J. C Cum 
minsky. 

SUCCEEDING REEVES 

Those who have seryed this town- 
ship as Reeve, following those above 

mentioned are John Kennedy, 
John Barnicutt, John Kennedy 
(2nd term) James H. Wilson, J, J, 
Preston, Gilbert Kincaide, Heber 
Preston, Jos. Hickson, James R. 
Armstrong, Stephen W. Sisson, 
William Corbett, L. H. Staples, 
Fred. G. Gray, Bert Richardson, 
Fred S. Gray (2nd term) E, 8, 
Beer, J. C. Cummiskey, James Boggs 
A. W. Heaslip and our present reeve 
Ernest Cavano. 

In the year 1911 during Bethany’s 
great fire the Township Hall was 
reduced to ashes. The present 
hall was built the “following year— 
a little larger than the old one with 
a basement and furnace for heat- 
ing purposes. Tt includes the of- 
fice of the township clerk. It is 
quite modern {in design with good 
hardwood floor, equipped with 
hydro and has recently been redec- 
orated. 

LARGEST VILLAGE IN MANVERS 
NOW BETHANY 

Altho’ Bethany is now the larg= 
est village in Manvers township 
and the township Hall and Council 
Chambers are erected here, it was 
always so. What we speak of today. 
as Lifford Line was at one time a 
thriving centre and the yillage of 
Lifford was the Council seat as 
mentioned previously, The story 
of Lifford Village deserves an ars- 
icle of it’s own at some future date 
but we would like to mention am- 
ong the early records of the town 
ship a group of young men known 
as “The Lifford Volunteers.” This 
company was organized in 1867 a 
company of fifty elght men and 
considered by Col. Williams of Port 
Hope in one of his summary’s as 
“The best company in the Province 
of Ontarlo.” The Volunteers were

CEDAR FALLS, In,, Oct, 30 (NEA) 
If we don’t save Europeans this 
winter, they won't be able to save 

themselves. 

Germany, whether we like {it or 
not, must be helped now, We saw 
malnutrition there during a per- 
fod when food production was at 
its highest during the fall harvest 
season. Even then, the average 
person was losing welght simply 
because he had far too little to eat. 

Woe aren't the sort of people who 
go to Europe for one month and 
come gack with a lot of pronounce- 
ments but we did come back con- 
vinced of this: 

It is better to risk an Investment 
in Europe now, when there are gov 
ernments there that may work to 
prevent another war, than to pull 
out now and let starvation breed 
the kind of nationalism that 1s 
sure to bring on another war, 


Beforo we went over there, I 
felt that the U.S. and the Midwest 
had an interest in Europe. Now I 
am convinced that interest {s vital. 
Only by seeing Europe today can 
you appreciate the extent of the 
urgency of the problem, 


The main dish on German tables 
is potato—and the potato crop was 
bad. Translated into human terms 
that could mean starvation on a 
mass scale this winter. If the Ger- 
mans are to have bread, much of 
the wheat must come from Amer- 
{ean farms. 

Next year things might be eas- 
jer for them, But the summer 
drought has seriously depleted 
subsurface moisture. If that mols- 
ture isn’t returned to the ground 
this winter and next spring, or if 
the farms are hit by drought again 
next summer, it could be the same 
story again.

If Germany could get a reason- 
able amount of seed potatoes, a 
reasonable amount of fertilizer 
and haye a reasonable break on 
weather, it could conceivably raise 
enough potatoes next year to take 
them off the ration, But there are 
many uncertainties in this. And it 
would still leave the people with a 
diet of potatoes, 

Between now and the next har- 
vest is winter. During the past 
harvest, everything that was 
grown was eaten as quickly as it 
ripened, Already in many places 
the trees have been stripped of 
branches as high as a person can 
reach, This 1s for fuel. Rubbish 
heaps have been stripped of wood. 
When the real cold weather comes, 


another hardship will be added to 
hunger. And with it will come the 
danger of mass disease. 


But there {s more to the prob- 
lem than supplying Germany with 
the rest of Western Europe with 
food and other necessities. Eur- 
opeans today are looking to Amer- 
fea for leadership. One of the 
greatest fears we found in Europe 
was that the U.S, would withdraw 
too soon. 


There seems to be no source of 
adequate help except us. Other 
nations who have an agriculture 
surplus, like Argentina, seem only 
interested in cashing in on the 
desperate need. That's certainly not 
the answer to the problem. 


1947-1948 Fuel Supplies Barely Cover Needs: 
Factory Lay-Offs, Chilly Homes May Result

New York, (NEA).— In the third 
winter of peace, you still may find 
it impossible to keep your home 
@s warm as you want, There still 
is the chance that you will have to 
loaf for a few days, or weeks, be- 
cause of power shortages. 

If John Lewis does not pull out 
his miners this winter, it looks 
now as though there would be 
enough ofl, gas, electricity and coal 
—over all to heat all our homes 
and power all our factories. 

But the margin js so close that 
this oll, gas, electricity and coal 
must be distributed with almost 


The first saving: would be made 
by interrupting pumping and 
similar operations involying prod- 
ucts that, like water, can be 
stored. The second saving prob- 
ably would be made by cutting 
off, temporarily, industries like 
chemicals, which for decades have 
been getting all the power they 
wanted but pay only at surplus 
rates. This situation exists in the 
Northwest and in upstate New 
York, among others. 

Meanwhile, many electric .com- 
panies are discouraging custom- 
ers from putting in heavy-use 
equipment, like house-heaters, 
for the present, 


fineries, in an attempt to satisfy 
demands. But even with this, 
some refineries can not get enough 
crude to run at full capacity, 


The East Coast situation got bad 
because of a shortage of tankers 
in operation, though almost 100 
government-owned craft were 
laid up in mothballs. In that seo- 
tion signs of tightness haye be- 
come apparent, 


In spite of the companies’ best 
efforts to build up a reserve last 
Summer, they entered the fall 
season with stocks east of the 
Rockies under those of a year 
ago. 
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100 per cent efficlency, Let almost 
anything happen that shouldn't, 
and some areas may experience 
brief but troublesome shortages. 

Experts in the various fuel fields 
are anxious to have it under- 
stood that the nation does not face 
real distress from shortages— al- 
ways with a low bow in the direc- 
tion of the UMW’s Lewis; that no- 
body should go really cold; that 
nobody should be laid off for any 
length of time; that whatever 
shortages may develop should be 
local and spotty. 

But most of them do not even 
try to deny that they fear brief 
local troubles, Careful check of 
the major fuel industries reveals 
these situations; 


ELECTRICITY 

For the country as a whole 
there {is gonerating capacity to 
provide five per cent more current 
than the peak demand expected. 
This {s only two-thirds as much 
cushion as was expected earlier, 

Generally power lines are {n- 
tereonnected so that compan{es 
with an excess can help those 
with a deficit, But if equipment. 
that has been hard-pushed for 
years should develop several bad 
breakdowns at the same time, 
somebody would haye to be cut 
off the lines. 


OIL; Not enough tankers, 


GAS 

The gas industry admits frank- 
ly that it has over-sold itself. It is 
capable of producing more nat- 
ural gas and artificial gas than the 
customers can use. But unlike 
electricity, gas systems can not be 
interconnected nation-wide, If 
any Individual area runs short, 
that's hard luck, 

The ban on house-heating that 
Was {mposed Inst winter has been 
replaced in many areas. Most reg- 
fons probably will get by this 
winter, but some are almost cer- 
tain to min into shortages that 
will call for self-restraint and pat- 
fence. 

FUEL OI 

The nation’s petroleum wells 
re now producing more crude 
than we need. There is refinery 
capacity for more fuel than wo 
probably shall want unless tho 
winter should be unusually se- 
vere, But there are two bottle- 
necks, 

One is in getting crude from the 
ofl flelds to refineries In the Mid- 
dio West. Another {s in getting 
petroleum products from re- 
fineries to markets. 

In the Midwest the companies 
are using high-cost tank cars and 
barge transportation, and oper- 
ating expensive marginal re«

At least some insiders expect to 
see fuel ofl scarcer in the middle 
West this winter than {t was last, 
And the East Coast's fate depends 
upon how fast the Navy and the 
Maritime Commission can recon- 
dition 60 government-owned 
tankers, now released for direct 
or indirect benefit of domestic 
customers, 


COAL 

Coal stockpiles are low. Some 
utilities and large users consider 
their reserves dangerously low. 
Production is at a rate of around 
600,000,000 tons a year, but many 
experts doubt that, if the winter 
is severe, this will prove to be 
enough. 


Some mines are on part time 
because they can not get rail- 
road cars. There {s not much 
storage space at mines. If coal 
can’t be moved, mining stops. The 
railroads are short 18,000 coal cars 
now, compared with only 14,000 
A year ago. Every effort is being 
made to juggle hopper cars to get 
the greatest use from them, but 
they still constribute to the danger 
of a bad coal situation which 
might be reflected in home heat- 
ing, and also in gas and electric- 
ity and in Industrial operation.

FOR COLD WEATHER 

One of life’s minor miseries, that 
first horrible moment when you first 
crawl between cold sheets, soon may 

be gone forever. 

The common bed-sheet is going 
modern, Like the blanket it’s be- 
ing wired for heat. A big manufac- 
turer reveals that it has develop- 
ed an electric sheet, which will go 
on sale in key cities next month. 
The price tag will be under 30 dol- 
Jars. 

The new sheet will be made of 
neutral-colored musilin, and will be 
70 inches wide by 84 inches long. It 
will have a heated surface of 54 
by 70 inches to cover the top sur- 
face of a standard double bed. An 
11-inch non-heated area is provid- 
ed at the foot end to provide space 
for a tuck-in, 

Here's how you use the new elec- 
tric sheet. You make up the bed in 
the usual way, except that you 
spread the electrié sheet on top of 
the regular bed sheets, Then any 
blanket, comforter or coverlet in 
the house can be spread on top.— 
And you're snug as a bug in a rug. 

And here's an added advantage. 
There are 17 \uttonholes around 
the hem of the electric sheet. By 
sewing buttons on your favorite top 
covering, you can attach it to the 
electric sheet and make a first- 
class electric blanket, comforter or 
quilt for yourself. 

You regulate the heat of the 
sheet by what (he company calls 
the “automatic watchman control.” 
Set the gontrol for temperature you 
want, and it stays that way all 
night—No matter how the temp- 
erature of the room changes. In- 
cidentally, this regulating gadget 
looks Ike an ornamental powder 

box and takes up little more room on 
the bedside table than a package of 
cigarettes, 

The wires which provide the 
heat are permanently stitched to 
the sheet by the same technique us- 
ed in the manufacture of electric- 
ally-heated high altitude flying 
sults for the army air corps. The 
company says positive protection 
is provided by a number of small 
bi-metal strip theremostats built 
{nto the sheet, 

Washing ‘s no problem. since all 


the electrical parts ure waterproof. 
Whenever she wishes, the house- 
wife can suds the sheet in lukewarm 
water, rinse, squeeze dry by hand 
and hang over the line to finish 
drying.

Alarming facts 
have been brought to light con- 
cerning the great inroads which 
this disturbing force has made in 
these countries and at last there 
are signs that indicate the people 
of these nations are becoming 
aware of the real menace which 
confronts them. 

During the past week two prom- 
inent Lindsay citizens, Judge J. A. 
MeGibbon ang Rev. Father Meag- 
her, have’ spoken of the dangers 
which are confronting the people 
of Canada and United States with 
the’ spread of Communism in thelr 
midst. Judge McGibbon at the 
Warden's Banquet last weck cau- 
tioned people to be on thelr guard 
against this force which, while it 
gained a foothold under some- 
times hard to detect guises, had 
only-one ultimate objective-----to 
destroy our way of life and bring 
us under the heel of a dictatorship 
more far-reaching and repressive 
than anything the world has yet 
seen, Rey. Fr. Meagher, speaking 
from the pulpit of St. Mary's 
Church, Sunday, reiterated much 
of what Judge McGibbon sald and 
urged his listeners to shun every- 
thing which was tinged with Com- 
munistic doctrine. 

These admonitions, coming as 
they do from men familiar with 
the menace which Communistic 
groups present to democratic in- 
stitutions, should serve as a wam- 
irg to everyone in this district to 
be vigilant in the cause of democ- 
racy.

EVERYONE CAN HELP 
PROTECT OUR COUNTY 
FORESTS 

County forests in this region 
are now- almost. 14 years old and 
are reaching the stage where they 
Tepresent a very yaluable asset to 
the counties in which they are 
lovated. Victoria County has a 
fine county forest, or sa-called re- 
forestation project, and in the 
course of a few more years it will 
be nearing maturity.. 

In a recent bulletin issued by 
AB, Wheatley, District Forester 
for the Dept. of Lands and For- 
ests, attention 1s called to the des- 
truction’ caused to County For- 
ests by trespassers. Mr. Wheatley 
writes as follows on this subject: 
“One of the most annoying prob- 
lems with which the district per- 
sonnel have to contend is that of 
| trespass of Crown ‘Timber. 
_ About fifteen cases of this nature 
| have been dealt with. The prob- 
len for the most part may be con- 
sidered as a disregard by a few 
persons of the rights of all the 
| people who own the forests, Con- 
tinued vigilance on the part of 
field personnel and on the part 
of the public will have salutary 
influence on the few who might be 
inclined to disregard public Inter- 
est." 

When: we realize the importance 

of these County Forests in tne 
scheme to retrleye much of the 
Crown Timber which wa’ destroy- 
ed through ruthless cutting over 
the years we can readily see how 
nece; ry it is that they be pres- 
erved if future generations are to 
reap their rightful heritage in for- 
est resources. 

In Victoria County everyone 
c. help to play a part {n preserv- 
jug Crown Timber in these refor- 
estation’ projects by reporting, as 
suggested by Mr. Wheatley, tres- 
passers on the sites. In so doing 
you would be not placed in the 
position of an informer but rather 
would be regarded as a conscient- 
fous resident of the County -wish- 
ing to cooperate in the presery- 
ation of these Yaluable timber 
stands. 

Reforestation {s yitally import- 
ant to the welfare of agriculture. 
industry and even to the people 
themselves, It plays a big role in 
so!] conservation and at the same 
time provides the nucleus for fut- 
ure timber-rich forests. As such 
projects of this nature should be 
protected’ by everyone interested in 
the welfare of the County and 
Province. ; 


RETURN TO NIGHT 
NOMINATIONS 

Sitting: in special segsfon here 
Thursday night, Town Counell 


passed a by-law which makes pos- 


sible the holding of a night nomin- 
ation meeting this year. The by- 
Jaw was made necessary to legalize 
the holding of a night nomination 
meeting by reason of the fact that 
the Election Act had been amend- 
ed two years ago, Previous to last 
year, night nomination meetings 
had been customary in Lindsay 
but the revised legislation forced 
the town to hold this important 
neeting during the noon hour in 
1946 because, when it was made 
known, it was already too late to 
pass a by-law, as provided for un- 
der the ruling, to hold the meeting 
in the evening, The deadline for 
passing this by-law is November 
Ist and it was after November lst., 
1946, that Council became aware 
of its need. 

It was apparent at Thursday 
evening's meeting that the Coun- 
cil was overwhelmingly in favor of 
holding the evening nomination 
meeting. On this point all were 
agreed and the by-law was passed 
setting the time for Monday, De- 
cember 29, at 7.30 pm- the 
election to take place exactly one 
week later on January 5. 


There was some discussion on 
the matter of designating the 
date and place for holding the 
meeting, Ald, Braunton felt the 
time should be adyanced by onc 
week and Ald, Baker expressed the 
opinion that the Council Chambers 
would be more suitable for holding 
the meeting than the upstairs hall, 
Both suggestions were turned 
down. In the first instance {t was 
pointed out that the adyancing of 
the date one week would place 
nomination night in the midst ot 
the Christmas shopping period and 
prevent many from attending; in 
the second instance the place of 
helding the meeting was left un- 
changed because many felt the 
Council Chambers would not ac- 
commodete the crowd. 

For the sake of good municipal 
goyernment it is to be hoped that 
the reason advanced for not 
changing the place of holding the 
nomination meeting will prove cor- 
rect. A good turnout of ratepayers 
and citizens will facilitate select- 
ing the best material for the 1948 
Council. The evening nomination 
hour should make it possible for 
a large crowd to be on hand. 


Would The Ward System Be A 
Headache? 

That's the question a lot of Lind- 
say people are asking themselves 
following the announcement which 
was made Friday to the effect that 
Town Council would have one less 
member in future unless the ward 
system of electing councillors was 
adopted. Needless to say there is 
a confliction of opinion but several 
interesting points haye been 
brought out in discussions on the 
subject. 

One opinion which has been voi- 
ced in several quarters is that diy- 
ision of the Town into wards for 
election purposes would only serve 
to divide the Town on many issues 
and would not tend to promote 
unity of purpose having in mind 
the common good. It is contended 
that under the ward system inter- 
ests would become more or less 
selfish without any actual inten- 
tion of making them so. 

In other words it {g feared that 
division of the Town into wards for 
electorial purposes would be a step 
in the direction of sectionalism. If 
this is true it can be readily seen 
that the system would be undesir- 
able since the prime need to-day is 
for unity of purpose in all govern- 
ing bodies to bring about the best 
foy everyone, If we cannot achieve 
this unity and harmony at home, 
how could we ever expect it to be 
achieved on world fronts. 

On the strength of this observa- 
tion it would seem that much 
thought should be given to the mat- 
ter of declaring Lin \say under the 
ward system for electoral purposes 
at some future date. We might be 
far betler off with a small, effi- 
cient Counc}, united on all issues 
than with a large Council com- 
prised of warring factions.

DEATH IN THE FALL 

A usual and shocking Monday 
news item records the week-end’s 
highway accidents. There were 
seven deaths from accidents on 
Ontario's highways last week-end, 
That number is not exceptional, 
and jt will grow larger during the 
next two months, according to De- 
partment of Highway statlsticlans, 

That is an appalling statement 
to have to make, It can be belied 
only if both motorists and pedes- 
trians exercise unusual vigilance 
and sanity. Our roads in autumn 
are physically’ less hazardous than 
in winter but more accidents oc- 
cur during the last quarter of the 
year than in the winter months. 
A reason for this may be that dri- 
yers expect winter roads to be dan- 
gerous and therefore drive with 
greater care. But autumn driving

lying.” 

Dicomfort 

“It is really redundant to des- 
eribe the discomfort ‘and ineffic- 
fency of that trip since it probably 
constitutes the daily purgatory of 
many readers, But the real point I 
want to make {s that our city 
workers, who are want to hola 
themselves a cut above those in 
the “sticks” are so inured to the 
experience — the congestion, the 
tardiness, the loss of time, and 
the robbery of lelsure — that they 
haye come to accept it as an inevi- 
table part of modern living, where- 
as others, differently circumstanc- 
ed, would consider these condi- 
tions outrageous and unendur- 
able.» 


“It occurred to me to compare 
this picture with that of people 
who live away from the big cities 
—with the dwellers in small town 
or village, whose place of business 
or livelihood js almost in adjunct 
of the home—with the farmer 
whose sphere of operations actual- 
ly is his own domain, The glamour 
that hangs over the city for so 
many such people casts shadows 
oyer its imperfections.” 

“My experience brought forcibly 
home to me not only the unrealist- 
{eally-borne hardship and humil- 
{ation of the wage earner or Indi- 
vidual on a small salary in a big 
city, which after all are not the 
first concern of the state and big 
business, bul, in a very acute way, 
the crass inefficiency of such a 
way of conducting the business of 
the country, Of course the same 
thing has occurred to others. The 
progress of our vaunted modern 
civilization has meant cities grow- 
ing without restraint gnd_ per- 
mitted to expand into unwieldly 
proportions, people eyer more con- 
fined and congested, and the de- 
velopment of conditions both 
barmful and demoralizing.” 


conditions bring their hazards. 
Darkness comes sooner than in 
summer, road surfaces may be 
glazed with sleet or ice. Rain, snow 
and fog increases driving difficul- 
ties. The number of yehjcles using 
the highways has not fallen off to 
winter levels. Of the 688 persons 
killed in traffic accidents in On- 
tario Inst year, more than one- 
third lost their Hves in the last 
three months of that year.

Pedestrians are not always 
innocent bystanders {n the season 
of bad weather and poor visibility. 
It {s as much the responsibility of 
the pedestrian to watch out for 
the motorist as it is the driver's 
responsibility to watch out for the 
pedestrian.

Camera Reveals Fly Secrets 

The common drone fly now is 
“top secret.” Thanks to some new 
fast pictures—3,000 to a second — 
scientists at the American Museum 
of National History are finding out 
what the common fly has known 
for seyeral hundred million years, 

They've discovered how the fly 
knows where he is when he can’t 
see where he’s going, how he can 
fly through fog when a bird can't, 
and what it is that, when he loses 


it, causes him to make a sudden 


crash landing. 

The movies were made at the re- 
quest of the Sperry Gyroscope Oo. 

Dr. C. H. Curran, museum insect 
oxpert, worked with photographer 
Henry Lester for seyeral years be- 
fore they got the pictures they 
wanted. 

In the moyies you can see the 300 
beats a second of the fly's wings 
and—more important—the halter- 
ers or balancers just under its 
wings, 

The tiny balancers, sticking out 
under the wings like a pair of lady's 
hatpins, go up when the wings go 
down to their oarlike motion. 

This, said Curran, is one of the 
things scientist didn’t know before 
the pictures were made. And they 
are just beginning to get into the 
study of how the little balancers 


; work, maintaining the fly's equil- 


ibrium like the fluid of the inner 
ear does a man’s. 

The halters are effective- they 
tell the fly just as accurately which 
js up and which is down. 

Says Curran, “These most amaz- 
ing pictures even taken of insects 
{n motion" have unlimited possib- 
ilities in industry. Even more avid 
attention is coming from the mili- 
tary. 

“But beyond that I cannot go,” 
said Curran. “Top secret you 
know.” —Stouffville Tribune. 

Public Indifference Epidemic 
In Municipal Affairs 

Highly informed speakers who 
have recently appeared before loc- 
al service olubs very realistically ac- 
cepted the inyitation extended to 
them to try sincerely and forcefully 
to show how many of our difficul- 
Ues in local, national and interna- 
tional affairs may be traced dir- 
ectly to public indifference. In each 
case the audience appeared to be 
wholly in accord with the conclu- 
sjons set forth, Reports of these ad- 
dresses appeared in this paper in 
order that a much larger audience 
could share in the very obvious 
truths enunciated, In this respect 
the press does its part in attempt- 
ing to arouse public opinion, 

But we feel that the very indifr- 
erence so roundly -excoriated by 
these yisiting speakers extends into 
the indifferent perusal of the news 
reports. In other words people of 
this country, living in imagined sec 
urity and artificial prosperity, sim- 
ply don’t give a hoot. The charge 
is true and we know it. We see the 
stalking danger spreading over Eur- 
ope, rub shoulders with Commun- 
ists at home. have no concern about 
public finance and apparently no 
alarm about the possibilities of an- 
other war. As one speaker sald: 
“We can give lessons to the ostrich,’ 

The point in this editorial comes 
from the assertion of one speaker 
that this epidemic of public indiff- 
erence is seen most intimately in 
municipal affairs. And it ls in these 
small units that the turning tide 
must develop and swell outward to 
alert the whole nation. All of which 
brings us down to the rest of whe- 
ther Bowmanville voters wish to 
renounce past indifference and get 
out to the nominating convention 
and demand reports from aspiring 
office seekers.

Snlt And Blood Pressure 

During the warm | weather we 
are advised to eat plenty of salt 
so that the water in the body tlss- 
ues will not decrease {n amount 
and the body thus become dehy- 
drated, During the cold weather, 
particularly if we are past 40 years 
of agé, we are advised to cut’ down 
on our table salt and on food. 

Why are we advised to cut down 
on table salt in cool weather If we 
are middle-aged? 

As salt holds water in the tissues 
and excess water makes it harder 
for the heart to pump the blood, 
a strain is put on the heart and 
upon the blood vessels carrying 
tke blood. 

In “Medlical Progress” Paris, Drs, 
H. Chabanier and © Lobo-Onell 
report their treatment of high 
blood pressure in nine patients--- 
three men between the ages’ of 49 
and 62 and six women between the 
ages of 43 and 52--by stopping the 
use of salt for four to 13 months. 
The high blood pressure was le- 
duced to normal in’ two patients, 
@ partial reduction resulted in five 
patients, and failure occurred in 
two patients, 

Some of the patients carried on 
at their usual work right from the 
beginning and the otehsr resumed 
their work during the course of 
treatment. The reduction m pviood 
pressure was slow. 

When we think of the brilliant 
results obtained in reducing blood 
pressure by the cutting of nerves, 
these months of doing without salt 
seem a hard task. However, where 
salt was eliminated from the diet 
while progress was slow it was 
steady, and results were obtained 
in caseS in which treatment by. 
drugs had failed, and there were 
no reactions or complicatious. 

This does not mean that all in- 
dividuals past 40 years of age 
should try to do without salt. Life 
would be dull, indeed, if we could 
not use the salt our tissues need, 
and enjoy properly seasoned ~food. 
However, where the blood pressure 
is high, the kidneys becoming con- 
gested and failing to get rid of 
wastes, avoiding use of salt for 
the blood pressure but prevents 
chronic disease of the Kidneys. A 
regular check-up of heart, biood 
pressure and urine is always aa- 
visable at or past middle age.

A pain described by the patient 
a5  knife-like, cutting, darting, 
tabbing, shooting, sharp. or like an 
‘lectric shock, usually means an 
rritation of the Irrger nerves of 
he jaw by some disturbance close 
o these nerves. It usually is ac- 
ite infection caused by an abscess 
i the tooth socket, especially in 
he side and back or grinding mol- 
r teeth. 

Pain described as purning, scald- 
aig, drawing or pulling also means 
‘ritation of the large neryes, but 
i more likely to be caused by some 
locking of the nerves or the blood 
ipply to the part burning 
ongue, pressure from artificial 
seth, contraction or drawing of 
car tissue from operation or 
taling after removal of a tooth. 

Aching, boring, throbbing or 
imping jain is usually caused 
om infection where infected tis-

The main thought behind op- 
eration or X-ray treatment of golt- 
er is to take the excess or unneces~ 
sary work off the heart--in fact, 
t) take excess work off all the | 
body processes which are being 
stimulated by the extra juice man- 
ufactured by the thyroid gland. 

This excess work being done ey- 
ery day and every night is wearing 
on the heart and it loses some of 
{ts reserve strength. This strength 
may be needed in an emergency, 
such as severe lllness or operation. 
This 24-hours speeding up of the 
heart action is one of the signs 
that distinguishes goiter from ord- 
inary nervousness--the neryous 
heart quiets down during sleep, 

What many of us forget is that 
an active goiter may not cause 
any bulging of the eyes until thé 
goiter has been present a long 
time, There are, however, other 
Signs that should make us suspect 
goiter and have a metabolism test 
made, Some of the other symptoms 
of golter than can be found by ex- 
amination and questioning of the 
patient are a large appetite yel the 
patient is steadily losing welght; 
more thay a normal amount of 
mental and physical activity, yet 
the patient is a poor sleeper; 
sweating, nervousness and tremor) 
and chronic diarrhoea (colitis). 
The treatment of mild cases is 
by rest and in some cases quiet- 
ing drugs to slow down the heart 
and other organs and processes, 
While the patient may drink wat- 
er, table salt in and on food is’ cut 
down to prevent accumulation of 
water in the tissues. Water in body 
tissues puts extra work on the 
heart. Ammonium chloride daily 
is used to drive excess water out 
of the tissues. Other drugs used in 
the medical treatment are iodine, | 
digitalis and the new drug, thiaur- 
acil. In severe or advanced cuses, 
where immediate results must ne 
obtained, operation is the treat- 
ment. The X-ray treatment is et- 
fective, but takes six to nine 
months to obtain complete results.

G.B. Logan in “Annals of Allergy”

As we think of all the rémedies 
now used for gas pressure which 
must run’into hundreds of differ- 
ent preparations, {t comes as a 
surprise to learn that these old 
methods of treatment--baking 
soda and peppermint in various 
forms-- still are considered up-to- 
date treatments for a disturbed 
stomach and intestine. 


In “Pharmacology,” (Oxtor) Dr. 
M.G. Mulvinos states that bi-car- 
bonate of soda (baking soda) in 
doses of 1 to 4 grams (1-4 to'1 
teaspoonful), well diluted with

A good account of early times 
has come down from James Croll, 
a British settler who later became 
a Bank of Montreal shareholder for 
the extraordinary span of 60. years. 

“When I began farming in On- 
tarlo,” Mr, Croil's recollection ber 
gins, “we had neither mowing nor 
reaping nor threshing machines, 
and the women had no sewing ma- 
chines. . .The postage on a letter 
from Ontario to Haljifax was two 
shillings threepence, There was no 


money in elroulation in those 
days. . .Eyerything was done by 
barter, . .” 


Mr. Croil wrote those words re- 
erring to Canadian conditions at a 
time a good deal later in the nine- 
teenth century than 1817. It can 
be imagined how difficult life was 
in that even more primitive day. 

When the Montreal Bank, as it 
was then known, first opened its 
doors. the population of Canada 
was just about half a million. 
Trade was carried on principally 
by barter, and to a lesser extent by 
the use of American, British, 
French, Spanish and Portuguese 
money.

CANADA'S FIRST MONEY 

At the yery outset, 
bank issued its own bills in small 
denominations and, later, copper 
tokens, ‘This money, indeed, was 
the first real Qanadian currency. 
The innoyation did much to stabll- 
{ze and speed up commerce and Sn- 
dustry, which had hitherto been 
subject to the varying rates of ex- 
‘change of the several currencies in 
use. 

This was but one aspect of the 
bank’s major contribution to the 
Canadian economy. That contrib- 
ution amounted to nothing less 
than ending the chaos in which 
business was transacted and organ- 
Naing the first domestic, financial 
syatem of Canada. 

So well did the bank succeed that 
this system has since evolyed with= 
out ever losing its stability, no mat- 
ter how critical the times or how 
rapid the country's growth, Thus, 
through more than a century and 
a quarter, the Canadian economy 
has suryived two major wars and 
several minor ones, as well as per- 
jodie depressions and’ aivil unrest.

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Crop Rotation In Tho Vegetable 
Garden 

The term rotation, as applied to 
crop production, means a system- 
atic arrangement for growing dif- 
ferent crops in a more or less reg 
ular sequence on the same land. 
Chipman, Dominion Experimental 
Station, Kentville. N. is import- 
ant in vegetable growing, and 
should be planned and followed as 
systematically as possible to assist 
in the control of disease and in- 
sects, and to help the better use 
of the resources of the soil. 

Many serious diseases can be 
controlled in a practical way by 
a systematic rotation in which the 
host plant is grown on the same 
Jand not more often than once in 
every few years. Club root of cabb- 
age can be controlled by keeping 
the land free of cruciferous crops 
and weeds for seven years; early 
blight of potatoes and tomatoes, 
for a period of two to three years; 
foot rot of peas, a rotation of three 
years or more; and onion mildew, 
three to four years, 

Rotation is also of value in the 
control of some insects, especially 
those which are unable to move 
far, If the host plants are not near 
the insects on emerging will die | 
before reaching them. Here a short | 
rotation is usually effective. In- 
jury from such insects as the white 
grub and wireworm may be avoid- 
ed by not planting susceptible 
plants on old green sod ploughed | 
down. 

Continuous cropping with certain; 
vegetables has a depressing effect | 
on yield. Likewise, there is a belief | 
among vegetable growers that the} 
previous crop has an important re: 
lation to the yield of a crop foll-/} 
owing. 

While it is difficult to outline a 
definite rotation for all conditons | 
the following principles should be 
observed. To utilize the resources | 
of the soil fully, it is well to alter- 
nate shallow rooted and deep root- 
ed crops, and to follow crops which 
furnish organic matter with those | 
whose culture favor their decom- | 
position. A crop such as fall rye 
may be used to furnish the organic 
matter and it may be grown in a 
rotation which will not interfere 
with the vegetable crop season. 

In many sections of Canada vege | 
table crops are grown in rotation | 
with general farm crops. In such] 
cases a grain crop may follow the 
vegetable crop, and this, in turn, 
may be followed with a legume 
hay. The sod land may then be 
planted to corn or potatoes, foll- 
owed by a vegetable crop the next 
year. or the vegetable crop may) 
follow the hay unless weeds or in- 
sects are likely to be troublesome 
A clean egulture crop such as corn 
or potatoes should precede sma!) 
close-growing vegetables such as 
beets, carrots and onions. (Exper!-

Watch The “Germination” Seed| 

Knowing that good seed will be 
scarce by spring, Prairie farmors 
are making sure of their supplies 
now. 

In this rush, however, there is 
one point, that should not be over- 
looked--the Germination Seed. 

J. E. Birdsall, supervisor of the 
Crop Improvement Division of the 
Alberta Agriculture Department, 
Says that the Germination Test, 
always advisable, is more important 
than ever this year. 

Whether the seed is from your 
own fields, from those of a neigh- 
bor or from any other source, you 
are advised to make sure that it 
will germinate properly. 

Seed may be tested either at 
home or sent to the Plants Pro- 
ducts Division of the Federal De- 
partment of Agriculture at Cal- 
gary In one-pound sample pack- 
ages. 


GOVERNMENT ATTACKED 

ON FEED GRAIN INCREASES 

A protest meeting of three hund- 
red United Counties Farmers lash- 
ed out in bitter criticism at a Finch, 
Ontario, gathering ngainst the Fed- 
eral Government for allowing feed 
grains to increase in price. 

A committee was appointed to 
present demands‘ for district farm- 
ers regarding the feed grain, situ- 
ation to the Government at an 
early date. 

Sponsored jointly by the Storm- 
ont Hog Producers Association and 
the Stormont Federation of Agri- 
culture, the mecting yoiced strong 
protest over the feed grains set-up. 
One speaker declared at the meet- 
ing that feed grain had increased so 
much that farmers—and we quote 
—‘can no longer produce farm pro- 
ducts at anything even remotely 
resembling profit.” 

The special committee was auth- 
orized to present to the’ Goyern- 
ment a resolution demanding that 
feed grain prices be brought to a 
more favorable leyel. 

The resolution urged that this 
be done by increasing the price of 
pork, cheese or poultry for export 
purposes or by reducing the price of 
feed grains to the farmers, 

The resolution sald that “action 
is necessary {mmiediately to save the 
bacon, hog, poultry, and dairy in- 
dustries . . .and to ensure adequate 
production of dairy products next 
year.” 

Explaining that {n 1946 Ontario 
produced more than fifty per cent 
of all hogs exported to Great Bri- 
tain, Charles MacInnis, Prestdent 
of the Ontario Hog Producers Asso- 
ciation sald—and we quote—“We 
cannot drop behind in this record, 
yet we cannot begin to keep it up Lf 
prices of feed grains remain as 
they are today.” 

MacInnis blamed conditions to- 
day partly on distribution of wheat 
and grains from the Prairle Prov- 
inces. Hoe said there should be a 
national policy laid down so that 
Western Grains would be readily 
accessible to Eastern farmers for 
livestock feed in order to keep dairy 
farming at a high level. 

Britain’s food minister — John 


Strachey — reveals that Australia 
has signed a new long-term con- 
tract to send the United Kingdom 
75-million bushels of wheat, And on 
top of that the Pacific Dominion is 
going to produce more sugar, but- 
ter, dried fruit, meat, eggs and oil 
seeds for the austerity-ringed mo- 
ther country. 

Stratchey says that under the ag- 
reement Britain will take all the 
wheat and sugar Australia can 
spare. This means that.more than 
half the wheat raised in Australia 
will be exported to United King- 
dom: 

Farming will be expanded also in 
Australia so that other basic food- 
stuffs can be produced in larger 
quantities to stock the lean Bri- 
tish larder.

WINTER PRODUCED EGGS 
PROFITABLE 

Under modern conditions the 
domestic fowl lays more eggs than 
would be required to fulfil Na- 
ture’s original plan of laying en- 
ough eggs to hatch out the follow- 
ing generation. This she can do 
without apparent harm, provided 
the flock is properly managed and 
fed. 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Harrow, Ont, says W. 
Mountain, the head poultryman, 
families and pullets have laid as 
high as 90 per cent through the 
fall and winter months, Though 
these birds haye been bred for 
high production, the proper envir- 
onment must be maintained to 
keep them in good condition, The 
smaller details of management 
must be strictly observed, as well 
as the better known alds to high 
egg yields, such as artificial ight- 
ing, proper ventilation of houses 
and balanced diets. The division of 
the day into feeding periods coin- 
cide with egg collections has been 
found to be advantageous. 

Shortly after the lights are 
turned on at 7 a.m. a quarter of 
the day's supply of scratch grain is 
scattered and fresh water given. 
At 9 a.m, green feed in the form 
of chopped alfalfa hay, which has 
been steeped in cold water over 
night and drained, is placed in 
Ss! allow tubs.

Russians’ Have 
Tested A-Bomb 
Paris Reports

The Paris newspaper quotes its 
Moscow correspondent as saying the 
Russians dropped their first gen- 
uine, made-in-Russia atomic bomb 
on June 15th. The experiment sup- 
posedly was made in Siberia, not 
far from the town of Irkutsk (eeh- 
Kutsk). According to the corres- 
pondent for the French newspaper, 
Many Russian army officers were 
present, including Marshall Voros- 
shilov. The explosion, he says, was

There's one point to the story, 
however, which does not stock up 
with the normal American version 
of an atomic bomb. The French 
newspaper says the Russians a- 
bomb weighed only 13 pounds.

Millbrook is a village of abund- 
ant artesian wells, in fact it is 
contended by residents that it has 
more artesian wells than any other 
village of its size in Canada. Right 
now there is a total of 30 in the 
relatively small confines of the 
town and more apt to ‘come in’ 
anytime. 


lor recently took a newspaperman 
ona tour of the village pointing 
out the locations of the different 
wells. The first stop was west on 
the main street across from the 
railway station and behind the 
old’ Commercial Hotel, Here was a 
cement block weighing several 
tons encasing a four inch flow 
pipe and an embedded elbow, and 
a further length of pipe carried 
off the overflow into a small 
brook, 


“All this water is piped down 
town and supplies 75 homes, at 
least,” said Mr. Harrington. “The 
natural pressure forces the water 
up to the third floor of a lot of 
dwellings.” The well is 50 years cld 
and has been flowing steadily since 
it was tapped. The modern fire 
engine in the village under-took to 
reducé. the water flow recently as 
an experiment, but made no im- 
pression. 

About 590 feet away at the wood- 
shed, door of Fred Mclvyor’s house 
a natural basin about three feet In 
diameter comprised another well 
that bubbled up from the depths of 
Some subterranean stream with a

pail of pure spring water for supper. 

The Fallis well that the reporter 
had come to see was a short block 
away. It was the infant well of the 
village but was an oddity in its 
own right. Wilbur Fallis drilled it 
last spring, one hole 96 feet down 
and another about a foot -—y 
from the first to the depth of 22 
feet, 


They both gushed forth at a ter- 
rific rate and a good-sized stream 
meanders away through a pasture 
to carry away the overflow from 
this double-barrelled artesian well.

Offered Newfoundland Over 
12-year Period If Offer 
Accepted. 


Ottawa, Nov, 6, (BUP).—Preparced 
to spend three dollars for eyery 
two dollars received — today offered 
Newfoundland Financial ald 
amounting to more than 26-million 
dollars in the next 12 years. The 
island colony will get the money if 
it decides to become Canada’s tenth 
province. 

Under the offer Newfoundland 
will be granted full provinclal sta- 
tus, equal to that held by the nine 
present provinces. And the Federal 
Government will give Newfound-) 
land the benefit of all normal and 
special services rendered to the 
people of Canada generally. 

The 26-million 250-thousand dol- 
lar 12-year payment as a special 
“Transitional Grant” is the high- 
light of terms revealed today by the 
Canadian Goyernment for the 
{sland’s union with Canada. It 
would be pafd over and above all 
statutory grants, payments under a 
Dominion-Proyincial Tax agree- 
ment, or benefits to the province in 
the way of family Allowances and 
old age pensions. 

According to the proposed terms, 
Canada will assume the respons-

Hydro Blackouts Not Wanted 
Ontario Commission Head Say 


Toronto, Noy. 6--(BUP)-- R.L. 
Hearn, General Manager and chief 
engineer for the Ontarlo Hydro 
Commission, says that “the last 
thing Ontario wants to see is a 
blackout.” 

Hearn was commenting on Tor- 
onto Mayor Robert Saunders’ of- 
fer yesterday that if the Commis- 
sion wished it the city would shut 
off power in various sections of the 
city to help conserve electric 
power, 

M.J. McHenry, Director of Hy- 
dro’s Consumer Service, says 
“placking out sections would be 
the last thing Hydro would de- 
mand.” He said it would “have the 
same effect that a power failure 
would have and no one wants 
that.” 

McHenry says that “banning 
certain types of use non-essential 
to business and living would be 
more likely.” 

He says “we would rather see 
restrictions on window and orna- 
mental lighting rather than a 
complete blackout. He says the 
Commission’s immediate objective 
is a ten per cent reduction by each 
of Hydro's 725-thousand domestic 
and rural consumers,

Under the regulations the use of 
electricity for signs, show windows, 
and ornamental lighting for dec- 
orative or advertising purposes ts 
prohibited. 

‘The operation of air heaters, el- 
ectric grates, or electric boilers 
used for heating stores or offices ts 
also prohibited, as is also the 
lighting of interlors of business 
premises after business hours, un- 
less work is being done. 

However, an exception will be 
made for banks and other business 
places requiring light for protec- 
tion. 

The use of electricity for flood- 
lighting. of parking lots, used car 
lots, service stations, outdoor in- 
dustris! premises, and the lighting 
of marquees, entrances and exits 
is restricted to the minimum am- 
ount deemed necessary in the in- 
terests of public safety. 


In announcing the modified ra- 
tioning, W. Ross Strike, a member 
of the Hydro Electric Power Com- 
mission, emphasized that the use 
of electricity for interior domestic 
purposes and in hospitals {s not 
affected by the modified ration- 
ing order. 

Other uses of electricity not 
coming under the rationing order 
are floodlighting of airports, light- 
ing for police and fire services and 
protection, lighting required for 
direction signs and signs desjgnat- 
ing the office of a~medical prac- 
titioner. 

Commissioner Strike told news- 
papermen that the Power Com- 
mission has made sincere attempt 
to put the voluntary conservation 
scheme into effect. “However,” he 
said, “we feel these restrictions are 
necessary in order to get the full 
affect from the véJuntary effort.” 

Strike sald that violations of the 
rationing regulations will be prose- 
cuted under the Public Utilities 
Act. Convictions carry a maximum 
fine of 100 dollars a day. Strike 
said that the local Power Com- 
wnissions will carry out enforce- 
Ments of the regulations in their 
own municipalities. 


Provision to give the Ontario 
Hydro Commission the authority 
to allocate and distribute electric 
power in an emergency is contain- 
ed in the amendment to the Utilit- 
Jes Act passed during the recent 
session of the Ontario Legislature. 

Strike said--“We hope to save 
around 50-thousand kilowatts by 
the modified rationing regula- 
tions.” 

“In addition,” he sald, “We ex-* 
Pect to save another 50-thousand 
kilowatts by the voluntary conser- 
vation methods.” 

Strike sald that this total say- 
ing represents roughly five per- 
cent of Ontario's electric output. 

Strike sald that he wished to 
emphasize that the Commission 
stil has to get “a great deal of 
co-operation from industrial 
users.” 

“However,” he said, “more indus- 
trial consumers are co-operating 
with us all the time,” 

Queried as to how long the regu- 
lations will be in force, Strike said 
“That !s ard to say---the critical 
Perlod is from now until the end 
of April.”

An addition of some three to 
four million tons to Britain's an- 
nual coal output is expected to be 
obtained from the development ot 
drift mining. The National Coal 
Board stated recently that they 
will be carrying out seyenty pro- 
jects in the next few years. Re~ 
turns will be quick, for drift mines, 
where the coal les near the sur- 
face, can rapidly be brought to 
production, Drift mining, besides 
calling for comparatively little 
capital outlay, has the advantage 
that it may be continued where 
opencast mining ends. 


NEW GENERATION OF ATOMIC 
SCIENTISTS 

One hundred and sixty boys and 
girls in Britain are being chosen 
to form the vanguard of the na~ 
tion's new generation of experts in 
nuclear energy. A Government sp- 
prenticeship scheme has just been 
announced by which they will be 
trained in atomic engineering and 
jet propulsion as well as receiving 
practical instruction in radar and 
telecommunications. They are be- 
ing recruited by the usual method 
of competitive examination for ap 
pointments in Britain's Civil Serv- 
ice, Girls will be eligible for work 
at the Royal Aircraft Establish- 
ment where research into super- 
sonic flight is carried out and also 
at the Telecommunication Re- 
search Station, which is responsi- 
ble for the study, practical appli- 
cation and potentialities of raaas. 
Only boys will be chosen for train- 
ing in atomic energy, but they may 
also apply for any other vacancies 
under the scheme, 


STEEL OUTPUT PASSES 
TARGET 

Britain’s steel output has passed 
the target rate. In the week end- 
ing October 4th, according to a 
statement by Mr. G.R. Strauss, 
the new Minister of Supply, its 
output was equivalent to more 
than 142 million tons yearly, The 
target far 1948 is 14 million tons. 


MEDICAL DISCOVERY 

An important United Kingdom 
drug, which may rank among the 
world’s great medical discoveries, 
has been announced by the Medic- 
al Research Council of Britain, 
This drug is known as BAL = 
British Anti-Lewisite. Its appear-~ 
ance means that arsenic can av 
last be fully exploited as a drug. 
Doctors have known for many 
years that arsenic kills some germs 
more efficiently than does any 
other substance, They knew it was 
of great value in treating chronic 
skin complaints and nervous dis- 
eases, But the use of arsenic has 
been limited by its own terrible 
effects on human tissues, The ar- 
rival of BAL means that these ef- 
fects can be quickly overcome and 
often prevented, The Medical Re- 
search Council recently reported 
encouraging successes in 31 of 44 
ceases of arsenic poisoning in which 
BAL treatment was applied,

London, Noy. 12 (BUP)--The 
Labor Government served notice on 
the British people today that they 
would have to pay more for their 
clothing and shoes in the future as 
a contribution to the battle against 
inflation, 

Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Hugh Dalton announced in the 
British House of Commons that 
the government has decided to do 
away with subsidies on leather, 
cotton and wool this year. They 
totalled 132-million dollars last year 

Dalton presented a special sup- 
plementary budget to the House. 
He said the country must streng- 
then immediately its budgetary de- 
fenses against inflation, 

Among the new budget's provis- 
jons:-- 

The profits tax will be doubled to 
25 per cent on distributed profits 
and to 10 per cent on anticipated 
profits. 

Dalton increased all rates of the 
purchase (sales) tax, with the 100 
per cent duty on luxury goods 
jumping to 125 per cent. 

The income tax remained un- 
changed at the basic rate of nine 
shillings to the pound. But Dalton 
sald he would examine readjust- 
ment of the taxpayers’ burden be- 
fore he submitted his next regular 
budget in April. 

The government will charge 
tardy income and excess profits 
taxpayers 3 per cent interest begin- 
ning January first. 

Dalton said the government's cuts 
in imports and increases in ex- 
ports had increased inflation since 
the purchasing power remained 
unchanged while available goods 
were dwindling fast. 

He said he had estimated a bud~- 
getary surplus of 1-billion 32-mil- 
lion dollars for the fiscal year end- 
ing next March 31st. °

In Bargain Days Of 1909 


Do you think the cost of Mving 
is something awful these days? 
Are you Inclined to think that 
your dollar 1s now worth some- 
thing less than the 50 cents some 
value {t at? Well if that's the cast 
kere is something that you will 
make more certain of those things 
than ever. 

The Post's Janetville corres- 
pondent has come across an old 
Toronto newspaper bearing a 1909 
dateline which sort of confirms the 
fact that we are living {n an age 
of inflationary prices, Some of the 
ads In this old paper are enough 
to make the distracted housewife 
of to-day even more distracted and 
the poor, tax-burdened wage earn- 
er drop in his tracks. 

On page three of this old news- 
paper a leading department store 
devotes its advertising space to 
announcing just a few of the bar- 
gains it had to offer on the mor- 
row. For example suits which had 
previously been selling for the 
scandalous figure of $9 were going 
to be reduced to the somewhat 
more reasonable price of $4.95; 
men’s American made white pleat- 
ed shirts, well made and perfect 


fitting (sleeves both the same 
length) were going at 69 cents; 
clocks, which had been offered at 
$1 and §15 and turned down, 
were being marketed to clear at 79 
cents and as appetizers groceries 
were being literally dumped on the 
market at prices this generation 
haye never even heard whisper- 
ed, Choice pink salmon, for ex- 
ample, was going at 10 cents a tin; 
fizest canned tomatoes at 7 cents 
per tin and tea, the finest pure 
Celona black, at two pounds for 
42 cents. Then again it was dirt 
cheap to keep dry in those days-- 
umbrellas which were usually com- 
manding 75 cents had been slashed 
to 49 cents. The same applied to 
keeping warm--a good mountain 
bear or Siberian dog fur coat for 
men could be had for $15. 

And so the ad went on, offering 
bargain after bargain but then 
this is an age of mounting heart 
disease as well as prices so perhaps 
we'd better have a heart and quit 
aggravating you with these tantal- 
izing bargains of two-score yenrs 
ago.

Moving Body Might Have 


Saved Lindsay 


No Need To Leave Injured At 
Scene Of Accident Coroner Says 

A mistaken belief that a body 
cannot be removed until the cor= 
oner arrives may haye contribut- 
ed_to the death of John L. Bark- 
er,.26, Lindsay, who died when a 
truck turned over in the ditch in 
Cavendish Twp. on Noy. 2. 

This fact was brought out in 
evidence at an inquest held Sat- 
urday night in Peterboro under 
the direction of Dr H. G. Carleton, 
coroner. The jury consisted of 
Stanley Gillespie, Joseph McGuire, 
Cecil Watson, J. M. O'Dette and 
Harry Campbell, foreman, 

The jury's report indicated that 
Barker came to his death as a re- 
sult of being pinned under a truck 
after it had rolled into a ditch on 
the Buckhorn-Gogderham _ road. 
Sunday, Noy. 2. Death was due to 
Shock and suffocation, the verdict 
said, 

“We find this accident was caus- 
ed by the driver being blinded by 
lights from an approaching truck, 
which forced him to the right 
shoulder of the road, and as he at- 
tempted to return to the travelled 
portion, the truck crossed the road 
to the opposite ditch’ and turned 
upside down, We also find that the 
driver did everything {n his power 
to avert this accldent and we do 
not feel any blame can be placed 
upon him. 

“We strongly recommend that 
the coroner give to the press de- 
tailed information to contradict 
the common belief that a person 
presumed dead cannot be moved 


until’ the arrival of someone in 
authority.” 

County Crown Attorney Vv, J. 
McElderry, K.C,, examined the 
witnesses. 


Going To Lumber Camp 

Robert G. Lytle, Lindsay, driy- 
er of the truck which was owned 
by the John Carew Lumber Co, 
sald he was in the cab along with 
his brother, Clifford Lytle and Jo- 
seph Fitzgerald, both of Lindsay, 
Seated in’ the back of the truck 
were John Barker, Edward Ma- 
gee, Harold Leary, Gerald Patter- 
son, Nixon Robinson and Wallace 
Bell. Also in the truck was a 
quantity of lumber, a barre) of ap- 
ples, some groceries, 30 gallons of 
kerosene and ten gallons of gaso- 
line. 

Lyle explained 
Were enroute from 
the Carew Lumber camp where 
they were employed, and would 
resume work Monday morning. 

All the passengers were called 
to testify, and thelr statements re- 
vealed that Wallace Bell and Ed- 
ward Magee were pinned beneath 
the truck and held down by the 
stake body racks. They were re- 
moyed with difficulty, and suffer- 
ered serious {njuries.

I know he was dead, 
I handled enough dead people in 
air raids in Scotland,” Lytle re- 
plied. 

Gist of the statements revealed 
that all the men believed that no 
coroner or a policeman: arrived. 
Dr. Carleton and Mr. McElderry 
both refuted this belief impres- 
sing on them the importance of 
seeing that a person be given all 
possible help in the hope that the 
life may be saved. 

“That idea is absolutely wrong,” 
sald Dr. Carleton, “it seems to mo 
a lot of lives might be saved if 
injured people are taken from 
wrecks or from the water imme- 
diately and given attention.” 

Mr. McElderry in his address to 
the jury before they retired to 
consider the evidence intimated 
that failure of the men to remove 
the body may have contributed 
to his death. 


Mans Life 


Dr. C. B, Waite, Provincial 
Pathologist who performed a 
postmortem said death was due to 
heart failure “but he may have 
been suffocated.” He added that 


his. findings were indefinite as to — 


suffotation, but that Barker had 
@ heart condition, myocarditis. 
“He had no broken neck nor skull 
injury, but there were burns on 
the side of his neck and left up- 
per arm.” 

No explanation was given con- 
cerning the burns, as all witnesses 
testified there had been no fire. 

Barker was lying half-doubled 
up under the truck, with his head 
twisted under him, yet when Cpl. 
Morris and Joseph Fitzgerald 
crawled under the platform and 
pulled him out, they found the 
platform was not pressing on the 


body, and only his windbreaker 
c‘eeve was caught in one of the 
truck racks. 


Ail of the witnesses were from 
Lindsay except Nixon Robinson 
whose home is Roseneath, and 
Gerald Patterson who lives on a 
farm at RR 1, Victoria.

A MAN’S CASTLE 

These are. the days when the 
housing situation is in the limelight 
all across Canada and there"s plen- 
ty of discussion going on about the 
way to overcome the shortage of 
accommodation. The Oshawa 
'Times-Gazette and the Owen Sound 
Sun-Times have editorialized on 
the pioneer spirit which has moved 
many homeseekers to solve their 
own problem by building their own 
home. 


Two important points are brought 
out in the editorial commentary of 
these papers: (a) that self-sacrif- 
ice is the first pre requisite if we 
are to attempt to solve our own 
housing problem and (b) that such 
self-endeayour in creating our own 
home inspires more pride in keep- 
ing them ship-shape upon com- 
pletion, 

Here is‘ what our contemporaries 
say: 

Oshawa Times Gazette: 

During the past year or so, Osh- 
awa has been in the throes of a 
hhouse building boom which has 
pushed the residential areas far 
beyond former accepted mits, 
Many of these projects have been 
known as “integrated housing,” but 
at the same time quite a number of 
owners have undertaken the bulld- 
ing of thelr own homes. 

Those who_engage in the con- 
struction of their own homes 
are exhibiting a due measure of 
self-sacrifice and determination. 
Not only have -they found mater- 
jals hard to get but they must 
carry on their construction work 
after factory hours, on Saturdays 
and holidays. This means they 
have given up leisure time with the 
sole idea of building a home for 
themselves and their families, 

‘The Owen Sound Sun-Times: 

“In many cases wives have lent 
a hand with the work, with the 
children heJping out in various 
ways. Thus many fine new homes 
hhave been built. Many others are 
still in the process of being built. 
Some will await ‘the-day when la- 
bor and supply situation {is 1m- 
proyed before being completed, 
Possibly being temporarily covered 
over to be veneered with a more 
permanent material later on. Their 
efforts are to be heartily commen- 
ded. 

Too many of us are content to 
merely sit back and complain ab- 
out the circumstances which face 
us. Too many are unwilling to 
make the sacrifices which these 
people have made. Others frankly 
though perhaps mistakenly, declare 
they just “couldn’t drive a nail. 
Straight.” These people who have 
put forth the effort have attained 
homes far below what it otherwise 
would have cost. And they know 
just what effort went into the work. 
They will therefore in .all prob- 
ability take greater pride in them 
and keep them in the best of con- 
dition.”

THE WEST HAS A SUNNY 
DISPOSITION 

Essex county in Ontario ts some- 
times described as the “sun-par- 
lor” of the province. As a matter of 
fact, there {s some support for its 
claim. At the meteorological sta- 
tion at Harrow, the annual hours 
of bright sunshine, averaged over: 
21 years, are second highest in Qn-, 
tario. : 

And the highest record? A docu- 
ment issued by the meteorological. 
division of the federat department 
of transport awards first place to 
Toronto, with a 60-year average 
just the least bit better than Har- 
row’s. Oak Ridges, some distance 
north of Toronto, is in third place. 
Then comes Vineland in the Ning- 
ara peninsula, followed by Eastern 
Ontarlo cities, Belleville and Ot- 
tawa. 

Whether there are places in the 
Essex area which do not provide 
official meteorological records, ana 
have more hours of bright sun- 
shine than Harrow, we do not 
ki ow. But of the Ontario’ meteor- 
ological stations included in the 
government report, the six with 
most bright sunshine are as fol- 
lows:

Toronto = 60 2,048 
Harrow ----- 21 2,046 
Oak Ridges ---- 18 2,037 
; Vineland - 24 2,037 
Belleville =. 13 2,023 
Ottawa ---- 42 2,016 


These are the averages over the 
periods of, time indicated, but in- 
single years there are wide varia~ 
tions. In 1946, for exaniple, Lind- 
say (average only 1,813). led the 
Ontario stations with 2,164 hours 
o* bright sunshine, Toronto was in 
fourth place—2,103 hours. 

East of Ontario, there is less 
bright sunshine. Montreal has an 
average of only 1,803 hours per 
tyear, compared with Toronto's 2,- 


of the eatern provinces are as fol- 
lows: Prince Edward Island, 1,857 
at Charlottetown, the only station 
of record: Nova Scotia, 1,901 at 
Wolfville; New Brunswick, 1,947 at 1 
Fredericton; Quebec, 2,008 at L'-

West of Ontario it is a different 
story, Saskatchewan and Alberta 
are the sunshine parlors of the 
Dominion, with the average hours 
of bright sunshine dropping sgain‘ 
beyond the Rockles, Following dre 
the highest, averages recordea:

No station reporting from Sask- 
atchewan, and only one from al- 
berta (Keg Riyer) has as low a 
record as Ontario's high of 2,044 
hours at Toronto. (Star Weekly)

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Unorthodox Ezra Pound 


He Avoided Treason Trial by Pleading insane; 
Host to 


Now He Plays

WASHINGTON, (NEA), — Ezra 
Loomis Pound, the bearded, “un- 
orthodox” American poet who tem- 
porarily beat a treason, rap by 
best-known college professors, poets 
pleading insanity, is playing host 
these days to scores of America’s 
and other {ntellectuals,

eth’s Hospital, where he Is cozily 
established in a private room with 
a fine view of the U.S, Capitol and 
a typewriter on which, a hospital 
official said, he is tapping out free 
verse. Pound agreed that his is 
comfortable, but wouldn't admit he 
is doing any writing. 

"It would be difficult to turn out 
good verse in a nut house,” he said, 

Pound ts still under indictment 
as a traitor for alleged broadcast~ 
ing activities from Italy during tho 
war. He was confined to St. Eliza- 
beth's after being declared insane 
by a Federal grand jury, and the 
Department of Justice attorney who 
handled his case says he can stay 
there until either Pound or hospital 
officials ask for another sanity 

ing. If he is then declared sano 

y @ jury, he will face the treason 
trial. 

A hospital official sald there is 
no limit on the number of visitors 
Pound can have, and described his 
callers as noted professors and in- 
tellectuals, although he would men- 
tion no names. There was no 
secrecy, however, about a visitor 
named Dorothy Shakespeare; an 
English writer whose real name Is 
Mrs. Pound. She lives a few blocks 
from the hospital and visits her 
husband dally. Recently, according 
to the Department of justice, she 
sought to have Pound transferred 
to a private institution, but the 
court turned her down.

About the treason charge against 
him, Pound said “anybody who 
really knows my work and reads 
the things I have written belfeves 
that I have done no wrong.” 

Of his plans for the future: “I am 
waiting to get more facts, And 
how can you deal intelligently with 
officials who will turn loose mei 
like Lucky Luciano who is now 
organizing the Mafia in Italy?” he 
says. 

Pound was born jn Hailey, Idaho, 
attended Hamilton College, and the 
University of Pensylyania where he 
received a Master of Arts degree in 
1907. He left the U.S. in 1911 for 
England. He stayed away from the 
U.S. constantly, except for a brief 
visit {n 1937, until his forced return 
after the war 

After the first World War Pound's 
unorthodox verse was popular 
among some groups in the U.S. and 
England for a time. Several of his 
books. were published and he wrote 
essays on almost any suject in ad- 
dition to writing poetry. 

After living four years in Paris, 
Pound settled permanently in Italy 
in 1924. Then, according to the De- 
partment of Justice: 

“Pound proclaimed a warm ad- 
miration for and personal ac- 
quaintance _ with _Mussolinf and 
other fascist officials and greeted 
many of his American acquaintan- 
ces with the fascist salute.” 

The indictment charges that 
Pound's wartime broadcasts from 
Italy followed the familiar Axis 
propaganda line; that international 
Jewry was the root of the world’s 
difficulties, that the U.S. was a 
pawn of Great Britain and that the 
fascist way of life was the hope of 
the world. 

The attorney who handled the 
case for the U.S. says that the more 
time that 1s wasted in bringing 
Pound to trial, the more difficult 
it will be to convict him. He says 
the witnesses who worked with 
Pound on the Italian broadcasts are 
in Italy and probably will have 
disappeared In a couple of years,

Paint Barrow beach: Three weeks 
to unload for a year.

Point Barrow, Alaska, (NEA).— 
Giant “cats’—some of the biggest 
tractors ever bullt—are crawling 
slowly across the frozen tundra 
here this winter, hauling loads of 
precious supplies, 

On them, and on the men who 
eat up to five meals a day to main- 
tain their strength in the 40 to 65 
below zero cold, depend the speed 
with which the Navy assays its 
oil reserves under the Arctic ice- 
cap. 

‘The Navy has until the summer 
of 1950 to find for Congress the 
answer to these questions: 

Is there worthwhile ol! in Navy 
Petroleum Reserve No. 4, as this 
wasteland is officially known, and 
is it worth commercial develop- 
ment? 

Would it pay to drill the wells 
and build the necessary pipelines 
for ofl production in the Ameri- 
can Arctic? 

Answering the first question 
first 1s the immediate, job of Arc- 
tic Contractors, a combination of 
two civilian firms hired by the 
Navy to handle its oil exploration. 
But Arctic Contractors already 
has completed a pipeline survey 
from the Arctic plateau through 
Anaktuvuk Pass, the Endicott 
mountains of the Brooks Range, 
across the lake-pocked plains and 
jnto Fairbanks, 


Bartlett W. Gillespie, manager 
of the contractors, is reluctant to 
discuss the pipeline. 

“We are only up here to find 
out if, and we stress the if, there 
is enough of] In Naval Petroleum 
Reserve No. 4 to justify commer- 
cial type operations,” he says. 

Some oil is there. Shortly after 
the turn of the century, explorers 


confirmed ‘Eskimo stories of oil 
seepages near Cape Simpson. In 
1922, several California ofl com- 
panies made a preliminary sur- 
vey of the Point Barrow area. 
Then President Harding, on ad- 
vice of the Navy Bureau of En- 
gineering, created the Alaska Ol! 
Reserve, halting commercial ex~ 
ploitation of any ofl that may 
be below the ice, 

During the war, the problem of 
getting Alaskan oil fell to the 
Seabees. With peace, Congress di- 
rected the Navy to retain control 
but to hire civilians to do the 


work. 

Commander P. W. Roberts is 
the Naval resident officer in 
charge. 


He and Gillespie have to plan at 
least a year in advance to keep 
the work running smoothly. 
Transports that bring food and 
other supplies to Point Barrow 
have only three weeks during the 
entire year when they can unload 
this far north, 

There are no dock facilities here. 
The five ships that came up from 
California last July used double 
crews, both aboard ship and on the

beach, and unloaded 24 hours a 
day into landing barges and scows. 
By the middle of August the ships 
were gone, the beaches were piled 
high with discharged cargo and 
the ice was beginning to re-form 
in the waters off the Point. 

At other times of the year 
emergency supplies come in by 
plane. But supply officers depend 
on. the once-yearly arrival of the 
ships to fill the bulk of their needs, 

Morale is high, despite the lone- 
liness. and cold. 

The men are certain they will 
hit pay ofl soon. Samples from 
one well seem to. confirm their 
optimisim, While the Navy is keep- 
in details of the operation secret, 
quality of the crude reportedly 
is running high and there are indi- 
cations that oil is being found at 
nominally shallow levels. 

Eyery scientific instrument that 
can speed the search for oil is be- 
ing utilized, But there are 35,000 
miles of tundra and ice in the 
area. 

In summer, a tracked jeeplike 
machine called a weasel is used 
to cover the territory. The weasel 
won't bog down in the soft ground. 
In winter when the tundra is froz- 
en solid, ski-planes and cab-trains 
work best. This year, 19 D-8 tract- 
ors hauled 74 massive sleds over @ 
400-mile round-trip without an ac- 
cident. 

Since Arctic Contractors took 
over, Point Barrow has grown into 
a fair size community. There are 
more than 30 Quonset huts here. 
@ mess hall, administration build- 
ings, storehouse, machine shop and 
air strip. There is even a garbage 
collector, In winter, he hauls his 
refuse by tractor out over the froz- 
en Arctic Sea and waits for the 
summer thaw to dump it into the 
water for him. 


Denver’s ‘One-Man Opera’

Msgr. Bosetti’s first wish was 
made that night as he stood on 
the natural rock formation which 
now js the foundation of the $50,- 
000 St. Malo Chapel. 

“I fell desperately in love with 
the place,” he recalls. “I never 
had any peace thereafter until 
funds were obtained for the organ~ 
ization of a boys’ camp.” 


Born in Milan, Italy, Msgr. Bos- 
ettL was a mountain climber 
when 13, a Swiss mountain guide 
before he was 20; In his youth he 
climbed Mt. Matterhorn in 21 hours

The Atom Is Building a Boom Town 
In Ohio’s Once-Sleepy Miamisburg 


What's making Miamisburg grow begins at this guarded main gate 


of the Mound Hill atomic energy plant. Although its products will 
be one of the best-guarded plants in the U.S.

Miamisburg, ©,, (NEA).—The 
atom is making a boom town of 
this city of 550, 

Already the population has 
jumped to nearly 7,000. Men and 


machines are gouging away at the . 


once-quiet hills outside of town 
building a $5,000,000 plant for 
atomic energy research and a 
$15,000,000 power plant to supply 
it 

Aggressive Miamisburg Tesi- 
dents are already looking for other 
new industries they can entice in- 
to the town now that greater pow- 
er will be available. Others are 
not so happy. 

“This town used to be serene. 
Now look at it, It's a boom town. 
Miamisburg is not geared to such 
activity. 


“And atomic research—can you 
call the atomic bomb progress?” 

Actually the plant here, oper- 
ated by Monsanto Chemical Co, 
for the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, will be concerned primarily 
with peacetime uses of the atom. 
Scientists hope to develop iso- 
topes as new tools for medicine, 
biology, agriculture and industry. 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
foots the bills; Monsanto's con- 
tract {s non-profit. 

But regardless of the future 
good that may come from the ex- 
periments here, the new indus- 
trialization of Miamisburg {s a 
disquieting factor in the town's 
life. 

There were no homes for the 
2500 construction workers that 
came to build the atom and power 
plants. 

Many commute from Cincinnatl 
and other Ohio towns. To ease the 
situation in Miamisburg itself, the 
AEC hauled 350 government- 
owned trailers from Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., and has established a reg- 
ular trailer city outside of town. 

The influx of children oyer- 
crowded schools until Kenneth A. 
Dunbar, AEC area manager, se- 
cured a $20,000 grant from Wash- 
ington to build several temperary 
additions to’ the grade school. . 

Things may quiet down a little 
after construction of the plants is 
completed. But to run them, a to- 
tal of at least 575 employees will 
be required. With their families, 
they will permanently increase the 
population here.

is being built underground. 


And if other industries follow, 
Miamisburg will have to forget it 
ever was a quiet, sleepy little town, 
in the days before the Atomic Age. 


Nebraska Farmer ls a Chinese General 
ln UNRRA Battle of the Rice Fields 


By NEA Foreign Service 

Shanghai, B.w. (NEA) —An Am- 
erican farmer, who learned to fight 
bugs in Nebraska, and a Norweig- 
jan agricultural expert are trying 
to save from two to five hundred 
thousand tons of rice this year for 
China's hungry miilions, 


For a year now Horace O, Traul- 
sen of Paxton, Neb. and Frederick 
S. Gulbransen of Oslo have led 
China's war against a tiny worm, 
no bigger than a cut-worm, which 
every season does enormous dam- 
age in the fertile rice fields of Kia- 
nes! province. 


On the average these rice-borers 
destroy 100,000 tons of rice a year, 
But every seventh year they get es- 
pecially bad, and do from two to 
five times their average damage, 
This is the seventh year. 


The borer is small, and he does 
not live long. But he js hard to 
fight because he crawls inside the 
hollow stem of the rice plant where 
insecticides can not reach him. 
When UNRRA agricultural rehabil- 
itation experts tried to help Chinese 
farmers return thelr war-pocked 
farmlands to top production, their 
first problem was to get at the bor- 
ers, 


Two or three weeks after the first 
rice planting; moths come out of 
the stubble of last year's crop and 
Jay eggs on the leaves of the new 
seedlings. When these eggs hatch 
there is a brief interyal before they 
can eat théir way inside the new 
plants. For that short time they 
can be reached with insecticides. 


So the UNRRA men blended DDT 
powder in the UNRRA-sponsored 
National Pesticides Manufacturing 
plant here. They persuaded Kian- 
gsi farmers to leave narrow rows 
unplanted, through which men arm- 


ed with spray guns could walk to ‘ 


spray the young plants and kill 
newly hatched larvae. 


But that was not enough. They 
could not get them all, and they 
knew that those that escaped would 
be back again next year, breeding 
again. 


So they spent last winter persu- 
ading farmers to dispose of the old 
tice straw, which always had been 
saved, to get rid of larvae hiding 
in {ts stems. Provincial legislation 
is now pending to require that this 
straw be destroyed after each har- 
vest.

We in- 
clude that infinitely greater and 
longer lasting form of appreciation 
which is expressed in a few from- 
the-heart words of praise for a job 
well done. 

All of us long to feel we are an 
important cog in the wheel. We 
like to feel we are appreciated and 
that we count for something and 
when that {mpression is given us 
by those with whom we earn our 
“daily bread its mighty hard to be 
anything else but contented with 
our way of life. 

However {it must be remembered 
that this thing called appreciation 
works both ways—!t must be shown 
as well as accepted.

KEEPING LINDSAY’S 
RESTAURANTS CLEAN 

Town Council's ambition to bring 
Lindsay's restaurants up to a high 
standard can only be considered as 
being a commendable one, That 
they are insisting on period check- 
ups on local eating establishments 
and taking an active part therein 
will no doubt receive the endorsa- 
tion of the general public... It is 
in their interests that they are act- 
ing. That their efforts will, if di- 
rected {n a proper manner, receive 
anything but the fullest cooperation 
from restaurant proprietors is un- 
likely 

It seems however, that this is a 
situation in which certain consid- 
eration should be given to the rest- 
aurant proprietor and the condi- 
tions under which he has been 
forced to operate {n recent years. 
They too have had their problems 
from the standpoint of personnel 
and operating equipment ... The 
former haye been difficult to sec- 
ure as has the latter. They have 
endeavoured throughout the years 
of inadequacies to try and serve the 
public to the best of their ability 
and if their standards have become 
lax in some instances 1s it not just 
possible that they were to a cer- 
tain extent the victims of circum- 
stances? And, fs {t not entirely like- 
ly that when deficiencies in their 
standards of service are pointed out 
to them they will endeavour to 
rafse them to the proper level? 

At the present moment in Lind- 
say there would not seem to be any 
reason to believe that there exists 
a restaurant problem which can not 
be cleared up to the satisfaction of 
all concerned {f approached in the 
right manner. Cleanliness is not 
expensive to achieve and it should 
be possible to attain and maintain 
high standards of cleanliness in our 
local restaurants without making 
unreasonable demands upon the 
operators. The success of Town 
Council’s plan to improve restaur- 
ant conditions here will probably 
depend more upon the spirlt it is 
carried out in than any other thing. 


A GOOD IDEA» 

A recent issue of the Financial 
Post comes up with a suggestion 
which has considerable merit and 
is of a practical nature, It asks: 
WHY DETACHABLE OAR 
PLATES?--and observes: The On- 
tarlo Department of Highways an- 
nounces that the two-plate system 
of motor licenses will be resumed 
next year, In the Interests of law 
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observance, probably numbers 
should be carried in front as well 
as in rear. So long as we continue 
the present practice of using non- 
permanent detachable plates, how- 
ever, adding another will mean 
more rattle and exasperation for 
the motorist, 

Surely we should be able to 
devise some system of using a per- 
manent car marker, preferably 
welded solidly to frame or body. 
So handled, it would look much 
neater and could not rattle, fall off 
or catch on things. Even more im- 
portant, it would make car steal- 
ing far less easy. At present, a few 
minutes’ work with the screw driv- 
er and a switch of plates, gives the 
thief almost complete protection, 

Like the writer we belleve there 
should be some simple method of 
putting the permanent license 
plate, into effect. The problem of 
renewal could probably be over- 
come by the insertion of a metal 
disc designating the year in a slot 
especially provided. 


ONLY HALF THE STORY 

It was interesting to read the 
news story which came out on 
Thursday proclaiming that farm- 
ers were getting out of the hog- 
raising business because there was 
ho money in it and then compare 
it with the facts as gleaned locally, 

The news story conveyed the im- 
pression that every single raiser 
of hogs was engaged in a mad 
scramble to get rid of his interests 
in the business just as quickly as 
Possible because costs of produc- 
tion made profits out of the ques- 
tion, However a check-up on the 
home front revealed that this was 
only half true and _ that 
some of the facts about production 
costs as contained in the story 
were presented in such a manner 
as to be very misleading to the 
general public, 

The real facts behind the story 
are about as follows: The only 
ones who are getting out of the 
hog-raising business because of 
rising costs are those breeders who 
are known as ‘in and outers.’ They 
are transients in the business, 
jumping in during good times ana 
out when the going gets hard. 
They do not represent the bulk ot 
the industry nor will their produc- 
tion: be greatly missed because it {fs 
too spotty. The regulars, in the in- 
dustry, authorities here say, will 
quite probably carry on as usual 
hoping that a satisfactory adjust- 
ment will come through eventually 
between production costs and 
market — returns. Regarding the 
Production costs the figures con-~ 
tained in the story referred to 
where compiled taking into con- 
sideration a sO-much-per-hour al- 
lowance for the farmer just as 
though he were working in an in- 
dustrial plant and other extreme 
estimates which would be Greatly 
Pared down when examined at 
close range and in the light of 
common practise, 

These exaggerated reports em- 
anate to a large extent from or-~ 
Banized pressure groups who stop 
at nothing to achieve their goal 
which in this case is a higher price 
for hogs. 


GOOD NEIGHBORS 

Like rays of sunshine on a dark 
and troubled world, come evidences 
of man’s goodwill to man, 

Wiihin the past week reports 
have been carried in this paper of 
two instances where people, strip- 
ped of their worldly possessions by 
the red hand of fire, haye been 
given much needed help in getting 
re-established, Their friends haye 
come to thelr aid in time of great 
disaster and in one way or another 
have contributed to their com- 
fort. 

It 1s good to witness or read of 
these expressions of neighborl{ness 
in times when many of us are so 
absorbed with our own problems 
that we seldom take time to consid- 
er the problems and needs of others.

known in law and recognized in 
sheepbound volumes as my prop- 
erty being inconsiderable and non- 
account, I will make no disposition 
of in this, my Will, My right to 
live, being but a life estate, ts not 
at my disposal, but these things 
excepted all else in the world I 
now proceed to devise and be- 
queath. 7 

Item. I give to all good fathers 
and mothers, in trust for their 
children, all good litte words of 
praise and encouragement, and all 
quaint pet names and endearments 
and I charge said parents to use 
th-m justly, but generously as the 
needs of their children shall re- 
quire. 

Item. I leave to children inclus- 
ively, but only for the term of 
childhood, all and every flower of 
the fields and blossoms of the

will be a hard pill to swallow, par- 
ticularly as the price of toys has 
increased materially.

BARN FIRES 

When a fine barn burns down it 
is a personal tragedy for the farm- 
er. Commenting on such fires and 
the loss they entail, the Windsor 
Star says: 

“It is something more than 
merely another building gone. It 
often means that the farmer and 
his family moves off the acres 
which haye supported them, and 
on which they have made their 
home. It frequently results in an- 
other abandoned farm in this old 
province of Ontario. 


“A farm without a barn, except 
as pasture, is about as useless as 
an automobile without an engine. 
In it is reposed much of the farm- 
er's material wealth, his livestock, 
his grain, usually some of his im- 
Plements, Even if these are not 
lost with the barn, there is no 
place to put them, , 

“Though barns and contents are 
normally insured for a large part 


Placement is now such as to be 
almost prohibitive. In a large per- 
centage of cases, it is cheaper to 
buy a new farm, with buildings in- 
tact, than to erect a new barn. For 
the same reason the farm. without 
the barn becomes almost unsale- 
able at any reasonable price. 

“It is not so easy for a farmer 
to move to another farm. as it is 
for a city dweller to quit one house 
and take another. The agricultur- 
ist may haye spent years main- 
taining the fertility of the soil, in 
keeping the farm buildings in good 
repair. He knows his land, what it 
will produce best, and, if it is pro- 
ductive and he is a good farmer, 
has a strong attachment for it.” 
(Stouffville Tribune) 


People Have Plain Choice To Use 
Science For War or Peace 

Two very significant statements 
were made at the Bowmanville 
Rotary Club Tecently which plain- 
ly underscore the fact that people 
today have a plain choice between 
Permitting science to be exploited 
for destruction in war or construc- 
tion in the ways of peace. The 
speaker Rev. R. J. Kirkland of 
Colborne, an eminent British Chem 
{eal sclentist in World War 1, be- 
fore he turned to the ministry, 
spoke with authority when he said: 

“A small corps of British scien- 
tists during world War 1, actually 
discovered a gas; which if ever em- 
ployed, would’ make the atom bomb 
obsolete as an agency of destruc- 
tion and he agreed that Dr, Chis- 
holm was not Wide of the truth in 
stating that bacteriological warfare 
could be employed far more widely 
and just as devastatingly in blotting 
out human life. These are weapons 
to the hands of sclence today.” 

But Mr, Kirkland made an equ- 
ally revealing statement when he 
said that the land about Hiroshima 
where the first atom bomb fell, 
Was now found to be capable of an 
agricultural production 300 per cent 
Greater than before. That is to say 
there are chemical elements in fis- 
stonable material that can so en- 
rich land that production will ae 
tain even a vastly greater world 
Populatign. 

In these forthright statements 
which appear to be facts well est- 
ablished among scientists, may be 
seen very clearly the two paths 
open before the people of the world 
today. One is to drift heedlessly 
into another war that may well 
mean the destruction of civilization 
as we know it. The other {s to dir- 
ect science to lead us into an un- 
fathomable period of peace and 
comfort for all mankind. (Bow-

Discovering Stomach Cancer In Its 
Early Stages 

A patient consulted his physician 
Wecnusé of a pain ih the hip-- 
sciatica. He was asked if he had 
pain anywhere else and stated that 
he had none elsewhere, but he had 
a tight feeling in the upper part 
of the abdomen--that is, in the 
stomach. 

On examination, the physician 
felt a large mass ih the stomach, 
find called a surgeon in to consul- 
tation, The surgeon stated that it 
was undoubtedly cancer but that it 
was too Inte to opérate. 

The patient complained very 
little about any stomach symptoms 
and died within three months. All 
the information that could be ob- 
tained from his family was that he} 
had not enjoyed eating or smoking 
in recent weeks. This case, similar 
to many others, explains why so 
many patients with stomach can- 
cer do not consult their physicians | 
until it is too late. 

‘An editorial in the “Journal of 
the Américan Medical Association” 
states that in the early stages can 
cer of the stomach produces few 
or very slight symptoms, and that 
most cases of stomach cancer do 
not seek medical advice beforé the 
cancer has advancéd beyond sur- 
gical care. 

Tf a stomach cancer is fatal, yet 
Uttle or no symptoms present, what | 
can be done to diagnose cancer of 
the stomach so that it can bé re- 
moved early enough to save life?

Only 1 per cent of the 
patients were considered worse 
after the operation. The death rate 
was 3 per cent. 

When we study these figures and 
remémber that these patients were 
the most difficult and hopéless in 
these hospitals, getiing no reliet 
from their terrible grief and de- 
pression, 1 is a most encouraging 
picture.

In the ‘Texas State Medical 
| Journal,” Dr, ©.0, Goudy states 
that hoaréeness is the earliest and 
most persistent symptom of cancer 
of the vocal cords, and any patient 
with hoarseness persisting as long 
as two weeks is entitled to an ex- 
amination of the larynx, Pain ex- 


| tending to the ear, wheezy cough, 


pain on swallowing, bad breath 
and persistent pain are “late” 
symptoms. 

Cancer of the larynx may appear 
as an ulcerous, warty or cauliflow- 
er mass on one or both sides of the 
vocal cords.

whether {t is cancer, tuberculosis, 
Syphilis, or other growth.

SCIENTIFIC ATTACK ON 
PROBLEM DRINKING 
When we read that a fund of 
$150,000 has been donated to a 
medical college and hospital, we 
naturally have in mind that some 
wealthy man or woman has con- 
tributed the amount toward re- 
search in diseases like cancer or 
infantile paralysis. When we learn 
that the disease is alcoholism and 
the organization composed ot 
Dhysicians clérgymen and busi- 
nessmen, we realize that alcohol- 
{sm is really a disease and must 


| be fought as vigorously as other 


diseases that afflict mankind, 

The organization, known as the 
Research Council on the Problems 
of Alcohol, organized 10 years ago, 
is sponsoring individual research 
projects among scientific institu- 
tons to get at the fundamental 
causes of problem drinking which 
Affects the lives of 75,000 persons 
in the United States, For every al- 
coholic there are parents, children 
and others who are made to suffer 
héchuse of thé grief and distress 
caused by this disease. 

The object of this organization 
4s not only to find out why men 
and women drink to an excess, but 
also to develop effective methods 
of treatment and prevention. It 
hopes to establish research diag- 
nostic (finding causes) and trent- 
ment centers in leading medical 
schools. One flready has been es- 
tablished at Cornell Uniyersity 
Medical Colege, New York Hospit- 
al under @ grant of $150,000 cov, 
ering @ five-year period, What 
have these reséarch worker dis- 
covered as to the cause or causes 
pt alcoholism? 

They have found that alcohol- 
ism runs in some families just as 
does rheumatism tuberculosis, 
cancer and other diseases. It Is 
called an “hereditary tendency” 
and can show itself in other symp- 
toms or behaviour disorders be-~ 
s'des glcohoism, sometimes called 
constitutional inadequacies, The 
commonest “lack” in ‘their make- 
up is inability to meet obligations 
or responsibilities, so they take to 
alcohol as “a way out.” The prob- 
léms may be financial, domestic, 
religious or others, 

Many alcoholics have been help- 
ec by Alcoholics Anonymous, the 
members of whigh--all former al- 
eoholies--gather together to con- 
fess their former weakness and

SOIL CONSERVATION 
IMPORTANT PROBLEM 

The term “Soll Conservation” 
has been aptly defined in a com- 
prehensive article in the Agricul- 
tural Institute Review by Dr, ES. 
Hopkins, Associate Director, Ex- 
perimental Farms Service, Dom- 
{nion Department of Agricul. 
ture:— 

Soil Conservation inyolves much 
more than the words strictly ex- 
press, he says. It is possible, for 
example to conserve dry land soils 
by leaving them without drainage. 
These methods would conserye the 
soll but they might not prove & 
profitable type of agriculture. 
‘What is involved is rather soil im- 
provement or the efficient utiliza- 
tion of the soll. It includes not 
only the conservaton of the soil 
itself, such as the control of eros- 
jon, but the improvement of the 
productivity of the soil by the use 
of manures, fertilizers and crop- 
ping methods, drainage, irrigation, 
flood control and proper utilization 
of the land. 

Dr. Hopkins points out, that, in 
a country as large as Canada, it !s 
put natural that wide differences 
should exist in the soil and clim- 
ate, Some soils are more product- 
ive than others. Eyen in their vir- 
gin condition they were more fer- 
tile and they will stand cropping 
better. Some soils are nearly 
neutral in reaction, while others, 
such as large areas in Eastern 
Canada, are acid. Some soils are 
too wet for arable agriculture 
without drainage, while others are 
too dry. The extent of these soll 
differences, perhaps, has not been 
appreciated. 

In a general way, Canada may 
be divided into three main regions: 
the five humid eastern provinces; 
the three semi-arid to sub-humid 
prairie provinces; and British 
Columbia, itself containing many 
quite distinct climatic zones. But 
it would be a mistake to group 
all Eastern Canada into one zone, 
Dr. Hopkins explains, South- 
eastern Ontario is something like 
the corn belt of the United States, 
with its large acreage of corn for 
grain and soybeans. It is very 
different from Northern Ontario, 
the Gaspe Peninsula of Quebec, or 
the Maritime Provinces where it is 
too cool for corn to grow success- 
fully. 

The Prairie Provinces also, 
cannot be placed in one climato- 
logical region in so far as crop 
growth and agricultural practices 
@re concerned. Some parts are too 
dry for arable agriculture, being 
suited only to ranching, while 
other parts tend to approach 
humid conditions. There is in 
addition, the Great Northland of 
Canada, an immense region geo- 
graphically about which as yet 
very little {s known, Any Cana- 
dian soil conservation program will 
have to include many agronomic 
practices in order to meet these 
varied, and as yet imperfectly 
known, conditions, 


STORM WINDOWS FOR THOSE 
COLD WINDS 

What is a Storm Sash? asks 
Prof. C.G.E. Downing, Head of 
Agricultural Engineering Depart- 
ment, O.A. College. A storm sash 
4s an extra sash (sometimes called 
a storm window) that 1s usually 
placed on the outside of an exist- 
ing window, 

Why Use Storm Sash? First they 
reduce the amount of soot, dirt 
and cold air leaking into the house 
By cutting off this air leakage 
drafts are reduced and the temp- 
erature near the floor may be in- 
creased two degrees resulting in 
Iruch warmer floors. 

They reduce, and usually elim- 
inate, the condensation of molst- 
ure and formation of frost on the 
glass surface. This will do away 
with the water running down your 
window-sills and dripping on the 
walls and floors when the frost 
thaws on the warm days, 

However, best of all they save 
fucl by as much as 20 per cent 
when all windows are properly fit- 
ted with storm sash. Tests show 
that for every 2 1-2 by 5 feet win- 
dow with tight storm sash about 
100 pounds of coal or 8 1-2 gallons 
of oll are saved per year, 

Which Windows Should be Pro- 
tected? Ali windows should be pro- 
tected if possible, at least those in 
rooms that are usually hard to 
heat, rooms exposed to West and 
North and reoms used most, 

Insulation in walls and roof and 
storm windows go nand in hand 
in very poaterllly cutting down 


your winter fuel bills and making 
the home much more comfortable 
to live in, Insulation and storm 
sash pay for themselves in two to 
three years just in the saving from 
fuel alone. So prepare yourself and 
live in ease and comfort when 
those old Northerlies blow? 


REVIEW OF FEED GRAIN 
SITUATION 

There is bound to be some con- 
fusion in the minds of Producers 
following the remoyal or ceilings 
on feed grains. It js recognized 
that the Industry has now reached 
the transition stage as we shift 
from a controlled Wartime econ- 
omy towards a freer economy. 

Immediately after Government 
announcement of the removal of 
ceilings on feed grains and the 
discontinuance of drawbacks that 
have obtained in connection with 
those grains, a special meeting of 
the Executive of the Poultry In- 
dustry Committee of Ontarlo met 
to review the situation in the in- 
terests of the egg and poultry pro- 
ducers throughout the province. 
The situation is at present as fol- 
lows :— 

We are assured by competant 
authorities that there are suffic- 
jent supplies of feed grains to take 
care of requirements for the pres- 
ent livestock and poultry in Can- 
ada. 

With ceilings removed we can 
now expect movement of these 
Grains to areas where they are re- 
quired, to get underway in volume. 
There are ample boat facilities 
available for that purpose. 

None of these supplies of feed 
Brains can be exported out of Can- 
ada until the end of the present 
crop year July 31st, 1948, 

As previously announced, freight 
assistance in connection with moy- 
ing these grains is continued un- 
tll July 3ist, 1948. (OAC News) 


THE CARE OF MILK ON THE 
FARM DURING COLD WEATHER 

Cooling and caring for milk is 
usually considered as being a more 
burdensome task throughout the 
hot summer weather than during 
the next four or five months says 
Mr. O. R. Irvine, Assistant Profes- 
sor, Department of Dairying, On- 
tario Agricultural College. How- 
ever, the job of maintaining a 
high standard of quality during 
the winter also requires a good deal 
of careful planning. This is par- 
ticularly true of milk that is sup- 
plied to cheese factories and con- 
denseries where, as is usually the 
case, milk is picked up only on al- 
ternate days and where the facili- 
tles for holding the milk on farms 
are often not as complete as on 
farms where the milk {s disposed 
of daily to city milk plants, Dur- 
ing recent years winter prices for 
milk for manufacturing purposes 
have tended to encourage winter 
dairying and for that reason some 
suggestions on methods of caring 
for milk during this season may be 
in order, 


Among the chief faults encoun- 
tered in winter milk are freezing, 
stable and feed flavours, and flay- 
ours resulting from the sale of 
milk from “stripper” cows, In ad- 
dition, excessive amounts of sedi- 
ment in winter milk supplies are 
sometimes found. 

Complaints on some of these 
grounds will largely be eliminated 
if the farm possesses a good milk 
house, Where such a conyenience 
{s nw available however, the best 
possible arrangements should be 
made for cooling and holding the 
milk, Cooling by means of cold wa- 
ter should be continued during the 
winter if any volume of milk ts be- 
ing produced, since air cooling is 
slow and highly inefficient. Rejec- 
tion of the milk for off-flavours of 
feed or of stable origin is less like- 
ly to occur if some such means of 
rapid cooling is used. Avoid using 
strong feeds just before milking 
and by making sure that the milk 
js not allowed to stand exposed in 
places where it will pick up odors 
from silage, roots, gasoMne or from 
stable alr. 

One serious off-flavour all too 
common {in winter milk is the re- 
sult of mixing warm and cold milk 
together. This practice should be 
vigorously avoided not only for 
milk but for churning cream as 
well. (OAC News).

This’ is the best way 
to conserve feed, because once a 


| turkey goes past the stage of rapid 


growth it takes an increasing am- 
ount of feed for each additional 
pound of gain. The system of feed- 
ing may vary widely according to 
the brand of feed and kind of 
grain used; but in general it seems 
best to continue feeding turkeys 
growing mash or growing pellets to 
time of marketing, plus a variety 
of grains in separate self-feeders. 
With this system the more ad- 
vanced birds will eat a greater 
proportion of grain and thus re- 
ceive, automatically, a more fat-- 
tening diet. At the same time 
those members of the flock that 
are still growing rapidly will con- 
sume more growing mash or pel- 
lets. 

The degree of finish on a live 
turkey can be estimated by exam- 
ining the skin colour beneath the 
vings and on the breast. As it 
changes from reddish or bluish 
flesh colour to a more whitened 
appearance, a fair degree of finish 
has been acquired. Another point 
to check at the same time is the 
amount of pin feathers. Ideally, 
adequate finish and freedom from 
pins should decide the date for 
dressing. However, one must first 
have a market or a means of cold 
Storing, Turkey hens are usually 
ready for market ahead of their 
brothers, but arrangements should 
be made for the sale of toms along 
with the hens; otherwise it may 
be difficult to find a buyer for 
heavy toms. 

Proper starving is essential to 
good flavour and keeping quality 
it poultry. In the case of turkeys 
one should remove all grain the 
day before killing, and that even- 
ing take away the mash, but sup- 
ply plenty of fresh water until the 
turkeys are killed. Hendle the 
birds carefully and quietly td pre- 
vent bruises. 

The standard method of bleed- 
ing and braining is used with tur- 
keys, followed by either dry pluck- 
ing or the semi-scald and machine 
rcughing, Again care {s needed to 
avold rubs and tears. 

Prompt and rapid chilling with 
each bird hung separately, will 
preserve the bloom on the carcass 
ald avoid spoilage, It takes about 
12 hours to chill a turkey carcass 
in & som at freezing temperature, 
and up to 24 hours at 40 degrees F. 
temperature. Poultry should be 
thoroughly chilled before packing 
or freezing, (OAC News)

By 
Belting rid of all the filth and 
caked manure on the slats or per- 
cl.es, {t destroys the protection and 
feed that miles might use during 
the freezing weather, In this way, 
any insects that were missed woulda 
likely perish before spring. 
HOW TO CLEAN

Canada Slashes Duties; 
Predict Cheaper Living 


Goverament officials” predicted &—_— 


Monday that the cost of living 
would go down as a result of the 
Geneva Trade Agreements annou- 
need- in Ottawa yesterday. But 
that was before Finance Minister 
Douglas Abbott announced his em- 
ergency measures for saving the 
nation’s supply of dollars. 


Agreements, Canaaa nas agreed 
to slash many of her duties on the 
importation of food, textiles, coal, 
wood, steel, tobacco, liquor, and 
many other manufactured items. 

And likewise, comparable reduc- 
tions are being made by Canada’s 
overseas customers, principally 
the United States where the agree- 
ments are described as “the most 
comprehensive ever negotiated.” 

Finance officials in Ottawa pre- 
dict that the agreements will re- 
sult In a general improvement in 
trade for all Canadian Industries 
which ‘have a market overseas, 
And they added that the farmer 
probably stands to gain most by 
the pacts. 


This prediction was born out by 
Ontario farmers who where rep- 
orted to be “‘delighted” with the 
reduction of U-S tarrifs against 
Canadian Beef and Veal, 

The cutting of tariffs on chem- 
{cals is expected to aid Canadian 
Chemical firms who hive so far 
been hampered in trying to break 
into new lines of production by 
high U-S tariffs. 

Among the other items with re- 
duced Canadian tariffs are leath- 
er goods, musical instruments, Je\- 


cllery, hides, skins and luggage,

REACTION TO TARIFFS

Salient Points 
Of Canada’s 
Austerity Scheme 


British United Press) 

Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
went to the nation Monday night 
with a scheme of austerlty living 
for Canadians, to conserve the Na- 
tion’s fast-disappearing supply of 
dollars. 

In an effort to “correct Canada's 
Foreign Exchange position”, the 
Government has put a total ban on 
the import of many “luxury and 
non essential” manufactured prod- 
ucts, with effect from midnight 
last night. 

Here then are the measures an- 
nounced bythe finance minister: 

Firstly there is to be an immed- 
jate total ban placed on the import 
of automobiles, jewellery, radios, re- 
{rigerators, - typewriters, 
machines furniture, candy, novelt- 
ies. 


“Secondly, the completion of ne- 


gotiations for a 300-Million Dollar | 


loan from the U, S, Export-Import 
Bank. 3 


Thirdly, Canadians on pleasure | 


trips to the U-S will be allowed to 
take only 150 dollars in Leman 
Currency. 

Fourthly, the proposed subsidy of 
seven dollars per fine ounce of 
gold production. 

Fifthly, “Quota” restrictions on 
imports of fruit, vegetables, leath- 
er and leather goods, clocks, wat- 
ches, games, toys, sporting goods 
and smokers’ supplies, — 

And lastly, an excise tax of 25 
per cent on sporting goods, out- 
board motors, pleasure launches, 
firearms, motorcycles, cameras, ra- 
dios and electrical appliances. 

Announcing his austerity .pro- 
gram, Abbott said that it would 
probably came as a shock to many, 
and he added that it's regrettable 
that such action has to be taken. 

But, he said, “to adopt a lesser 
program would be to risk failure 
and invite conditions which Would 
necessitate far more drastic rest- 
rictions.” 

The finance minister said the 
government intends to get rid of 
the restrictions as soon as circum- 
stances permit. 

Abbott then went on to give a 
picture of the nations reserve of 
gold, H said, “we came out of the 
war with very substantial reserves 
of gold and U-S dollars—About one 
and one-half billion dollars.”. “Last 
Thursday,” he said, “we were down 
to slightly over 500-million dollars.”

A report from Sweden says that 
country is now skidding down an 
economic toboggan after a post- 
war luxury binge. 

The Washington Bureau man- 
ager of British United Press, Lyle 
Wilson, is now in Stockholm. He 
says’ the dollars and other hard 
currency that Sweden piled up 
during the war have been splurged 
on nylon stockings, fancy Ameri- 
can canned goods and American 
automobiles. 

Now, says Wilson Sweden 
hard up. It needs to import coal, 
coke, fuel ofl and wheat for a hard 
winter ahead. But it has little For- 
eign exchange with which to im- 
port them. And to make matters 
worse, it has a surplus of {ts own 
currency. That is, there is a great 
amount of Swedish money in circ- 
ulation and a scarcity of Swedish 
goods. The result, says Wilson, is 
a tremendous inflationary pressure 
and its getting worse. 

All prices are under government 
control, But wage controls were 
broken, last year. by agreement be- 
tween the Socialist Government 
and the Trade Unions, wage boosts 
went, in some cases, as high as 50 
to 75 per cent. 

The result, says Wilson, 1s ever- 
increasing domestic currency sup- 
ply, and, not nearly enough goods. 
to absorb it. 

Swedish pustnessmen,- says wil- 
son, blame the government's fail- 
ure to save its American dollar 
supply by clamping down. sooner 
on the imports of luxury goods. 
The luxury import restrictions now 
are very severe, but, say the busi- 
messmen, it came too late, after 
the foreign exchange was nearly 
exhausted. 

Now, rather than borrow, the 
Swedes are pulling-in’ their belts. 

Wilson says all the Swedes can 
hope for is a restoration of more 
normal world trade and a chance 
to resume their pre-war “business 
with Europe. But that can’t come 
until Europe's’ economy recovers;

Temple Building Assessment 
Lowered; System Condemned 


What promised to be one of the 
shortest sittings of a Court of Re- 
vision in Lindsay in recent years 
at its outset Wednesday night, 
turned out to be fairly lengthy. The 
Court bogged down when it came 
to consider the aypeal of Dr. W, C. 
Blackwell on the grounds that the 
assessment of the Temple Building 
was too high. The building was 
assessed at §40,225 and after leng- 
thy discussion the court reduced it 
to $33,725. Decision to reduce the 
assessment was based on the fact 
that much of the new addition to 
the building was still In process of 
being completed whereas {it had 
been assessed on the basis of the 
finished product. 

There were eight other appeals 
registered but one withdrew pre- 
vious to the Court sitting. Agnew 
Surpass appealed on the grounds 
that there was an error in thelr 
business assessment and the Court 
confirmed the assessment as being 
made without error. Mr. R. L. 
Hornidge had his assessment re- 
duced from $1,500 to $1,200; D. A. 
Lynch appealed on the grounds 
that she should be assessed as a 
separate school supporter at 95 
Kent St. W. and at his slaughter- 
house and his appeal was granted; 
Roy Porter had his assessment con- 
firmed as did Elliott Spenceley 
whose appeal was based largely on 
the grounds that his assessment 
notice was not clearly understood 
by him. 


Bruce McArthur of the McArthur 
Funeral Home won an appeal bas- 
ed on error in business assessment 
and had the valuation of his busi- 
ness premises cut from $1,125 to 
$800. Part of his business establish- 
ment was being used for domestic 
purposes and therefore not tax- 
able as part of the business. 

Ald. L. T. Braunton went on re- 
cord as favoring a more scientific 
basis of assessment for Lindsay, He 
condemned the present system as 
being inadequate. His opinions were 
voiced during the lengthy investi- 
gation made into Dr. Blackwell's 
appeal. His contentions were en- 
dorsed by the other members of 
the court--Ald. Pitts, Kingsborough 
Nesbitt and Baker.

Affairs, PM Duplessis Says

Premier Maurice Duplessis has 
warned once again that Quebec 
will not give up the right to run 
its own affairs. 

Addressing the twenty-seventh 
annual convention of the Quebec 
Association of Forestry Engineers 
in Quebec city Wednesday night, 
Duplessis said: 

“Quebec is mistress in her own 
home and she will not tolerate any 
intervention through government 
agencies...”

to the Guelph Sanitarium for

In addition to the four year 
sentence, Magistrate James Watt 
also {mposed a two year sentence 
for making false statements in ob- 
taining o marriage Mcense, This 
term js to run concurrently with 
the four year sentence. 

Magistrate Watt told Wilson:

"Rescue Vessel Reaches 
Stranded British Crew 


(BRITISH UNITED PRESS) 

The first rescue vessel to reach 
Sacred Island is trying to save the 
shipwrecked crew of the British 
freighter Langleecrag this morn- 
ing. 

More than thirty survivors of the 
Langleecrag have been waiting 
without shelter since Saturday, on 
the rainswept island in Northeast 
Newfoundland, 

This morning a British freighter, 
the Empire McCullum, dropped her 
anchor and lowered her boats in an 
attempt to rescue the stranded 
men, And the tricky rescue opera- 
tions got underway. 

Three other rescue craft are also 
heading for Sacred Island. The 
sturdy whaler Olaf Olsen left Saint 
Anthony, Newfoundland during 
the night, and is expected to arrive 
at noon. The U-S Coast Guard 
cutter Evergreen is scheduled to 
reach the island later today. And 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Pol- 
ice cutter French will be at the is- 
land tomorrow unless she is diver- 
ted elsewhere. 

One member of the Langleecrag 
crew was killed when the freighter 
ran into cliffs and broke in two 
on Saturday. No other serious cas- 
ualties have been reported among 
the men who saved themselves in 
their lifeboats, but they are in a 
weakened condition due to the cold 
and lack of shelter.

Blum would replace 
the coalition government of Pre- 
miler Paul Ramadier, who is him- 
self a Socialist. 
» More than 350-thousand workers 
are on strike in France today. And 
the Communists have started agi- 
tation to close breaches in the 
strike ranks and stop the wheels 
of all the nation’s industry. f 

Bloodshed has spread to new 
parts of Italy as the outbreak of 
Communist-led disorders enters its 
third week. Latest reports tell of 
violence in scores of Italian cities 
and towns. 

Officials reportedly fear that a 

gun battle between police and Left 
Wingers in Corato (Koh-rah-toh) 
yesterday may mark a new phase 
in the Communist atsompts to ov- 
erthrow the DeGasperi (Doh-gahs- 
pay-ree) government. Up till then, 
the rioters have struck at political 
clubs and newspapers. But the 
Corato battle was aimed at goyern- 
ment authority. 
/ The situation in France is less 
bloody then in Italy. But it is no 
less serious. Reports say Commun- 
ist leaders of the General Confed- 
eration of Labor have issued in- 
structions for a nation wide gen- 
eral strike. 

Already some 150-thousand coal 
miners are off their jobs in Nor- 
thern France. Production is down 
to a trickle, and fuel supplies for 
most industries are reported suf- 
ficient for only another few days, 

80-thousand metal workers in the 
Paris area are on strike. And in the 
Port of Marseille nearly 100-thou- 
sand workers are idle. They include 
seamen, dock workers, tramway 
employees and metal and textile 
workers. 


Warns Bright

Reverend E, M. Nichols, Secre- 
tary of the Student Christian 
Movement in Hart House (Uniyer- 
sity of Toronto), says that some 
of the brightest Canadian students 
“are turning to a Communist phil- 
osophy.” 

Reverend Nichols told a Toronto 
audience last night that concern 
over world unrest was at the bot-

RATIONING AND CONTROLS 
ARE UNDESIRABLE 

Ever since rationing and kindred 
controls on the nation’s economy 
have been partially removed there 
has been a constant cry for their 
restoration in some quarters 
the said quarters being confined 
leanings are definitely. socialistic 
and totalitarian. That we should 
return to conditions such as were 
endured throughout the war 1s 
unthinkable in peacetime, Ration- 
ing and controls of other types be- 
long not to the democratic state 
where free enterprise ts one of 
{ts most sustaining privileges. 

Contrary to popular belief in- 
flation {s more a product of res- 
tricted economy than of unrestric- 
ted trading. Controlled economy !s 
prohibitive and stifling to trade — 
it is a detriment to productivity 
and a destroyer of inatiative, A 
such it should have no place in 
a country fired with the desire to 
progress. 

During the war, controls were 
tolerated becattse were told they 
would stave off inflation and aid 
the war effort, but can anyons 
truthfully say that a healthy, pro- 
gressive state of business existed 
during those years in Canada? 
Employers were controlled as to 
what they could make and sell, 
and employees were restricted in 
their earning power, with the res- 
ult that natural impulses to forge 
ahead were dampered. Only now, 
over two years after the war, are 
employers and employees, farmers 
and merchants, getting into their 
normal stride. 

It is argued that the cessation 
of wartime controls has ushered 
in an inflationary period and that 
only their return can end it. This 
contention is based on theory and 
not on fact. Actually what has 
been taking place in the way of 
price and wage adjustments is the 
direct result of controls and rep- 
resents nothing more alarming 
that a natural reaction to res- 


trictive legislation, The end of this 
so-called inilationary period will 
come only by increased production 
and not by a return to controls 
which would accomplish little 
more than to stave off the time 
when this same period would have 
to be faced and dealt with in the 
Ught of reality.

DANGER OF REDUCING, IF 
OF NORMAL WEIGHT 

I attended the Race Betterment 
conyention at Battle Creek, Mich., 
some years ago, and was glad to 
hear the late Dr. S, Adolphus 
Knopf point out the danger ot 
dieting to reduce weight or to re- 
main thin--cause of tuberculosis 
in teen-age girls and young wo- 
men. 

He presented figures showing 
that tuberculosis was decreasing in 


all age groups except in this group, 
= 


from ages 16 to 21. He pointed out 
that all illness and death from 
tubetculosis were much greater 
among young women than young 
men of the same ages, and this 
because of the desire to haye a 
slender figure, 


If one is naturally thin and wiry: 


he (or she) usually keeps well and 
lives to a good old age as insur- 
ance companies constantly remind 
us that “lean men live longer.” 
However, where the individual is 
of a robust build and tries to at- 
tain a slender build, the loss of 
fat from about the abdominal or- 
gans--which fat helps to hold up 
in their proper positions in the ab- 
domen-- means a’ “dropping” of 
the organs. 

This causes a long climb upward 
of the food in the stomach to get 
emptied into the small intestine. 
After reaching the small intestine, 
th: lack of support from the na- 
tural amount of fat that should be 
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present interferes with digestion 
and absorption of food. Finally, 
when food reaches the large intes- 
tte, lack of fat support allows the 
large intestine to hang in loops in 
stead of going up the right side, 


abdomen to the left side and then 
down the left side. This causes 
constipation, sometimes ferment- 
ation and diarrhoea, 

Just as we see how the kidneys 
are held in place in animals by 
masses of fat, so are the kidneys 
held up by masses of fat in human 
beings.

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CANADA'S FARMER'S BENEFIT 
UNDER AGREEMENT 


The details of the Geneva trade 
agreements were released Triday 
in Ottawa, They reveal that Can- 
ada’'s farmers will come in for ben. 
efits from the international tariff 
reductions. 

Taking the tariff cuts on an 
overall basis, the new agreements 
mean a reduction to some ex- 
tent for Canada's cost of living and 
greater incentive for Canadian ex- 
porters, as well as long-term cor- 
rection for Canada's dollar prob- 
lems, 

Lower prices in basic food items 
for the Canadian consumer were 
seen with the reduction of import 
duties on a wide range of meats, 
fruits and yegetables which Can- 
nda buys in the United States, 

In dropping the duty rates, how- 
ever, protection is afforded the 
Canadian fruit and  yegetable 
growers during thelr own domestic 
seasons.

In other words, duties on a list 
of items will be reduced to “match* 
those that will prevail under the 
new tariff agreements in the Un- 
{ted States. 

The list showed that the new 
duty on live cattle on both sides 
of the border would be one and 
one-half cents per pound--live 
hogs one cent per pound---beef 
and veal three cents per pound--- 
eggs in the shell three and one- 
half cents per dozen--cheese three 
and one-half cents per pound and 
barley seven and one-half cents, 

Apart from the identical duty 
ratings on these items which will 
go into effect in both the United 
States and Canada, important re- 
ductiong in the Canadian duties on 
food products will also prove bene- 
ficial to the Canadian consumer. 

Certain canned goods, other 
than beef and pork, will be re- 
duced from 30 to 20 per cent in 
the duty levied. 

Of significance to Canadian 
consumers {is the absolute free- 
dom from tariff on such neéded 
products as oranges, prunes and 
fresh grapefruit, 

In the matter of importation 
from the United States of fruits 
and vegetables which are grown 
here in season, protection is given 
to the Canadian producer, 

The present system of tariff pro-~ 
tection provides seasonal tariffs 
against American products by 
meang of advances in invoice yal- 
ues immediately before or during 
the period of domestic production. 

This system, however, will be re- 
placed by a scheme of specific 
duties on a seasonal basis with 
provision In nearly all cases for a 
ten per cent flat duty on all Am- 
erlcan fruits and vegetables not

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Industries to Spend $20 Billions 
To Increase Nation’s Fuel Supplies

NEW YORK, (NEA).—Four in- 
dustries are expected to spend be- 
tween $20 billions and $25 billions 
in 1947 and the next four years, 
mostly to make sure that there will 
be fuel to heat your home, run your 
factory, and keep your automobile 
and the boss’ trucks operating. 

Perhaps $2,500,000,000 {is being 
spent this year. Orders covering 
more than half of the huge total 
have been placed. Others will be 
placed as fast as supplies, materl- 
als and manufacturing capacity 
permit. 

It is necessary to say “about” 
and “perhaps” in discussing these 
vast expansion projects of the pet- 
roleum, electricity, gas and rallroad 
industries, because they are vic- 
tims of our national slowness in 
getting reconverted. 

What has happened, actually, 1s 
that the companies making up these 
these industries have decided how 
much they should and can spend; 
they haye placed all the orders. 
they can get accepted for delivery 
soon; and now they are waiting for 

@ machinery, supplies, building mat- 
erlals and the like to come through. 

The petroleum industry is spend- 
ing $4 billions this year and next 
for refineries, pipelines and other 
plant and development. 
believe that as much more will be 
spent as fast as it can be. This 
would total almost half as much as 
the industry has invested from its 
birth down to this year. But tt

‘The natural and manufactured 
gas industries are spending $730,- 
000,009 this year. Of this $143,- 
000,000 is for Big Inch and Little 
Inch pipelines, now bringing hun- 
dreds of thousands of cubie feet of 
natural gas enst every day. Other 
pipelines head west. One informed 
source estimates that the industry 
will spend at least $7.5 billions in 
the next five years if they can get 
the materials and equipment they 
want. 


$5 BILLION IN 5 YEARS 

The electric power industry has 
a $5 billion five-year program. 
Slightly under $1 billion {ts being 
spent this year, because of steel 
shortage and delayed output of 
manufacturers who went through 
long strikes last year. If production 
permits, they will spend more than 
$1 billion in each of the next two 
years, and then taper off, 

Class I railroads have 851 loco- 
motives and 105,261 freight cars on 
order, of which almost half are 
open top cars. If they can, they 
want to spend about $300 millions 
a year for five years on locomotives 
and freight cars, plus as much more 
roadway and structure, in addition 
to passenger train equipment. This 
would buy, among other things, the 
hopper cars needed to haul coal. 

They were supposed to begin 
getting 10,000 cars a month the 
middle of last summer, On the 
ground of steel and other shortages, 
the delivery schedule was cub in 
half. Meanwhile cars are wearing 
out, beyond use, faster than they 
can be replaced. 


WAR BLAMED 

All of these industries have been 
criticized somewhat for lack of vis- 
fon or of daring in not anticipating 
these needs and preparing against 
them. There 1s no sure way of 
knowing whether they would have 
expected what has happened. But 
they offer the unanswerable de- 
fense that during the war they 
were not permitted to build for to- 
day's peacetime needs. They could 
use materials and manpower only 
for pressing war needs. 

After years in which they could 
not legally or ~patriotically order 
plant equipment, they have come 
into a postwar boom that almost. 
nobody expected. The demand for 
their products has skyrocketed. 

Since 1939 the use of gas for 
cooking, water-heating, house- 
heating and operating refrigerators 
has increased by 12.6 billion therms 
a year, or about 89 per cent. 

Since 1939 some 5,800,000 homes 
have added electricity. The number 
of electrified farms has doubled. 


And each customer uses half again 
as much current as,he did then, 
As a result, demand has doubled 
while private companies were ablo 
to step up capacity by only about 
20 per cent. Whether they would 
have kept up if the war had por- 
mitted !s anybody's guess; but it is 
a fact that they not only could not 
buy new generators — they even 
had equipment taken from plants 
where it already was installed, and 
(urned over to our hard-pressed 
allies. 

After allowing for replacement of 
worn-out units, there will be some 
550,000 more oll-burning home 
furnaces in use this winter than a 
year ago, Since the war began, the 
number of houses heated with oil 
has increased by 40 per cent. 

Figures on equipment using these 
fuels, and thus contributing to the 
tightness of supply, are not very 
complete or reliable, But in the 18 
months ended June 30 about 
2,800,000 gas water heaters were 
delivered, and there were more than 
600,000 orders on file, More than 
250,000 house heaters of various 
types, using gas, were delivered in 
the first seven months this year. 
This was not quite up to the 1946 
rate, because of the ban imposed by 
many companies on such  instal- 
lations. 

From Pearl Harbor through 1946 
some 600,000 ranges, 400,000 water 
heaters, 500,900 radiators and two 
million refrigerators were among 
the new electrical items put into 
homes. '

At 
Nice, where he died shortly after 
writing the hymn, his graye is be- 
ing restored. In South Africa, the 
hymn has been translated into 
Afrikaans for the occasion. In In- 
dia, stories of the influence of 
“Abide With Me" on lives of various 
individuals have been published in 
Tamil language. 


Organizer and honorary secre- 
tary of the Lyte International Com 
memoration {is the Rey. Henry 
James Garland. For a year now he 
has been collecting stories about 
the hymn and the people to whom 
it has given comfort when most 
needed. 

On La Panne beach during the 
evacuation of Dunkirk, a soldier 
began playing it on an accordion 
in the midst of an especially bit- 
ter air attack.

much to do getting food for his 
family to worry about affairs of 
state. 

“Tt's a great honor to be Gen. 
MacArthur's nelghbor but I'm 
usually too busy to notice him 
come and go. 


Then Shirokane looked out from 
his home of salvaged, scorched 
wood and tin and a burned-out 
old automobile body toward the 
massive, untouched U.S. Embassy 
where MacArthur Ives. 


“We do our best to keep our 
place clean because we lve s0 
close to Gen, MacArthur, My boy 
Sweeps around the house several 
times a day but we can't afford 
paint or better materials for our 
house. 


“I don’t make enough money to 
buy newspapers or a radio. I have 
to work from morning to mid- 
night just to feed my family so 
I don’t even have time to think 
about the Government.” 

Food is the biggest problem fac- 
fing Japanese today. Shirokane 
knows MacArthur {s doing what he 
can but it isn’t enough to help 
him. 


“T earn 2500 yen a month as a 
tailor but we spend 4000 yen a, 
month for food, so we are selling 
our clothes and furniture to live. 
My wife not only must care for our 


10-month-old baby but also has to 
make frequent trips to the country 
to get food.” 

Rice, once the staple of Shiro- 
kane's diet, now reaches his table 
one day a week. Less than a third 
of the food they buy is rationed 
at controlled prices; the other two- 
thirds cost many times the offi- 
cial prices, The clothing and 
household goods he managed to 
drag from his bombed home dur- 
ing the war is slowly going to 
make up the difference, 


“I believe the Emperor is re- 
sponsible for the doom of this na- 
tion but I do not think he should 
be replaced or removed from his 
position,” Shirokane says loyally. 

“We now put our faith in Gen. 
MacArthur to guide us and we all 
hope he will stay in Japan for a 
long time. He jis the only one we 
can look to for the help we need 
in the future.” 

Shirokane has plenty of oppor- 
tunities to look in the general's 
direction.

Scientists Now Produce 
Snow That’s Housebroken

State College, Pa,, (NEA)—The 
sclence of snowing dry ice in the 
clouds to make it snow where or 
when you want it to has a new 
competitor, Meteorologists now 
have a way to preserve snow flakes 
so they can look them over lelsure- 
ly in a nice warm room, without 
threat of a red nose or chilblains. 

And they do it without dry ice, 
right in their laboratory. Penn- 
sylvapia State College scientists 
who are making this latest bid 
to snow-making fame, say it's the 
first time snow crystals have been 
produced indoors by a process im- 
itating their natural production in 
the clouds. 

The snow crystals were pro- 
duced by J. Ross Heverly and ,Dr. 
Hans Neuberger of the Penn State 
meteorology division, Since they 
were trying to find out more about 
the icing conditions that hamper 
winter flying, they were looking 
for the conditions necessary to 
make snow crystals, rather than 
a way to make nature drop a 
snowstorm, 


Heverly and Neuberger took or- 
dinary alr, saturated with water 
vapor, and cooled {t in a chamber 
to 15 degrees below zero. Then 
they expanded it to 160 per cent 
of its original yolume in close im- 
{tation to the changes that occur 
in a natural cloud belng formed 
in rising air currents. 

Snow crystals, five thousandths 
of an inch across, were pulled out 
of this air ‘into a chemical solu- 
tion called formvar; when the 
snow evaporated, it left perfect 
formvar replicas of the ice crys- 
tals. 


Along with the ice crystals, the 
experimenters found numerous 
Super-cooled droplets of water, 
which decreased in size and num- 
ber as the temperature dropped. 

“These droplets,” Dr, Neuberger 
explained, “form ice coating on a 
plane flying through a cloud con- 
taining them. Since the ice coating 
depends on the number and size of 
the droplets, the lower the temp- 
eretures, the less dangerous they 
are for planes,” 

The dry ice weather-makers 
still have it over the Penn State 
meteorologists, however. With 
their dry ice seeds, they can make 
it rain as well as snow. But Hey-

FLOWER ARRANGEMENTS 

There's sure relief for today’s 
Harried homemaker in the satisfy- 
ing hobby of flower arranging, and 
the net result glyes the family a 
lft, too. 

That's the opinion of three Salt 
Leke City mothers who for years 
haye found a retreat from the dis- 
turbing news of the day in arrang- 
ing flowers. 

And there's no need for a guilty 
conscience about cost. Flower ar- 
ranging, the way these ladies do 
it, costs practically nothing, Al 
three, Mrs. George Rommey, Mrs. 
Kate Snow and Mrs. Douglas 
Woodruff, find a challenge in ord- 
{nary backyard variety flower----- 
peonfes, asters, iris, daisies, and 
what-have-you. And supposing vou 
don't have any back-yard flowers, 
that still doesn’t let you out, The 
corner grocery store js just full of 
possibilities. 

Mrs. Woodruff claims there is 
nothing as “stunning” as a table 
decoration of fruits and vegetables. 
Then she proceeds to show how an 
eggplant can be the center of an 
{ntriguing centerpiece of grapes, 
apples, cranberries, etc. 

If it’s bowls and containers you’ 
re lacking, the grocery store holds 
the answer again. Mrs, Romney 
says a squash, ‘cub squarely down 
the middle and minus the seeds, 
mages a perfect container for 
many arrangements, It has the 
dark, rough finish so desirable for 
rustic arrangements. 

And if it's figurines you need, 
stick around the vegetable bins a 
moment longer. Mrs. Snow finds 
numerous small yellow squash that 
leok so much like ducks they falr- 
ly want to squawk. In a rustic ar- 
rangement of cattails or even 
weeds they're eye-catching and at- 
tractive. 

As you leave the market, pick 
up one of those red cabbages. 

Bring it home and undo the leaves 
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ranging them a ttle more loosely. 
As Mrs. Woodruff puts it, there 
you have an extra large and beau- 
tiful rose. 

You may lament that the way 
prices are now you can’t afford 
to use vegetables for table decor- 
ations, Well nature has a lot of 
other things. 

For instance those tall grasses 
that sway so gently in the breeze. 
Clip them and bring them inside. 
A little ingenuity and you can 
have three or five tall grasses 
shaped in the famous Japanese 
heavenman and earth arrange- 
ment. If there's no grass nearby, 
any reeds or weeds will work abouv 
the Same way. 

Mrs. Romney favors coloring the 
grasses, But Mrs, Woodruff main- 
tains they are much more attrac- 
tive in their natural state. 

The fayorite in the no-cost 
bracket is driftwood and scrubby 
branches----battered by the wind 
and the weather. Washed and 
dried the wood becomes the focal 
point of numerous arrangements, 
The weird, unusual shape and 
markings on storm-tossed pieces 
of wood need little else in an ar- 
rangement, just a couple of shoots 
of green, * few grasses, or two or 
three twigs of berries, Use the 
wood you get on any hillside, 
creek-bed, plain or roadside. 

If you've been wondering abouv 
containers Mrs, Romney says. pick- 
le jars, cans and jelly jars will do 
just fine. Paint them up a little or 
use the heavy earthen variety as 
is. 

And frogs and other miscellany.. 
«Well crumpled chicken wire. wax, 
tcothpicks and strings seem to 
work just right. 

One nice thing about flower ar- 
ranging, Mrs. Woodruff will tell 
you, is that it makes you more 
\gware of your surroundings, You‘ 
keep looking for things in nature 
that you can use at home in your 
flower arrangements, 

It also helps make new friends. 
Mrs; Snow says-many people that 
She doesn’t even know have heard 
about her hobby, one way or an- 
other. They send her pieces ot 
drift-wood or little figureines from 
az far away as Denmark. 

Of course some people have a 
knack for this “arranging” busi- 
ness, but the Salt Lake City mo- 
thers think you can pick that up 
after you get started. 

You'll get so that you see depth 
in dark-hued flowers and foliage 
and then you'll remember to con- 
sider the color scheme of your 
room. And after you've done it 
a while, it will become as much a 
part of your home as the furni- 
ture.

HOUSEHOLD ENEMIES 
Household bugs work for the 
enemy in the war against food 
waste. 

It’s impossible to estimate how 
much food is wasted each year be- 
cause of insect contamination, but 
it's tremendous, 

Take it from doctor L. S. Hender- 
son—an entomologist in the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture. That 
means he’s an expert on insects. 
Doctor Henderson says that {f ev- 
eryone | only threw away a dime's 
worth of infested food—it would run 
into 14-million dollars. And of 
course every housewife knows that 
wastage as a result of insects runs 
into dollars, not dimes every year. 
The tragedy is that the common 
variety of kitchen beetle’ thrives on 
staples—grains and cereals—so des- 
perately needed now by starving 
people in Europe. 

Doctor Henderson—who's an au- 
thority on the subject of household 
insects—explains that the greatest 
pantry menace is the brown or 
black beetle. 

The beetle is extremely fond of 
flour, corn meal, cereals, dried 
fruits, nutmeats, macaroni, spag- 
hetti, chocolate and de-hydrated 
foods, Doctor Henderson says most 
housewives don’t know it—but this 
type of insect also gets into spices 
—red pepper, chili powder, paprika 
and soon. It has varied and strong 
tastes. 

Doctor’ Henderson hastens to as- 
sure the housewife that the pres- 
ence of the insects doesn’t mean 
she’s a bad housekeeper. Not at all. 
Henderson calls the pantry bugs 
cosmopolitan. They go everywhere. 

He points out that one infected 
package brought from the grocery 
store is enough to contaminate the 
whole shelf. The package may 
have become contaminated at the 
mill, the warehouse, the food pro- 
cessing plant or even in railroad 
box cars. A crack in a thin con- 


tainer will admit the troublesome 
insects. And they breed rapidly. 
Doctor Henderson says the Agri- 
culture Department has mapped 
out a five step program to stamp 
out kitchen bug-menace. He ad- 
vises housewives first to remove 
everything from the shelves and 
clean them thoroughly with a stiff 
brush dipped in strong soap suds. 
Get into the corners and crevices. 
‘That's where the particles of food—_ 
which draws bugs—usually lodge. 
Next spray five per cent D-D-T 


on the cupboard shelves — Again: 


especially in the cracks and crevices. 
Don’t put packages -back on the 
shelf until the D+D-T has died 
off and formed crystals. Incident- 
ally, the spray remains effective 
for several months. Henderson 
says food in packages and cont- 
ainers will be perfectly safe from 
any danger of D-D-T crystals on 
the shelf. : 


'Third—Doctor Henderson advises 
housewives to destroy any food 
that is badly infested. 

‘The insect expert recommends, as 
a fourth step, use of the heat treat- 
ment on any food package suspect= 
ed of being contaminated. Flour 
for example, should be put in shal- 
low containers and put in oven 
heated to 140 degrees fahrenheit. 
fs guaranteed to kill any insect 
eggs. 

And last but not least—what ev- 
ery housewife knows— store foods 
{n metal or glass containers with 
tight fitting covers, Fruit jars, cof- 
fee and lard can make {deal con- 
tainers.

LABOR'S REVERSES 
SIGNIFICANT. 

_ °The reverses suffered by Labor 
candidates in recent English and 
Scottish municipal elections are 
likened to the handrwriting on the 
wall insofar as the future of the 
Sabor Government is concerned. 
They reflect the growing dissatis- 
factlon among the people of Bri- 
tain with socialism, 

It is evident now, despite all 
claims to the contrary, that a free 
people cannot long tolerate a total- 
itarian form of government. The 
good times which it was claimed 
would come with nationalization of 
big business and increased social 
legislation in Britain have not ma- 
terialized. In their place has come 
evil times and deprivation even 
greater than these people knew in 
‘wartime. 

It is apparent now, as It was to 
‘opponents in the beginning, that. 
you cannot destroy the initiative of 
8 people without lowering their 
productivity and that is what is 
happening in Britain to-day. 

The parable of the talents teach- 
es that if one is to prosper one 
must put them to work and that 
our degree of success is dependent 
upon the way we use them. In 
other words “making a living” ‘is an 
individual problem which each of 
us must solve in cooperative com- 
petition with others—it can not be 
dealt with en masse as totalitarian 
governments would try to do. 


When a government sets out to 
interfere with legitimate free en- 
terprise it stifles the initiative and 
potential productvity of a nation. 
Before Britain can hope to achieve 
the production so urgently needed 
to regain her place in the world of 
commerce she will have to cast off 
the shackles of totalitarianism 
which are holding her down. 

It looks as though she will do 
just that at the earllest possible 
moment. 


BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 

Toronto has recently been paid 
a visit by a great friend of the 
Russians and he has said a lot of 
nice things about the Commun- 
ists. For one reason or another the 
Toronto Telegram doesn't quite see 
eye to ey2 with all that was sald 
by Toronto's visitor. Editorializing 
on the visit the paper makes the 
following revealing observations: 

“"The Soviet ‘Iron Curtain” is a 
myth according to D,N. Pritt, 
British lawyer and M.P, who ad- 
dressed th2 National Council for 
Canadian-Soviet Friendship in 
Toronto recently.” 

“Speaking of his journey to and 
fiom Russia Mr. Pritt sald; “I’ve 
been through this ‘iron curtain" 
dozens of times and never got my 
showlders rusty.” 

“why should he? No one has 
ever accused the Politburo of the 
crass stupidity of putting obstacles 
in the paths of its propagandists 
of other nationalities who volun- 
tarily go around singing praises of 
th- Soviet Union, No doubt Mos- 
cow has deftly arranged that its 
secret police surveillance does not 
meet the eye of this British lawyer 
who came to Canada in 1946 to as- 
sist in the defense of the Com- 
munist, Fred Red Rose, charged 
and later convicted of conspiring 
to send secret information from 
Canada to Russia.” 


Mr. Pritt must think Canadians 
are yery naiye people indeed if he 
expects them to belive his state- 
ment that there Js not a single 
Communist government in eastern 
European countries., His assertion 
that “each has the government {t 
wants” serves to recall a similar 
boast made about Germany by the 
Nazis before the war.” 

“If there {s no opposition to the 
present governments in eastern 
‘Europe, {jt js because Stalin’s 
friend, Tito, hanged Mikhailoyitch 
in Yugoslayia; the Communist 
Premier Dimitroy executed Petkov 
in Bulgaria; Premier Nagy ot 
Hungary quit his country to save 
hit life from an opposing: clique 
which seized’ power, and Stanislaw 
Mikolajezyk, peasant Jeader in 
Poland, has gone into exile in 
England, There 1s an appearance 
of unanimity behind th present 
rulers of Yugoslavia, of Bulgaria, 
of Hungary and of Poland, but it 
4s unanimity imposed by the noose 
and the firing squad or (he threav 
of these instruments of death for 
all who dare oppose Communism.” 

“When Mr. Pritt makes the 
statement that there Js not a sing- 
Je Communist government m 
Eastern Europe and that cach 
country has they government 1t 
wants, It is impossible to put faith 
in any of the other statements fiz 
makes,” 

On the basis of what is pointed 
out in the aforegoing paragraphs 
Mt is difficult to conceive how any- 
one could jut much falth in nov 
only what Mr. Pritt has proclalm- 
ed but for that matter, any other 
person who Js a professed friend 
of Communist Russia. It is fairly 
evident that speakers such as 
these are bent upon putting the 


best side out but unfortunately 
most people have passed the stage 
where they believe that for away 
fields are always green. They like 
to see for themselves what they 
are like.

SPECTACULAR 

The industrial development of 
Lindsay in the past few years 


while it could truthfully be termed 
moderate |t could by no stretch of 
the imagination be regarded as 
spectacular, When the first new 
industries began ‘to trickle into 
Lindsay there were many speculat- 
ive reports circulated as to the po- 
tential number of employees they 
would require, size ef the factory 
they would construct, etc, That 
many of these reports were purely 
speculative is now revealing it- 
self as these new industries go into 
production. 


Up to the present moment all of 
the new industries which have 
commenced operations here have 
been of moderate size, thelr de- 
mand for help has been at a level 
rerdily available in the Town and 
in consequence they have not put 
too heavy a strain on the Town's 
resources from a standpoint of 
materiel and personnel. 

It costs a lot of money for a 
town like Uuindsay to expand and 
while everyone wants the Town to 
prosper it is better that it should 
make haste slowly rather than ad- 
vance at strides with which it 1s 
not prepared to cope. 


Small, compact industries have 
another decided advantage in the 
development of a town insofar as 
they effect the economy of the 
municipality. Usually where mod- 
erate-sized industries are found to 
predominate in a town, the level ot 
employment is rather more con- 
sistent than in places where heavy 
industries, which react radically to 
changing economic conditions, 
take the lead. This seems to be 
holding truco in Lindsay at the 
present time since latest reports 
from the Employment Office In- 
dicate that the law of supply and 
demand on the labor market is on 
a very even keel, 

It therefore seems that while per- 
haps the great big things which 
were dreamed up in some quarters 
did not fully materialize, every- 
thing is working out for the best 
and the future of Lindsay is as 
bight, if not brighter than any 
town. of its size in Ontario. 

Lindsay welcomes her new in= 
dustries and hopes they will pros- 
Per and grow with her on\a sound 
basis.

BIKINIS FISH 

Bikini lagoon is in the spotlight 
again, This time, there are no 
mushroom-like columns of spray 
from an exploded atomic bomb; 
instead, the normal actlyity of 
marine creatures who jhaye re- 
turned to thelr condemned haunts 
Is attracting attention, 

Continued radioactivity the 
Ingoon was expected to cause 
sterility among the fish, but Dr. 
Leonard P, Schultz, Washington's 
Sn.ithsonian Institute curator of 
fishes, reports they are multiply- 
‘ne as rapidly as usta. 

Scientists haye been predicting 
that radioactivity from the atomic 
Lembs, which spewed death over 


in 


Japan, would produce mutations 
resulting {in “freakish” human 
bodies. Consequently, this latest 


report by Dr, Schultz will be stu- 
died by geneticists everywhere. 
Using television apparatus set 
up on a sunken submarine during 
a Navy Department resurvey or 
Bikini, Dr, Schultz says evidence 
of vast numbers of sea urchins 
Spawning in normal fashion was 
disclosed. A small fish, the goby, 
was found building nests among 
the corals and specimens of the 
“shark pilot", fish that hitchhike 
rides on @ shark's back, were also 
glimpsed in spawning. condition. 
Although these surviving fish 
and new arrivals have apparently 
not been affected by radiation, Dr. 
Schultz warns that it is far too 
early to observe any genetic effects 
or symptoms of any weakening of 
the marine population. The fu- 
ture may tell a different story. 
Bikini's fish are an important 
item on the atomic agenda—for 
science and for humanity, too.

History Of V.O.N. 

A slim book bound in blue fabric 
and inscribed in gold with the let- 
ters V.O.N., now is appearing on 
Canadian bookshelves. It Is a tang- 
ible memento of the 50th anniver- 
sary which the Victorian Ordor of 
Nurses 1s celebrating this year. 

Compiled by John Murray Gib- 
son, this history of the order not 
only is of particular value to v. 
O.N. members but also to stud- 
ents of Canadian history. In lis 
half century of life the develop- 
ment of the order has invariably 


become interwoven with the 
growth of this country. 
Mr. Gibbon, who began work 


on the order's history at the be- 
ginning of the year is author of 
another book on nursing, ‘Three 
Centuries of Nursing,” written for 
the Canadian Nurses Association. 

Pictures of early, and modern 
nurses and their work make up a, 
Good deal of this 124-page v.O. 
N. record. Portraits also appear of 
the women who headed the organ- 
ization. There is one of Charlotte 
MacLeod, its first chief superin- 
tendent and of several early V.O.N. 
executives, 

A page also is devoted to’ pio- 
tures of the wives of Canada's 
governor-general who | down 
through the years sponsored the 
order. The first was Countess Ish- 
bell Aberdeen, wife of the govern- 
or-general who represented Queen 
Victoria from 1894 to 1898. 

Vancouver Suggestion 

Lady Aberdeen was “nurse and 
foster-mother of the brain-child 
in question (the V.O.N.) .. .” 
writes Mr. Gibbon “The idea of 
a district visiting nursing  serv- 
{ce as sultable for. the Prairies was 
suggested to her in Vancouver in 
1896” 

The road was far from smooth 
im those early days of the order, 
and in spite of rigid economies the 
V.O.N. found it hard to pay its 
way. In 1924 Lady Byng {issued an 
appeal by letter’ for contributions 
“not as a capjtal fund, but for ex- 
tension of the prdersgwouk for a 
periocl of three years.”

Stagnation in Canadian Radio 
‘Traced to CBC Policy 
According to Mr, W. E. Mason, of 
Sudbury, Ont,, wno operates sta- 
tion CKSO, at Sudbury, much of 
the blame for stagnation in Cana- 
dian radio can be traced to the 
C.B.C. Mr, Mason feels that C.B.C. 
“by keeping network rates pegged 
at pre-war prices, is responsible 
for retarding the progress of com- 
mercial radio as a whole.” 
There would certainly be a case 
for more costly network time. In- 
creased coyermge; improved techni- 
que; increased operating expenses 
—all justify an increase in commer- 
cial rates. Even a very modest in- 
crease would haye made it unnec- 
essary for the Goyernment to take 
an additional half million dollars 
from the taxpayer this year to 
prop up C.B.C,’s tottsring economy. 
The fact is that C.B.C. is prob- 
ably afraid to raise its rates, be- 
cause the balance between commer- 
cial and non-commercial revenue 
would be seriously upset. It is still 
©.B.C. policy to present itself to 
the public as a non-commercial 
organization, financed by the in- 
dividual $2.50's of several million 


revenue is increasing at nearly 
twice the rate of non-commercial 
revenue. Were network rates to be 
advanced by any appreciable de- 
gree, the true situation would be 
beyond any propagandist’s ability 
to hide.

EMOTIONS AND WORK 

The story is told of a hunter who 
iad wounded a bear, and the bear 
urned and chased him, He clim- 
sed a tree and, to his surprise, the 
year climbed after him. In re- 
‘ounting the story to a friend, he 
ald that he didn’t know that kind 
sf a bear could climb a tree. “But 
rou wounded the bear and made 
rim mad, and when a bear is mad 
sr even a human being ts mad he 
an do seemingly impossible 
things." 


It was formerly thought that we 
jid these “impossible” feats because 
sf a strong Will. There is no doubt 
that a strong will enables us to do 
just a little more than we thought 
we could, I can remember when, 
as a boy; we used to see who could 
hold the arm straight out sideways 
from the shoulder and we tried to 
hold it until the other fellow quit, 
Even when we were ready to quit 
ourselves, we hung on and on. But 
eventually one hyd to quit, and the 
other fellow then let his arm fall 
to his side. What about this get- 
ting mad and so being able to do 
the apparently impossible? 


Research workers, who have been 
investigating the effects of the em- 
otions on all the body processes, 
have found that when we get mad 
or are placed in desperate ceircum- 
stances, extra sugar is poured into 
the blood by the action of the ad- 
renal glands—situated on top of 
each kidney. It is sugar that gives 
energy in an emergency, and the 
muscles perform the feat, —oth- 
erwise impossible. 


Further, if the feat or act takes 
some little time the blood is like- 
wise supplied with more oxygeon, 
not necessarily from the lungs. All 
the tissues of the body give up 
some of their oxygen for the time 
being, and then afterwards Nature 
sees that the tissues get this oxy- 
gen paid back to them. A hard 
race or game in which our emo- 
ions are at their highest enables us 
to borrow sugar and oxygeon from 
all the tissues to be used by our 
muscles. Nature, however, repays 
all her debts. 


PAIN IN SHOULDER AND ARM 
FROM RUPTURED DISK. 

I frequently write about low back 
pain and sciatica because it is so 
common. Until we learned that 
many of these cases were not caus- 
ed by infection or sprain of the 
sacro-iliac joint, rupture of one of 
the cushions (disks) was not sus- 
pected as a cause of low back pain 
and sciatica, A crushed or rupture 
of a disk between the spine bones 
of the neck is now known to be a 
common cause of pain in the back 
of the neck, shoulder and arm. 

Some months ago I wrote of this 
pain in the neck, shoulder and arm 
as being caused by pressure on the 
roots of the nerve and nerves sup- 
plying the neck, shoulder ant arm, 
I told of how many cases were re- 
lieved by the individual standing 
erect, or wearing shoulder braces 
to overcome the effects of round 
ehoulders or poor posture. Many 
of these cases are caused by the 
cide or transverse process of the 
bones of the spine pressing on the 
roots of nerves. Removing this ex- 
tra portion of bone (cervical rib as 
it Is called) gives relief from pain 
in the neck, shoulder and arm re- 
gion. 


Just as a ruptured disk between 
the bones of the spine in the lower 
back causes low back pain, so does 
a ruptured or crushed disk between 
the spine bones in the neck cause 
neck, shoulder and arm pain. 

Some months ago I wrote about 
this pain and its cause, and recent- 
ly research workers have been find- 
ing that this cause of pain is more 
common than was thought, 


In “Archives of Surgery,” Ohica- 
go, Drs. F. V. Kritoff and G, L. 
Odom report 20 cases of ruptured 
interyertebral disk between the 
spine bones of the neck. The 
pain’ may be caused by pressure 
from the disk on the large nerve of 
‘he spine (spinal cord) or on the 
-oots extending from the spinal 
cord and roots, In all cases there 
vas a history of an injury in this 
-egion—most often a blow on the 
nead or repeated injuries to the 
nead and neck. 


In most cases the history, as told 
oxy the patient—usually a history 
of a blow or fall, together with his 
jescription of the location and type 
of pain—enables the physician to 
ijagnose an injured disk, and ap- 
jropriate treatment is given. 


Where the rools only are com- 
sressed, extension of the neck and 
ipplication of a support gives re- 
ief, or an operation to remove the 
lisk is performed. 

Where, however, the spinal cord 
(self {s compressed, Injecting the 
‘ord with a substance shows up by 
X-ray the exact location where the 
yressure is, and an operation is 
serformed.

New Treatment For Skin 
‘Tuberculosis 

One of the distressing allmeénts 
that often resist treatment is tub- 
erculosis of thé skin, sometimes. 
called lupus Vulgaris. Somo cases 
are helped by Ught 
A-ray and radium. It ts a slow 
process taking many months to 
cure or improve, and there are 
many cases that show no improve- 
ment despite all forms of treat- 
ment. 

Some months ago I spoke of a 
new method of treatment, caleif- 
ero) (vitamin D2), which was suc- 
cessful in a few cases. Recently 150 
cases of lupus yulgaris were treat- 
ed by calciferol and» reported in 
the “Lancet,” London, by Drs, P, J 
Feeny, E. L. Sandiland and L, M 
Franklin, This large number of 
patients was given daily 100,000 or 
150,000 units of calciferol (vitamin 
D2) for four to 12 months. Treat- 
ment of the skin directly was gly- 
en in 87 of the cases in addition to 
the calciferol, and general Ught 
baths in 14 cases. 

What results were obtained by 
calciferol? 

“The results obtained would 
have taken twice or three times 
as long before the introduction of 
calciferol treatment, but all the 
patients had no further need of 
the light treatments.” 

The calciferol treatment increases 
effectiveness during the first nine 
months. As with other methods of 
treating lupus vulgaris, about 1 in 
every 5 patients was unable to 
withstand the calciferol treatment 
even where vitamin B was given, 

Patients treated by the former or 
usual methods—X-rays, radium or 
grenzray—obtained the same degree 
of improyement as those who had 
\not been so treated. Unfortunately 
cancer of the skin was not helped 
by calciferol treatment. 


Calciferol was given in doses of 
25,000 to 50,000 units daily, together 
with 3 milligrams f vitamin B for 
25 to 50 days, to 21 tuberculosis 
patients. No improvement in the 
lung condition was noted in any 
patient. Two patients who had lup- 
us vulgaris (tuberculosis of the 
skin), together with tuberculosis of 
the lungs, showed improvement in 
the skin condition but not in the 
lungs. 

When we think of the many cases 
of lupus vulgaris who in the past 
were helped but a little or not at all 
by X-ray, radium, grenz ray, light 
baths and other methods of treat- 
ment, and of those who were help- 
ed by those methods only after 
years of treatment, it is encourag- 
ing to know of the great success of 
caleiferol treatment in almost 80 
percent of the cases in which it is 
given. 


Some Foods May Cause Tiredness 
and Weakness 

I have spoken before about the 
investigation of Drs. Haggard and 
Greenberg of Yale who showed that 
where the same amount of food 
Was spread over five meals instead 
of three, factory workers performed 
15 per cent more work with appar- 
ently less fatigue. Some of the 
lunch was eaten at 11 a.m., and 
some of the eyening dinner at 4 
p.m. Later some investigators were 
able to show that the “tired” feel- 
ing that caused accidents at 11 a.m. 
and 4 p.m, was due to hunger, not 
tiredness, and that if a little food 
were eaten at these hours there 
was less tiredness and fewer accl- 
dents. 

That it {s not always lack of food 
(hunger) that causes tiredness and 
wenkness, but because the individ- 
ual {is allergic to certain foods, 4s 
stated by Dr, Theron G. Randolph 
Chicago, in “Clinical Medicine.” 

Our ‘first thought in cases of 
tiredness and weakness is to look 
for infection--teeth, tonsils, gums, 
sinuses--and then for thin blood 
or poor daily health habits, How- 
ever, where no cause for weakness 
and tiredness can be found by care- 
ful examination of the blood and 
urine, together with X-rays and 
other laboratory inyestigations, 
physicians should look for food al- 
lergy. It has been found that about 
only 1 case in 5 of tiredness and 
weakness is caused by infection or 
other organic conditions, and the 
other 4 to nervous and emotional 
disturbances and food allergy. 

When food allergy ts the cause 
of tiredness and weakness, it 1s 
not relieved by rest; in fact, the 
individual is more tired in the 
morning. 

The same good, nourishing foods 
that cause other symptoms of al- 
Jergy--head colds, hives--are com- 
monly to blame for Uredness and 
weakness, These foods are wheat, 
ezgs, milk and corn, These or 
other foods could be Jeft out of the 
diet one at a time until the offen- 
ding food is discovered.

In "Modern Medicine of Can- 
ada,” Dr, R.R. Spencer, Chief of 
National Cancer Institute, Bethes- 
da Maryland, states that there 1s 
abundant evidence that dicts high 
in fat tend to increase the rate of 
formation of certain types of tum~ 
ors, but that not all types of tum- 
ors are sensitive to fat in the diet. 

Further, statisties from insur- 


greater proportion of deaths 
from cancer among people who are 
overweight at the time the policy 
was issued than among persons 
who were of average welght or 
underweight, 

Some years ago, it was found 
that when the amount of food giv- 
en animals was reduced there was 
a vecuction In the number of cases 
of different kinds of tumors--in- 
cluding leukemia, sometimes called 
cancer of the blood. Other re- 
search workers found that by 
over-feeding animals cancer oc- 
curred, and where cancer was al- 
ready present the rate of growth 
became more rapid. 

Now it might be sald that an In- 
dividual might as well die of can- 
cer as of sta.vation, but an nde- 
quate or average amount of food 
does nat influence or affect can- 
cer growth. When, howeyer, put- 


ducing diet decreases the chances 
of developing cancer, it ts only 
good sense in the cancer age- 40

that overeating feeds a cancer and 
causes it to grow, just as food 
feeds a tapeworm and causes it to 
grow.

First let's talk about suede, be- 
cause it 1s so fashionable this aut- 
‘umn, It's dressy, but definitely fra- 
gile. That lovely soft surface--- 
which is the flesh side of the hide 
turned outwards--ls apt to catch 
eyery speck of dust. So every time 
you take off your suede shoes, clean 
them elther with a small wire brush 
or a porous rubber pad--you can 
buy this pad at any shoe store. 
When the nap begins to wear down 
restore it with a special» suede 
dressing. Above all, never pull rub- 
bers over suede unless you first 
protect your shoes with heelless 
socks, because nothing will ruin 
suede quicker than friction. 
As for smooth leathers Uke calf 
or kid, begin your cleaning by 
washing off the dirt. Unless dirt is 
the leather. Rub cream or polish 
it will only work its way deeper into 
the leather. Ru beream or polish 
well into all seams and stitchings. 
This will lubricate the leather, 
keeping it supple and water-resist- 
ant. It will alsv prevent those tell- 
tale creases across the front of the 
shoe that so quickly make it look 
care-worn. 2 
If you have colored shoes--red 
or green for instance--clean them 
with a transparent wax. This is 
also good for shoes of some special 
shade of brown that you don’t want 
spoiled. Use transparent wax also 
for glazed reptile. And by the way, 
if you've got stains on your reptile 
shoes, try removing them with a 
dab of ether. 


Another leather that we're seeing 
this autumn, especially as a trim, 
is patent, Patent can be given a 
very simple home treatment--mild 
soap and water or milk, or, if you 
prefer, a special patent leather 
cream. But be careful of your pat- 
ent leather shoes as the cold wea- 
ther approaches--the veneer on 
the surface {s apt to get brittle and 
crack. To prevent this, wear your 
shoes in the house for a few min- 
utes before you go out, so as to 
warm them. 

Above all, if you want to keep 
your shoes young and form-fitting 
always put them away in shoe trees 
Or, if you have sling pumps, stuff 
the toes with ordinary newspaper.

NYLON POSSIBILITIES 

Fine hosiery at present provides 
the most demanding outlet for ny- 
lon yarns. However, the unique 
properties of nylon are ruch as to 
suggest a wide variety of uses. We 
expect to see nylon used for foun- 
dation garments of all kinds. The 
garments will be much lighter 
j than present ones and the fabric 
will be finer and thinner but, be- 
cause of its strength, it will have 
as good or better control than 
present heavy fabrics. Knit goods, 
woyen dress materials, lace, bath- 
suits, underwear, upholstery, and 
gloves also may well benefit from 
the hard-wearing, quick-drying 
qualities and the strength of this 
man-made textile fibre. 


The unusual] property possessed’ 
by nylon fabrics which makes it 
possible to “pressure set” them 
after they are woven by means of 
steam or hot water, means that 
their dimensions remain stable 
Tiiey will not stretch nor shrink 
out of shape when worn or laun- 
dered. Nylon does not support com 
bustion und while it will melt at a 
high temperature’ 460 degrees 
fahrenheit it will not support 
flame. It is noé attacked by mil- 
drew or moths. 

The permanent setting of nylon 
will be an advantage in pleating 
because the pleats can be set in 
during manufacture and they will 
not come out when washed. This 
will be a welcome feature in nylon 
reckwear with pleated ruffles 
which will look as crisp after 
many launderings as when new. 


The properties of nylon which 
make it yaluable as a textile yarn 
are many, It is very strong, strong- 
er than silk, and loses very little of 
this strength when wet. This 
strength makes it possible to use 
very fine yarn to make delicate, 
sheer fabrics of fragile appearance 
which, nevertheless, are extremely 
sturdy and durable. Nylon is 
tough: it will stand up well under 
seyere use and nylon fabrics will 
last longer than similar ones made 
of silk or rayon, It dries quickly 
because it does not absorb moist- 
ure to any extent. 

Tt is easier to think of nylon 
fs a member of the family of 
plastics. Although jt is true that 
nylon is made basically from coal, 
air and water, the manufacturing 
process it yery complicated. Coal 
is distilled, producing “benzene; 
then by a number of very compli- 
cated processes, a substance is 
produced which we call nylon 
flake. This flake js a synthetic 
resin and looks like thick soap 
Makes or chips of ivory. 

Although our first. impression of- 
nylon textiles may be one of lux- 
ury because of rich appearance, 
they are essentially durable, long- 
Wearing, and easy to care for. Ny- 
lon fabrics can be laundered’ eas- 
ily; many of them need not be 
dampened for ironing. There 1s 
no need to stretch or pull nylon 
fabrics backs into shape after 
laundering because they do not 
stretch or shrink. To get best res- 
ulls, Iron them with a moderately 
warm iron, When an iron has a 
heat control, we find that ‘wool’ 
setting is usually the most satis- 
factory, The temperature of the 
{fron should be about 300 degrees

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OTTAWA WINLEK SAL UFENDS 


The winter fair and horse show, 
‘an old Ottawa and District Institu- 
tion, opened in a post-war revival 
in the Capital Clty ‘Tuesday with a 
notable list of lvestock entries. 

‘An all-time high mark in entries 
was seen with increases registered 
{n practically all classes over the 
previous fair held in 1938. 

One feature of the winter falr Is 
the largest Jersey Show ever held 
in the National capital for eastern 
Ontario championships, while there 
are no Jess than 450 encries in the 
performance classes of the show. 

Top animals of all the outstand- 
ng herds of Ontarlo and Quebec 
are on hand at the fair, Because of 
the lapse of time since the last 
fair many of the new animals will 
challenge important honors. 

The poultry show, 1s one of the 
largest on record with approximate- 
ly two thousand entries. 

Last night Ontarlo Agricultural 
Minister T. L. Kennedy officially 
opened the show, while the Goyer- 
nor-General— Viscount Alexander 
of Tunis—will attend the Horse 
Show tonight. At that time he will 
present the Viscount Alexander of 
‘Tunis Trophy to the winner of the 
Jedies’ hunter cass.! 

AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 

The American Government rep- 
orts that it is ahead of schedule in 
delivering the grain it promised for 
the hungry nations abroad. 

United States grain export target 
for the crop year ending June the 
30th is 570-million bushels. And 
the U. S. Agriculture Department 
says 42 per cent. of this total was 
shipped out by the first of this 
month. 

And officlals in Washington say 
the American Government has an- 
other 23 per cent of the total on 
hand for shipment in the future. 

‘That leaves only about 200-thou- 
sand bushels still to be taken care 
of . 

In addition to the Government 
Program in the States, the Americ- 
an Friendship Train is gathering 
food for the hungry peoples of Eur- 
ope. 

The train, sponsored by private 
groups, is now travelling across 
southern Wyoming with 35 cars. It 
expects to pick up six to elght more 


cars in four scheduled stops in that 
state and will continue to take on 
contributions which will be loaded 
on ships on the east coast for Eur- 
ope.

‘The number of young turkeys will 
also be reduced by 12 per cent be- 
low this year's level. 

And the duck population will be 
cut 15 per cent in the States in the 
overall program to turn grains over 
to the needy of Europe. 

By heavy culling, American prod- 
ucers are expected to get rid of 136- 
million birds cutting the total num- 
ber of chickens in the States to 400- 
million. 

The food saving committee in 
Washington expects that this move 
will saye an estimated 56-million 
bushels of grain. The program, at 
the same time, may also call for a 
considerable increase in the price 
of roasting chickens, broilers, fry- 
ers, ducks and turkeys in the States 
Prohibit Rye Imports 

Ottawa sources say that the fed- 
eral government, at Washington's 
request, has issued an order prohib- 
iting rye imports from the United 
States. 

The action, sald government 
sources, was taken to co-operate 
with United States government of- 
ficlals now conducting a nation- 
wide drive to conserve grain for 


shipment to hungry nations in 
Europe. 
While all measures had been 


taken to assure grain for Europe, 
American authorities found that 
there was a “leak” of vital rye 
grain to Canada because of the 
open American border from an ex- 
port standpoint, 

It thus became a Canadian res- 
ponsibility to cooperate with U-S 
authorities to plug the leak. This

The Canadian government, 
Ottawa sources said, was “vitally 
interested” in America’s grain con- 
servation program. That is why it 
took immediate steps to close the 
border to American rye. 

It was pointed out in the Cana- 
dian capital that the rye imports 
did not result from shortages of 
that type of grain in Canada but 
because Canadian consumers found 
they could buy rye on American 
markets cheaper than they could 
at home. 

The amount of rye that entered 
Canada, however, was described by 
government sources as amounts ot 
unimportant proportions. 

While United States has not pla- 
ced an export ban on her border, 
Canadian authorities exercise ex- 
port control over a wide range of 
commodities including rye. 
Criticize High Price, Scarcity Feed 
Grains 

In a weekly crop report issued by 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture criticlsms have been vol- 
ced against the high price and 
scarcity of feed grains. 

The report from Bruce County 

says that farmers are perturbed 
over just that--the high price and 
scarcity of feed grains. 
The Bruce County report says 
that if present conditions continue 
there will be heavy Mquidation of 
livestock within the next year. 

And from Dufferin County the 
report says that farmers definitely 
are concerned with the high feed 
costs. There are reports of pigs 
selling at one dollar and with some 
farmers killing ‘little pigs and sell- 
ing them for 50 cents apiece. 

The Dufferin country report also 
says that there is difficulty in mar- 
keting sows. 

In Central Ontario a Hastings 
County report says that there is no 
sale for gilts or sows to farmers. 

Looking at other crop matters, 
the Ontario report shows that some 
registered seed grain has been ex- 
ported from Middlesex County. 

A London firm has assembled 
some 45 thousand bushels of seed 
flax which was grown under con- 
tract. And {n this county also poul- 
trymen in many cases report that 
they are reducing stocks because of 
feed grain prices.

Negotiations in connection with 
the establishment of an average 
price for the 1947 tobacco were 
suspended when the British Gov- 
ernment announced slashes in its 
tobacco imports last month, These 
negatiations are again getting un- 
derway with the news of the six 
million dollar purchase. 

Sir Alexinder Maxwell, British 
Tobacco Controller, gave British 
purchasers in this country the 
“green light” to buy the six million 
dollars in tobacco, 

With the British go ahead now 
in the hands of United Kingdom 
buyers in this country Canadian 
producers are able to reach com- 
mon settlement on basic prices. 
The six million dollar order this 
year will be , howeyer, a reduction 
from last year's British purchases 
when we sold about ten million 
dollars worth of tobacco to Great 
Fritain. 


Trade and Commerce Minister 
Jemes MacKinnon indicated to a 
conference in Ottawa, Thursday, 
that. Canada {s going to do more 
importing from Europe and Africa 


MacKinnon made the forecast 
on his return from an extensive 
trade tour of South Africa, South- 
ern Rhodesia, Egypt, Greece, Italy, 
France and England. 

He said the chief purpose of his 
trip was to try to find new sources 
for Canadian import needs and to 
increase Canadian exports. 

While MacKinnon didn’t want 
to give details of future imports, 
he did mention canned mixed fruit 
juices from South Africa‘as an ex- 
ample. He sald these juices coula 
be imported into Canada at a pric® 
that cémpares favorably with the 
same products now imported from 
the United States. 

Mackinnon said that during his 
tour many, many millions of doll- 
ars of business for Canadian expor- 
ters was arranged for. He said the 
principle needs abroad were news- 
print, cereals and industrial mach- 
inery, including farm machinery.

asked the Ontario Hydro Electric 
Power Commission to restore 
lighting of the Falls immediately.

25 (BUP)--Toronto 
Wholesalers say that vegetable 
prics’in Toronto are “levelling off” 
following a flurry of buying which 
accompanied last weeks’ rise in 
vegetable prices.

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Wrecked Freighter’s Skipper 


Captain Orford -- Skipper of the 
wrecked British freighter “Langlee- 
crag” says the crew of the whaler 
“Olaf Olsen” which ‘rescued his 
crew displayed great daring. 

The story of the British freigh- 
ter “Langleecrag’s” last voyage has 
been told to British United press 
by the ill-fated captain, Thomas 
Orford. Here is his story of the 
shipwreck. 

The “Langleecrag” had left Hull 
and was heading for Father Point, 
Quebec, to pick up a grain cargo. 
Early Saturday morning she struck 
@ rock in dense fog. 

The boiler exploded at once and 
the ship broke in half. Orford or- 
dered the crew to stay aboard for 
two hours after the vessel hit, be- 
cause it would have been imposs- | ' 
ible to make shore before daylight. 

The first two men who tried to 
get ashore drowned. The two 
were William ©. Collins, and Filey 
F. Anderson, both of Hull. They 
met their death whilst performing 
a heroic mission, Their job was to 
secure ropes to help the others 
reach safety. 

Eventually the crew took to 
lifeboats and, reached Sacred Is- 
land, about one mile away. 

The men managed to take stores 
of food and fuel from the ship, 
as well as three tarpaulins. It was 
their only shelter for five days. 

Meals were cooked in a bucket. 
The stranded crew did not see 
mafhland, until yesterday, when 
the weather cleared for the first 
time, 


Praises Daring Of Rescuers 


Yesterday at about one o'clock,. 


they saw the former aircraft carr- 
fer, the “Empire MacCallum.” 

Their first message was: “What 
are your intentions.” 

And the answer came back: “Is 
there a beach there.” 

The stranded men messaged 
back that the best landing was 
near their own rude shelters. 

The “Empire MacCallum” mess- 
aged to them to hold on. Then it 
launched a boat, but it could not 
get through the high seas, This 
‘boat, with fourteen men in it, la- 
ter drifted to Cape Onion. 


At that time no other landing 
could be tried. Then the sturdy 
whaler “Olaf Olsen” came, and fir- 
ed a harpoon with a four inch 
rope to the men on shore. The har- 
 poon and ropé were secured with 
boulders. 


A dory with two men left the 
whaling ship. Two apprentice sea- 
men were rescued from the isle, 
but it was decided that the dory 
was too light, and a lifeboat was 
launched. 


The stranded crew was ferried 
off in relays, taking half a day to 
do so. 

Eight of the rescued crew are 
now hospital patients in St, An- 
thony. But their conditions are not 
serious.

Shows Continuing Increase 


Victoria County’s butter produc- 
tion continues to record steady in- 
creases over this time a year ago. 
October butter production in this 
county was 203,262 pounds and jn 
the same month last year {t was 
only 163,318 pounds. For the ten- 
month perlod ending October 81st 
a total of 2,170,472 pounds had been 
produced in the same period of 
1946, Central Ontario butter pro- 
duction, to which Victoria contri- 
butes, also recorded a marked {n- 
crease over the ten-month strotch, 
11,840,404 pounds wore made up to 
October 3ist this year. Last year 
only 10,425,837 pounds had been 
produced. 

Other statisticsc on the Ontario 
dairy production front are con- 
tained in the following excerpts 
from the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture's monthly report. Quote

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Mrs. Minnie (Ma) Kennedy Dead, 
Religious Character Lived Here 


Mrs. Minnie (Ma) Kennedy 78, 
mother of the late world famous 
evangelist and a former resident of 
Lindsay, died in her sleep Sunday 
at her home in Hermosa Beach, 
California. While a resident of 
town she resided on Lindsay St. S., 
and her husband was a mason by 
trade, She is well remembered by 

any local residents. 

Death was believed due to a 
heart attack but the body was 
turned over to the coroner for ex- 
amination. 

Mrs. Kennedy, an evangelist for 
years before she broke with her 
fawshter and others at Angelus 
femple, headquarters of Almee’s 
Four Square Gospel Church, was 
Jast seen yesterday by Rev. K. F, 
Nance, a neighbor, Her body was 
discovered by her secretary, Mrs. 
Helen Monroe. 

Nance told authorities that Mrs. 
Kennedy informed him: “If any- 
thing happens to me, I want you to 


see to it that the city pound doesn’t 
get my two dogs and three cats. 

Mrs, Kenndy married Guy Hud- 
son, an evangelist, at Longview, 
Wash, in 1931 and later referred 
to him as “What-a-man Hudson” 
in an interview with reporters. It 
wasn't long, however, until two 
women stepped forward to claim 
they were wed to Hudson, and Mrs, 
Kennedy, stating she was “relin- 
quishing” her rights to her mate 
went to court and obtained an an- 
nulment on the grounds he was 
married when she went through a 
ceremony with him. 

Angelus Temple authorities had 
psychiatrists examine Mrs, Ken- 
nedy after that episode, and she 
denounced them roundly for so 
doing, but she gradually passed 
out of the picture at Aimee's 
church.

Grants To Regimental Bands:

For bands of up to 35 pie- 
ces, $500 is still the maximum 
grant payable to $650, These grants 
purchase, of music, maintenance, 
will be used by the bands for the 
minor repairs to instruments and 
other miscellaneous expenses.

Crisis May Spell Doom 
For The Attlee Gov't. 


(British United Press) 

Britain appears today to be hea- 
ded for a food crisis that may 
raise the biggest threat so far to 
the Labor Goyernment. 

Conservative party sources in 
London say that Winston Churchill 
firmly believes that the increasing 
shortages may lead to food distur- 
bances and even to the fall of the 
Laborite Government. 

And Churchill warned--as re- 
cently as Saturday--that the goy- 


ernment is spreading starvation 
and bankruptcy throughout the 
nation, 

Many political observers are 


agreed that food likely Is the one 
issue that could topple the goyern- 
ment of Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee, But they doubt that any 
such crisis will in fact cause any- 
thing more than personnel chan- 
ges inside government ranks, 

The rest, they think, may come 
soon after the turn of the year 
when it's expected Britain’s slim 
rations will be cut further to save 
U.S. Dollars. 

Chancellor of the Exchequer Sir 
Stafford Cripps already has told 
the British House of Commons 
that the average British calory 
diet will be reduced from the pre- 
sent, 28 hundred and seyenty to 
less than 27 hundred. 

Specifically, it’s forecast that 
the British Government will cut 
the potato ration from three 
pounds a week to two and a half 
pounds some time after Christmas. 
And it’s foreseen too that point 
values of other foods will be 
boosted. 

The deteriorating food situation 
in Britain has led to rumors that 
Food Minister John Strachey has 
threatened to resign his post un- 
less the government allocated more 
dollars to huy food. 

But Strachey himself squelched 
the rumors yesterday. Such stories, 


he says, are circulated only to 
shake public confidence in the 
government,

Treasurer of the Victoria County 
branch of the Red Oross Soclety, 
F, L, Weldon, says that 5,000 en- 
velopes containing 200 seals each 
with a sales value of $2 per envel- 
ope have gone into the mails. 

However, the custodians of His 
Majesty's mails, do not seem to 
mind unduly, for they remember 
that it was a postman, one, Elnar 
Holboell by name, who originated 
this idea of the Christmas Seals in 
Denmark more than fifty years 
ago.

Belleve in signs? There are a 
great many people who don't, ac- 
cording to engineers of the Ontario 
Department of Highways. In spite 
of the time, money and effort spent 
on posting signs at intersections, 
curves, hills, railway crossings, 
schools, and other danger points, 
there are far too many careless or 
thoughtless motorists who fail to 
respond to these warning signs, the 
officials say, Moreover, they point 
out, many seem to engender a posi- 
tive hatred of highways signs as 
evidenced by those mutilated for no 
@pparent reason. “Highway traffic 
signs,” says the Hon. George H. 
Doucett, Minister of Highways, “are 
posted for the protection of the 
public. Those who ignore their 
warning, deface or damage these 
signs are a public menace.” 


Many Kinds of Signs 

In Ontario, the Department of 
Highways operates twenty sign 
shops located in various sections of 
the province. Each shop is equipped 
and staffed to constnict, paint, 
clean and repair the different types 
of signs used on the highways. The 
various classifications of signs in- 
clude: route numbers, finger boards, 
symbol signs, railway crossing signs, 
school signs, speed limit signs, and 
special signs such as checkerboards, 
etc.

Vandalism Costly 

Vandalism, says Mr. Stockdale, is 
responsible for much of the wear 
and tear of highways signs. The 
little reflector buttons that make 
the signs visible at night seem to 
hhaye a special attraction for van- 
dals, he says, Last fall it was neces- 
sary to replace 10,000 of these on 
Ontario highways. Came the spring 
and another 4,000 had to be re- 
Placed. These buttons are of no use 
to anyone, but boys and grown men 
(and some women) will gouge them 
out with a knife or smash them 
with a stone. 

Another kind of sign wrecking, 
according to Dan Dyer, head of the 
Toronto sign painting division, is 
the “strong man”, who wishes to 
impress his girl and bends one of 
the metal signs out ef shape. A 
surprising number of these signs 
@re damaged this way, he says. 

Highway signs riddled with bullets 
are a common sight in the north, 
says Mr. Dyer, explaining that 
hunters frequently use them for 
targets. He points out that this not 
only detracts fram the safety value | 
of the sign but poor marksmanship | 
might result in death or injury to 
any in the vicinity. 

Making Signs Visible at Night | 

The symbol signs that indicate 
Stop, Curve, Hill, etc., are treated

Wanda and her husband, who 
live in a small town outside Battle 
Creek, Mich., have been forced to 
cut out driving to the city for 
movies or to meet her old high 
school friends. 


“The idea may be shocking, but 
Id prefer to see the family sav- 
ings or the war bonds nicked a 
little for a pair of movie tickets 
now and then rather than banish 
the ‘lift’ évery married couple 
must have occasionally; man can- 
not live on bread alone,” Dr. Bor- 
geson said. 


Dr. Borgeson believes sex ap- 
peal has been played up abnor- 
mally in America; that the new 
economic forces that are sending 
food costs up to stay will cause a 
more realistic appraisal of what 
a man needs in a woman. “He will 
seek ‘woman's services’ in his 
wife,” she explained. 


It is becoming so difficult for a 
husband to earn enough to feed 
his family that more and more 
married women will be forced into 
business to bolster the family in- 
come. “I don’t think that is a good 
trend,” she warned. 


During the summer Wanda took 
care of a neighbor's two children 
évery day besides her own two 
boys. She was paid $15 a week. 
Now she earns $15 a month by wa- 
tering and feeding a friend's horse 
kept in an old barn on their prop- 
erty. She once took a job in a dress 
shop. Her mother-in-law came to 
run the house. It didn't work. So 
she quit.

5. That she can cut her food 
costs by at least 10 percent and at 
the same time strengthen our new 
foreign policy, by selective mar- 
keting, avoiding waste and by 
learning, the principles of the mod- 
ern science of nutrition. 


6. That her martied happiness 
is threatened by the change in 
th American standard of living 
unless she faces the situation and 
does something about it. 


Despite the shock, Wanda now 
knows where she and the rest of 
America’s housewives fit into the 
confused picture of the world 
struggle for food. 


DELAYED PILGRIMS 


Thousands of DPs Like the Byrd Family 
Celebrate a Real Thanksgiving in United States

Dallas, Tex., (NEA) —When 
Thanksgiving Day rolls around, 
Willie Byrd, 54, will saya short, 
fervent prayer, reach for the carv- 
ing knife, and bégin slicing his 
first Thanksgiving turkey. 

Byrd and his family have rea- 
son to be especially thankful. 

They are among the thousands 
of DPs—they call themselves ‘“De- 
layed Pilgrims’ now—who, since 
last Thanksgiving, have fled the 
persecutions of Europe for the 
peace and security of the United 
States. 

They came here friendless, 
moneylets and without resources 
except determination and hope, 
The United Service for New 
Americans guaranteed they 
wouldn't become public charges, 
and helped them get relocated 

It was a good gamble, Byrd, his 
wife, Fanny, and their daughter, 
Elizabeth, 26, landed in the L.S. 
last February. In nine months 
they have moyed’ to Dallas, founda 
a home and jolts, obtained first 
citizenship papers; attended night, 
school to study English, Ameri- 
can History and Government, and 
their own home or perhaps a busi- 
ness, 

A year ago they hardly dared 
hope any of this would be true. 
They were still living in the sha- 
dow of the war. Among thelr fam- 
fly of aunts, uncles and cousins, 
they alone had survived. 

In peacetime Berlin, Byrd own- 
ed several shoe stores, The Nazis 
took those. 

“In 1943 we had to separate ana 
go into hiding,” Elizabeth says, 
“The Gestapo was looking for us, 
For two years we lived under- 
ground, with frlends or wherever 
we could. Eyery fourth Thursday 
we managed to meet, or to pass 
letters to one another through 
friends, This was our only contact, 
“But we were Jucky, because 
when our Berlin home was hit by 
a bomb a friendly policeman told 
authorities we all were inside and 
had been buried. After that they 
didn't hunt for us too much, 
“The first Russians that reached 
our ‘suburb, the tankman, were 
polite and didn’t harm us, The 
second group confisticated watches 
and things like that. The third

group took away 15-year-old 
girl, so my father and another 
man hid me under a blankel and 
sat on me all night as though I 
were a colich, so the Russians 
woudn't find me. 


“Then I went into hiding again 
and for six weeks I lived in the 
closet of a bombed out honie.” 

Elizabeth worked for the U.S. 
military government as an Inter- 
preter and stenographer. She was 
one of the few who could take 
shorthand in both English and 
German, Zater she worked for the 
Joint Distribution Committee 
helping other refugees, Her father 
tried to rebuild his lost shoe busi- 
néss in a shoeless Germany. All 
the time they worked and planned 
to come to America. 


Finally on Jan, 2., this year, they 
left Berlin for Bremershayen, On 
the last day of thelr visa they 
climbed aboard a boat sailing for 
the U.S. One day later they would 
hoye been turned back, to wait 
many more months for a new visa. 


Now the memories of these dark 
’ 


days are fading. The Byfds are 
happy and healthy again, Bliza- 
beth has married an American 
and started a home of her own, 

The Byrds are just one family 
among more than 5000 DPs the 
United Service for New Ameri- 
cans 15 helping to resettle cach 
month, 

The first 3330 DPs who arrivea 
on May 20, 1946, now live in 45 
communities in 222 states. Two- 
supporting. The others are mostly 
housewives, full-time _ students, 
pre-school children or very old 
persons. They are working as cab- 
inet makers, upholsterers, watch- 
makers, mechanics, tailors, cooks, 
typesetters, nurses. One js a sing- 
er, another a teacher. There are 
a butcher, a baker, a barber, None 
has received any public rellef. Av 
least 80 per cent have taken out 
first clllzenship papers. 


A recent sampling ,of 20 per 
cent of all DPs who have arrived 
since 1946 showed 75 per cent were 
self-supporting within three 
months of thelr arrival, 40 per cenv

‘Cancer Mobile’ 


New Weapon ~ 


Against Public Killer No. 2 


LOUISVILLE; Ky., (NEA).—Ken- 
tucky, a leader among states in the 
battle against cancer, is now getting 
ready to chase the nation’s Public 
Killer No, 2 with the world’s first 
mobile X-sray bus for cancer diag- 
noals. 


Officially known as "Cancer Mo- 
bile,” the bus already has toured 
the capital cities of the southeast- 
ern states and went to Miam! so 
state officials could see It at the 
reglonal conference of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society before it comes

In collaboration with the State 
Health Department, the Cancer 
Society will keep the X-ray bus 
moving around the slate in areas 
where hospital and other medical 
facilities are inadequate. 

Early detection is the key to 
cancer cure. Kentucky has recog- 
nized this by taking the lead over 
all other states in its cancer con- 
trol program, Already it has a net- 
work of 16 cancer detection and 
treatment clinics. The bus is de- 
signed to provide an extension 
service to these and other hospital 
facilities, 

The state's doctors are solicly 
behind the program. The Society 
already is besieged with requests 
from communities to haye the bus 
visit them, Louisville Junior 
Lenguers, who sponsored the bus, 
have volunteered to travel with it 
and assist in’ taking case histories 
and handling patients. 

The anti-cancer bus resembles in 
appearance the TB detection buses 
already in use, but it has a motor- 
driven tilt table and a_ special 
holder so that 14 by 17-inch chest 
films can be taken In upright posl- 
tion. The X-ray tube has a Jarge 
focal spot to permit the almost 
continuous use involved in mobile 
detection work.

But on that rock, everything that 
Man created js dying, or dead. 

It's quiet on Corregidor, now. 
Weeds crawl over the rusted re- 
mains of the big guns that once 
thundered. 

The tiny beach at North Dock is 
Uttered with debris, and with the 
punctured hulls of landing craft. 
At the left, in a little ravine, Js 
the entrance to Malinta Tunnel, 
which housed Army headquar:ers 
and a hospital—the only refuge 
while MacArthur's and Wain- 
wright'’s men were undergoing the 
worst bombardment to which any 
island was ever subjected. 

High up, at the right, the steel 
and cement skeletons of barracks 
and other army installations are 
gauntly etched against the sky. 

Climb up the dusty road. In 
the undergrowth on either side 
lie big guns, at crazy angles, with 
deep gouges bitten out of their 
barrels by busting Jap shells. 
‘They look forgotten and forlorn 
as the vines slowly claim them. 


Down again, this time for good, 


the Rock's Amer! 


The buildings you pass are shat~ 
tered relics. Their roofs are gone, 
their steel beams exposed to sun 
and rain, Big chunks of massive 
concrete walls hang Imply, sup- 
ported only by steel reinforcing 
rods. 

On the pock-marked wall in- 
side one ghost building, scrawled 
in fading black, I read “Duffy 
Belmont, Mass.” Under that, 
“Krainz, Cleveland, O.” And be 
neath that a single word—“Walin- 
wright.” 

For five months, back in 1942, 
the eyes of the world were on 
Corregidor, while the last gallant 
remnant of American-Filipino 
strength kept up its gallant rests- 
tance, winning time for the Un- 
ited States to arm, though—for 
themselves—only death or savage 
captivity remained possible. 

The American flag, hauled sad- 
ly down on May 6, 1942, and 
burned so that it could not be 
desecrated by the Japs, rose again 
when General MacArthur came 
back. Now it is down again, this 
time for good.

Both men long notileed ana 
Wondered about one obvious char- 
acteristic in children, They begin 
life as potentially talented musi- 
clans and actors, Not one or the 
other....both | 

Every child, for example, In- 
vents {magii-ary playmates and 
carries on an exciting Ife with one 
or more o- them for a few years. 
They have heated disagreements, 
they stage touching reunions, ana 
play involved games together, That 
says Ezra Stone, is a perfect ex- 
ample of man’s inherent desire 
to be an actor, to find in imagin- 
ary characters that can’t be found 
in reality. 

Then a child grows up, goes to 
fehool, and acquires a deep loath- 
ing for the plays of Shakespeare 
and, for that matter, any other 
plays. How come? Well Ezra Stone 
thinks he's put the finger on it, 
Schools don't let youngsters act 
out the plays they have to read. 
Stone 13 in favor of junking 
Shakespeare in favor o: simpler, 
more modern plays for students of 
high school age and younger. 

And the acting, he insists, should 
be done {in the classroom. From 
the first grade on up, 


If that sounds impractical 
and vislonary, here's. the story 
of Proffessor Melvin Schneider 


supervisor of instrumental music

at Iowa State Teacher's College. 


In one of the year's most inter- 
esting experiments in teaching 
music, Professor Schnelder has 


formed string quartets, and train- 
ed them to play with skill and 
imagination, music usually consid- 
ered beyond a high school student. 

His pupils are all fiye-year-olds. 

He doesn’t know, of course, but 
Professor Schneider doesn’t think 
there’s a genius in the group. 
These perfectly normal American 
kids are simply getting more fun 
out of playing music than they 
Would out of a game of cops and 
robbers of playing house, 

They compose...yes, man, that’s 
right....they compose music as eas~ 
ily as most five-year-olds make 
mud pies. 

Several years ago, Proffessor 
Schneider conductei an experi- 
ment inthe public schools or Mad- 
ison, Wisconsin. He organized 
string quartets for children within 
the age limits of three and one- 
half to 12 years, 

In one years time, he conclusive- 
ly proved that the most musically 
talented children were in kinder- 
garden. 

Schneider believes string instru- 
ments are best for beginners, be- 
cause a child must listen and hear 
the tones he plays. On a plano, 
it's much more difficult to asso- 
ciate the right key with the right 
tones. A child’s muscles are most 
Pliable in the ages of four to eight, 
and he is most receptive to learn- 
ing music or drama. 

In later years, both Stone and 
Schneider believe a child’s real 
love for art is stifled by his desire 
to do what he sees other children 
doing, the older kids, of course, 
have been ruined by incorrect tea- 
ching, so they'd much rather play 
baseball than Beethoven. 

It’s not going,to be easy. But 
both Stone and Schneider are res- 
olved to work for the day when 
every youngster is a Barrymore, 
a Bernhardt or a Brahms.

Broadlands, near Romsey in the 
New Forest, is one of the most 
stately homes in England. Ever 
since the war it has been an offi- 
cial annex of the Royal South 
Hampshire Hospital. However, a 
small block of rooms have been 
tetained as private by Earl and 
Countess Mountbatten, Aunt and 
Uncle of the bridegroom, who own 
the, estate. 

Countess Mountbatten inherited 
the house from her wealthy fa- 
ther, Lord Mount Temple. Origin- 
ally constructed in Elizabethan 
times, it was rebuilt in the 18th 
century, and was the ancestral 
home of Lord Palmerston, who 
was born there in 1784. 


About 100 patients, many of 
them surgical Cases, now are quar- 
tered in the building. The news 
that they're to have the royal 
lovers as neighbors had an interes- 
ting psychological effect on the 
patients. They were quite excited 
about it and, as a matter’ of fact, 
the nurses say some of them show~ 
ed immediate jJmprovement when 
they heard the news. 

The Earl and Countess Mount- 
batten have retained a dining 
room, two lounges and three of 
four bedrooms for themselves. The 
patients have the run of the 
grounds with the exception of a 
small private garden, Before the 
war the Mountbattens had a staff 
of 60 servants at Broadlands. To- 
day, there is only a butler and one 
or two helpers.

It 1s in this apartment that the 
royal couple will spend the first 
two or three weeks of their honey- 
moon. After that, they'll go to 
Birkhall, a small ivy-covered house 
on the royal estates a few miles 
from the King’s residence at Bal- 
moral.

in Scotland. As royal establish- 
ments go, it is considered quite 
unpretentious. 


After the honeymoon, the royal 
couple will go home to settle down

sides the two apartments they 
eventually will have a home of 
their own. Several months ago, 
they selected an estate called 
Sunninghill as their home, but @ 
week or so later it, was burned to 
the ground, 

They're going to have it rebuilt. 
But in the meantime they probab- 
ly will use Windlesham Moor, one 


of the finest small estates in Sur- 
rey, as thelr home. ‘Windlesham

Moor has only 50 acres, compared 
with 770 for Sunninghill, which 
is only € few miles away. But it’s 
much more modern and has a 
nine-hole putting and approach 
gold course. In addition, it has a 
beautiful garden, famous for it 
rhodedendrons, 

It was offered to the Toyal cou- 
ple until Sunninghill is re-built 
by Mrs. Warwick Bryant, the wi- 
dow of a millionaire industralist.

Don’t Overeat 

Scientists have a word of advice 
for Canadians who are eating less 
to help keep Europeans healthy, 
They say that people in North 
America also ought-to eat less to’ 
keep healthy, 

According to these scientists the 
more or less self-imposed measures 
we have adopted to see that more 
food gets over to Europe are only 
half-measures. What we need, they 
say, is a real conservation diet and 
then the health of the average 
person living on this continent 
would really improve. 

These two authorities--both as a 
matter of fact are heart specialists 
say that for many of. us, three 
square meals a day are too many. 
Two and a half--they believe-- 
would be much better. 


But before you spring this 
thought on your hubby and the 
other members of the family, per- 
haps a few more facts will help 
you to put the point over. 

Dr. Paul Dudley White, the pro- 
fessor of medicine at the Harvard 
Medical School, says that people 
are constantly urged to take vita- 
mins and eat well to keep up their 
strength. The fact is, he says, that 
nutrition are rare conditions on 
both vitamin deficiency and mal- 
this continent. Over-nutrition, he 
says, is the great North American 
fault. 

The other authority is Dr. Tins- 
Jey Harrison, new president of the 
American Heart Association. And 
he agrees with Dr. White. 

They both feel that about twen- 
ty percent of the people in Can- 
ada and the United States overeat 
some of them to the point of glut- 
tony. 

Harrison adds that evidence is 
growing stronger every year that 
over-eating {s a big factor -- if not 
the main factor -- in the steady 
increase of heart disease. 

And in speaking about emotion- 
al stress and heart disease, he 
says that he doesn’t think emo- 
tional stress is any more than an 
aggravating factor. 


Here is how Doctor White ex- 
plains it. And it fits in rather well 
with the demands of the new look 
Qs Well as for the desire of the man 
in the house to keep a trim waist 
line. 

It now is known that a high in- 
take of fats and carbohydrates -- 
which the body turns into fats -- 
causes fatty tissue to be deposited 
in many parts of the body besides 
just under the skin. 

We don't merely lose our shape. 
We grow fat tissue, for example, 
in the walls of the coronary art- 
erles. This causes hardening of the 
coronary artery.

KEEPING WARM CAN BE 
+ DANGEROUS 


Aonéar tragedy was averted here 
oversthe weekend when a young 
couple were partially overcome by 
escaping coal gas from their fur- 
nace which had been checked off 
too tightly, Fortunately the pre- 
sence of the gas manifested itself 
in time for the victims to save 
theniselves from almost certain 
death but such is not always the 
case. 

Frequently during the cold wea- 
ther incidents of this sort are re- 
corded in the nation’s press and 
numerous deaths from coal gas 
poisoning are registered each year, 
In all or nearly all instances these 
tragédies could have been averted. 

It‘is well to remember that the 
burning of coal as a fuel safely 
makes’ two demands of the house- 
holder, (1) that the heating unit 
is In good repair and (2) the prop- 
er operation of it. 

Im order to be on the safe side 
its well to check over coa) burn- 
ing units periodically to ensure 
that they are in good working or- 
der. This eliminates danger of gas 
escaping from faulty equipment. 
As for the operation of it, this 
requires great care if danger is to 
be avoided. In this connection it 
is safe to say that mo gas can es- 
cape if the equipment is in good 
shape, provided the pipe damper 
is opened when fresh coal is ad- 
ded and left open until the fuel 
has been thoroughly ignited and 
the gas burned off. 

By being careful in our handling 
of coal burning units there is every 
reason to believe that the toll of 
lives taken annually by coal gas 
poisoning can be materially re- 
duced. No one likes to hear of 
such tragedies and this unplea- 
santness can be avoided if we are 
resolved to handle our heating 
equipment safely. Keeping warm 
can be dangerous unless it is done 
safely.

RAISING THE TAXES ON 
WARTIME HOUSES 

One of the most controversial 
subjects in Lindsay at the present 
moment is the recent resolution 
passed by Town Council calling for 
increased taxation on Lindsay's 
Wartime Houses. 

There are two points in connec- 
tion with the resolution which as 
yet have. not been satis{ac*orlly 
cleared up. Firstly: Why were taxes 
ever agreed to at thelr present 
level on Wartime nousing units if 
Town Council knew that they 
could nol render the services ex- 
pected of them at the price they 
were offered? Secondly: Why ts it 
necessary, even although taxes are 
increased, for the increase to be 
charged back to the tenant in the 
form of rent? 

The answer to the first question 
probably can best be explained by 
Town Council, which body will 
probably contend that the urgency 
of the need for housing accommod- 
ation in Lindsay when these agree- 
ments were entered into prompted 
them to accept terms which they 
would not have done under differ- 
ent circumstances. However, there 
may be other reasons of which we 
haye no knowledge and this re- 
mains to be seen. 

The second question can be dealt 
with in a more lucid manner and 


after considering the facts the 
answer should be apparent. 
At’ the present time Central 


Housing and Mortgage Corporation 
» recelying rentals on wartime 
sousing units in Lindsay at the 
“%e of $280 and $360 annually, de- 
sending on the size of the house. 
On the $280 house It pays the town 
of tindsay $24 annually in taxes 


leaving a balance of $264 or $22 
monthly which it nets as rental on 
this size house, On the $360 house 
it pays the town of Lindsay $30 
annually in taxes leaving a bal- 
ance of $330 or $27.60 monthly 
Which it nets on the larger house. 
Both the §22 and the $27.50 net 
monthly rentals are, {t Js contend- 
ed, in excess of rentals being re- 
celved on many houses of similar 
size in Lindsay. 

In its resolution which has been 
submitted to Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, Lindsay is 
asking that the taxes on the house 
now renting at $280 annually be 
increased to $60 and on the house 
renting at $360 annually to $72. 
Th{fs means that if Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
were to absorb this increased taxa- 
tion they would still be receiving 
a net rental of $228 or $19 month- 
ly on the house now renting at 
$280 and on the house now rent- 
ing ab $360 a net rental of $288 an- 
nually or $24 monthly. 

In a nutshell, if Central Mort- 
gage and Housing Corporation 
would absorb the additional taxa- 
tion their net rental on the small 
unit would be reduced from $22 
monthly to $19 and on the larger 
unit, from $27.50 to $24 monthly. 
The question then arises is $19 and 
$24 monthly a fair rental for the 
types of houses which are under 
discussion? And this would seem 
to be the most important question 
of all because ff {t is, then to 
charge the increased taxation back 
to the tenant would seem grossly 
unfair. 

Then of course there is the ques- 
tion of the fairness of a Crown 
housing company raising its ren- 
tals while the rental control order 
is in effect in Canada. It is most 
difficult to understand why a 
Crown housing company should 
be exempted from the provisions 
of the control order any more than 
a private property owner. 

At the outset of this house- 
building campaign in Lindsay and 
the rest of Canada the idea was 
to give the veteran housing quick- 
ly and cheaply as a means of get- 
ting him away to a good start in 
civilian life. Is the increasing of his 
rents consistent with the original 
idea? It would not appear to be and 


j for this reason we believe that this 


should be taken into consideratiqn 
before increased taxes are passed 
back to the veteran in the form of 
increased rents. 


THE PUBLIC DON’T LIKE THIS 
SORT OF TREATMENT 

There’s been a lot said in the 
past couple of days about the sud- 
denness with which fruit and veg- 
tables wholesalers upped their pri- 
ces following the announcement of 
Canada’s new tariffs. . .Much of 
that commentary has been any- 
thing but complimentary to the 
tradefs and it looks as though pub- 
llc indignation bas not been with- 
out just cause. However, what we 
are aM more interested in than 
anything else 1s how to cope with 
vmreasonable demands made upon 
us by unscrupulous trading tactics. 

The Toronto Telegram had some- 
thing to say about this Friday 
night which probably will be of 
{mterest locally. Here Is what it 
says: 


CONSUMERS CAN RETALIATE 
AGAINST EXTORTION 

Big increases this week in the 
price of domestically-grown vege- 
tables, ranging from 50 to 100 per 
cent are not due to a jump jn pro- 
duction costs. The produce has al- 
ready been grown and harvested 
and is ready for market. The price 
Increases stem from a belicf by 
those holding the produce that the 
government's announcement of 
sbutting out American competi-~ 
tion offers a grand opportunity to 
“make a killing.” 

The consumers in the towns and 
cities who are being asked to pay 
these suddenly inflated prices will 
have no difficulty in scelng the 
source of the attempts at extor- 
tion. The law of supply and de- 
mand can work two ways. If the 
growers and wholesalers think that 
as a result of the removal of U.S. 
rompetition they can suddenly 
Jump prices by 50 or 100 per cent 
the consumers are equally justified 
fm believing that lowering the de- 
mand for produce will bring prices 
down. 

Attempts to take advantage of 
the removal of competition and 
charge all the traffic will bear is 
short-sighted business wherever \v 
is attempted. When producers or 
middlemen force up prices far be- 
yond the costs of production they 
are simply giving another turn to 
the inflation spiral which will ev- 
entually boomerang back on them, 
The inevitable result is a crash in 
prices and wages and a depression 
fn which everyone gets hurt.

CULTING SMALL TREES 

In the course of the next few 
weeks {t will be a common sight 
to see truck loads of small ever- 
greens on thelr way to Toronto to 
supply the Christmas market. That 
was indicated about a month ago 
by reports from Northern Ontario 
which stated that the cutting of 
Christmas trees was under way. 

It has always seemed to us that 
the cutting of evergreens In South= 
cin Ontario was a mistake. The 
trees are small but if allowed to 
grow to maturity would do much 
to solve the problem of flood con- 
tvol. It jis a different story in 
Northern Ontario, where there are 
large tracts with nothing but rocks 
and trees, and the question of soll 
conseryation does not enter the 
picture, 

That Southern Ontario districts 
are becoming more conscious of 
the need for preserving their trees 
is seen from the passage of a by- 
law by the Halton County Council, 
which prohibits the cutting of Jun- 
jor trees except by permission of a 
tree conservation commission. 
Christmas trees are an exception 
to the Halton bylaw. 

Regulations, already in force in 
eight other countries, will prohibit 
property owners from cutting ced~ 
ars under seven inches in diamet- 
er, or other trees under 14 inches 
at the butt, unless they intend to 
use the trees themselves.

He Will Be Back 

The resignation of Hugh Dalton 
as British Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer came as a surprise not 
only to the members of the Labor 
Cabinet, but to the world at large. 
His resignation came as the result_ 
of his handing out of information 
on the budget to the press before 
he gave it to the Parliament, a mis- 
cue which no man in British pub- 
lic life can do ana get away with. 

Apparently there was nothing 
sinister about his indiscretion as 
he did not stand to gain anything 
from it. It was just a case of not 
being able to keep a secret. He may 
have thought that the information 
he gave out would be kept secret 
or he may have thought that the 
newspaper whose reporter was giy- 
en the information would not be 
able to use it until after he had 
spoken to Parliament. Whatever 
the reason, Mr. Dalton made a bad 
mistake and is paying for, it. 

There is reason to believe, how- 
ever, that this indiscretion will not 
write “finis” to a brilliant career. 
A member of the upper classes, 
educated at Eton and Cambridge, 
a brilliant intellectual, a convinced 
veteran of the British socialist 
movement, he may yet stage a 
comeback and play a leading role 
in British politics,

They affect all Canadians, 
The people of other countries af- 
fected by them are being told what 
their Governments are considering. 
They are allowed to weigh the ar- 
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guments for and against the dif- 
ferent proposals.

THE BACKWARD CHILD 
A youngster who was doing poor- 
ly at school was found by the 
school physician to be short-sight- 
ed and slightly deaf, The eyes were 
fitted with glasses, and blowing 
the eustachian tube a few 


open 
times corrected his hearing. The 
embarrassed parents, were natur- 


ally pleased. 

Sometimes a low or slow Infeo- 
tion, thin blood, lack of sleep, poor 
appetite can so affect the general 
health that the youngster js inat- 
tentive at school and brings home 
poor reports. 

However, if after caréful physical 
and mental examination, parents 
find that their child is slightly be- 
low normal mentally, they should 
not be discouraged, Not only have 
many such children nice aisposi- 
tions, but much can be done for 
them mentally so that they can 
take a place in the community and 
earn a fair living. 

First, the child should receive an 
intelligence test or tests which can 
be obtained free or little cost from 
schools, welfare agencies, depart- 
ments of health and mental hy- 
giene clinics, The result of these 
tests, which are confidential, en- 
ables the parent to decide just 
what to do with the child, If he is 
“almost” normal, he can continue 
at school, but be a little behina 
those of his age and is given more 
manual than mental training. If 
he is just middle grade mentally, 
he can perhaps go through the 
third grade in school. 

If the child is low grade he 
should not be sent to schoo! as this 
will discourage him and perhaps 
S0il a naturally sunny disposition 
The school teacher can best de- 
cide whetker the child can re- 
ceive benefit from the teaching at 
échool. 

The home treatment and care 
has much to do with what will 
heppen to real feeble-minded 
children in the years to come, 
Mich information about a back- 
ward child and his training can 
be obtained by writing to the Na- 
tional Mental Health Foundation, 
Box 7574, Philadelphia I, Pa.

Prolonged Sleeplessness and Its 
Effects 

There is no question but that 
sleep is needed physically. How- 
ever that the loss of a night's sleep 
will greatly lower our physical 
powers is a mistaken idea, and it 
is unfortunate that so many worry 
themselves unnecessarily. Where 
there is physical and mental suff- 
ing sleep {s of great value. But 
where the individual is in good 
health there is practically no men- 
tal or physical damage from loss 
of one night's sleep. 

An interesting experiment, 
showing the effects of sleeplessness 
for a perlod of 112 hours, is recor- 
ded by Dr. David B. Tyler in an 
address before the Federation of 
American Society for Experimen- 
tal Biology. Six hundred healthy 
students at the California Insti- 
tute of Technology were kept awake 
for this long period--between 4 and 
5 days. 

What happened to the body, 
mind, and emotions after this long 
period of sleeplessness? 

It was found that the body it- 
self-- heart, blood pressure, num- 
ber of blood cells, {fron in the 
blood, sugar in the blood, weight of 
body and temperature--were not 
affected or only slightly affected. 


The slight changes in blood press- | 


ure, breathing, and heart rate 
could be attributed to the state of 
relaxatiom of the sleepy students, 

There were, however, some dis- 
turbances of the mind and emo- 
tions in some but not all. "The 
alterations in behaylor which were 
first noticed between 30 to 60 hours 
of sleeplessness were characterized 
by loss of memory, increased ir- 


ritability, inattention, hallucina- 
tions and illusions, 
As to the work of mind and 


body after these many hours of 
sleeplessness, it was found that 
while still strong physically and 
inentally most of these students 
were not able to continue mental 
and physical work for as jong & 
time as when they had had their 
usual night’s sleep. 

The point is that lack of sleep 
or rest for long periods in an em- 
ergency can affect us mentally and 
emotionally, but does no serious 
damage to the body itself. Adults 
hours’ sleep or rest in the 24 hours 


should get not less than elght 
to be at thelr “best”, physically, 
mentally and emotionally. One 


night's loss of sleep is not a serious 
matter. 


OPERATION MAY NOT 
CHANGE PERSONALITY 
One of the old szories thal ap- 
pears from time to time ‘s that 
of the man who had his fingers 
crushed. On asking the physician 
if he would be able to play the 
plano when hg recovered and being 
ascured that he could do s0, he 
stated that he was greatly pleased 


because he néver could play the 
plano before the accident, 

It would seem that some patiénts 
who undérgo an operation for the 
severe type of golter expect that 
they will become normal in every 
respect after the operation, where- 
as eyen béfore they developed goi- 
ter they were not completely 
normal, Of course, they will be 
soniéwhat less nervous, tho heart 
rate will be slower and, if under- 
weight, should gain some weight, 
But their personality will be 
changed but little, if any, This 
same conditions occurs where an 
operation is performed for stom- 
ach ulcer; unless the patient 
changes his hurried worrled habits, 
he will likely grow another ulcer. 

In "Psychosomatic (mind and 
body) Medicine,” Drs. J, Ruesch, 
Carl Ohristlansen, L.C. Patterson 
and others review the results of a 
personality study of 43 patients 
who had undergone an operation 
for goiter. They were sclectea 
from the material of the thyroid 
clinic of the University of Call- 
fornia Hospital, They were chosen 
in such a manner as to be a fair 


representation of the several 
thousand patients followed in the 
clinic, These physicians believe 
that patients who are afflicted 


with thyrold disease are not en- 
tirely normal in their attitude to- 
ward thelr family and community. 

The 43 patients who had under- 
gone an operation were divided in- 
to two groups: The normal or al- 
most normal! girl, and the hysterie- 
al or anxiety type. While the oper- 
ation Is tolerated well by the 
normal girls, delayed recovery is 
almost a probability in the hy- 
Sterical and anxiety type. 

As an operation must be per- 
formed where necessary, What can 
be done to help the hysterical or 
anxiety type after the operation? 


sterical and anxiety type can be 
“spotted” interviews with these pa- 
tients before and after the opera- 
tion might improve the chances of 
complete recovery. They would 
cease to be learners, and less de- 
pendent on others.

LEANNESS - UNDERWEIGHT --- 
REQUIRES SKILLFUL 
TREATMENT 

A physician reminding an over- 
weight friend of the dangers of ex- 
cess fat was reminded that a visit 
to any hospital would show that 
very few, if any, patients were fat; 
they were underweight, in fact. 

This is true because loss of 
| welght is probably the most com- 
|mon sign of disease. Infection of 
any kind, or an overactive thyroid 
gland, can cause all the body pro- 
cesses to work harder, manufac- 
ture more heat and so use or burn 
up the body tissucs--thus causing 
underweight. 

There are, however, many thin or 
lean individuals in which no in- 
fection or overactive thyroid gland 
is present, and the physician must 
look farther to find the cause of 
this leanness. It may take much 
time and a thorough physical ex- 
amination alded by X-ray, labor- 
atory and other tests before the 
physician can be sure that no un- 
derlying disease--tuberculosis, gol- 
ter, anemia or others--is the cause. 

Where there is no apparent cause 
for the leanness, no complications, 
the following signs are usually pre- 
sent and the condition called mal- 
nutrition, 

‘There 1s loss of appetite, nausea, 
vomiting, weakness, sleeplessness, 
lack of control of bowel and blad- 
der breathlessness on slight exer- 
tion, and poor resistance to infec- 
tion. There is loss of fat in its usual 
places--especially under the skin 
and among the organs in tlhe ab- 
domen which depend upon fal to 
hold them up in their proper pos- 
{tions--muscles are wasted, blood 
pressure low, temperature below 
normal and blood thin. These con- 
ditions may, in turn, interfere 
with the proper workings of the 
various glands--pituitary, adrenal, 
thyroid--so that they become over- 
active and use or burn up, first, fat 
and then other tissues. 

The treatment of leanness de- 
pénds upon the cause, and where 
the cause is found and corrected 
an increase in food or rest is us- 
ually effective {n increasing weight. 

In serlous or dangerous cases of 
leanness, treatment {s absolute rest 
in bed, blood transfusions, liquid 
feedings every hour of rich nour- 
{shing foods containing plenty of 
vitamins and minerals. The newly 
discoyered amino-acids, rich in pro- 
tein, are especially helpful in these 
cases. a

cancer---too late for operation. He 
died three months later and suf- 
fered very little pain. 

The pain in his hip was really a 
“secondary” growth carried from 
the stomach cancer. He had not 
complained of pain in the stomach 
nor of indigestion, This is not an 
unusual case, Where the symptoms 
are thus “hidden,” even a physi- 
Clan may not suspect cancer of 
the stomach, 

However, physicians and medi- 
cal students are becoming  sto- 
Mmach-cancer consclous, _ especially 
where the patient 18 past 40 years 
of age. This is because some pa- 
tients do not suffer much pain or 
other disturbance; yet cancer of 
the stomach occurs nore often 
than cancer of all the other or- 
Gans combined--even more often 
than cancer of the uterus or breast 
in women, 

Figures quoted by Government 
and cancer organizations show 
that of deaths from cancer, 30 to 
40 per cent are caused by stomach 
cancer. When ‘we remember that 
any surface tissue of the body-- 
skin, lining of organs--can develop 
cancer, and remember further 
that cases of stomach cancer out- 
number all other cases, everyone 
with any persistent indigestion 
(however slight) should consult 
his or her physician and undergo 
any tests prescribed, including X- 
ray. 

The fact that cases of cancer of 
the stomach outnumber all other 
cancer cases, and the unfortunate 
fact also that more than half the 
cases of stomach cancer consult 
their physiclan when it {is too late 
to obtain a cure, should cause an 
early visit to the family physician 
should there be: (a) Any feeling 
of discomfort in the region of the 
stomach, which discomfort passes 
away at night, (b) belching and 
distension, (c) loss of appetite, es- 
pecially for meat, (d) tired feeling 
and loss of weight. 

Any two of these symptoms at 
the cancer age points to cancer, 
until proved otherwise.

LONG DRY SPELLS SOON 
JUST MEMORY 

The long dry spells that bring 
disaster to Canadian and Amier!- 
can farmers may soon be a thing 
of the past. 

This belief was expressed after a 
new technique of producing rain 
in drought areas was explained to 
the autumn meeting of the Un- 
ited States Academy of Solences, 

Doctor Irving Langmuir, asso- 
ciate director of research of the 
General Electric Company, re- 
ported that the “old fashioned” 
idea of dropping ice on super- 
cooled clouds can now be sup- 
planted by a new method------ ny 
technique that will produce rain- 
storms and not mere showers. 

The new method employs the 
use of ordinary water, nob the dry 
ice or the silver fodine in earlier 
experiments in the States to cause 
snow, then rainfall, from the sup- 
er-cooled clouds, 

Doctor Languir reported that 

experiments haye already been 
conducted, showing that cumu- 
lous clouds can be made to shower 
the earth with rain. 

These clouds are common in 

Most parts of the United States 
and Canada, particularly in the 
summer months when rain is 
needed. 
Doctor Langmuir told the Acade- 
my that the cumulous clouds must 
haye certain characteristics, in- 
cluding a vertical upward wina 
current of at least fives miles per 
hour. These clouds, he said, must 
also haye fully-grown cloud water 
droplets, a high water content and 
a cloud thickness of several thous- 
and feet. 

As in the dry Ice technique, an 
airplane must be used in seeding 
the clouds with ordinary water. 

According to the theory behind 
the method, it was explained, @ 
small quantity of water dropped 
into the cumulous cloud would be- 
gin falling in the form of ordinary 
water drops. Doctor Langmuir said 
the drops are large enough to fall 
despite the upward wind currents. 
As these drops fall, he sald, they 


collect cloud water droplets in 
larger as they fall. 
This leads to the so-called 


“chain reaction” in that the water 
droplets shed particles that bounce 
upward again into the cloud bank, 
causing more rain to fall. 

Doctor Langmuir reported that 
numerous experiments, including 
one in the Hawalin Islands, had 
been carried out, 

VISITING CANADA 

James Turner of London, Eng- 
land, President of the Internation- 
al Federation of Agricultural Pro- 
ducers, will be among the visitors 
at the annual Dominion-Provincial 
agricultural conferences in Ottawa 
during the first week in Decem- 
ber, 

Plans for Turner's visit to Can- 
ada are in the hands of the Can- 

adian Federation of Agriculture 
and the office of the agricultural 
attachment of the British High 
Commissioner at Ottawa. 

Turner---who has been inyited 
by the Dominion Department ot 
Agriculture to sit in at the annual 
egricultural conference---will also 
meet the directors of the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture. 

He will represent the Interna- 
tfonal Federation of Agricultural 
Producers at the meeting of the 
World Trade Organization of the 
United Nations, which opens in 
Cuba November the 21st. 

Turner will also address gather- 
ings in both the United States 
and Canada, 

MILK SUBSIDIES RETURN 

ASKED 

The Toronto Board of Contro) 
wants the Federal Government to 
bring back milk subsidies. 

The Board of Control made this 
request yesterday because, it said, 
of the Dominion Government's in- 
tervention in the nation’s economy 
by regulations on trade with the 
United States. 

Controller MacCallum said the 
Federal Government had preyious- 
ly stated it would stay away from 
the principle of wartime interfer- 
ence with free economy, 

But, he sald, “Today they're 
stepping into an increasing degree 
with their’ trade regulations,” He 
added that he thought Federal of- 
ficlals should be asked to follow 
through their action by bringing 
back milk subsidies. 

EARLY CHICKS 

The positive response of Cana- 
Clan poultry producers to buy ear- 
ler hatched chicks, as advocated 
last spring, has been reflected in 


the offerings of eggs to the Special 
Products Board, says the Current 
Review of Agricultural Conditions 
in Canada, During the month ot 
September, 62,234 cases of eggs 
were inspected for export as com- 
pared with 660 cass in 1946. In ad- 
dition the Board purchased 25,225 
cases for conversion to powder. Re- 
celpts of pullet eggs have increas- 
ed steadily since the first of Sept- 
ember and pullet eggs are now be- 
ing packed for export shipment. 


Watch Grain Producers 

Federal Officials are watching 
closely but not commenting on a 
Saskatoon report of possible strike 
action by grain producers. 

The president of the Alberta 
Farmers’ Union---Carl Stimpfle--- 
sald in Saskatoon-that he is pre- 
pared to recommend to the Edmon- 
ton Convention of his group on 
December the second that a non 
delivery strike of grain be organ- 
ized for next year unless the fed- 
eral government meets two de- 
mands. 

These demands were outlined as: 

(1) Granting farmers a National 
board to market all grains, and 
(2) eliminating the Winnipeg grain 
exchange. x 

Stimpfle told a meeting of the 
United Farmers of Canada, Sask- 
atchewan section, that it would be 
feasible only to lialt grain deliver- 
jes as there were too many “head- 
aches” connected with non-delivery 
strikes in other commodities. 

He said that the last non-deliv- 
ery strike, staged by farmers in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta last 
year had made a greater impact 
at Ottawa than the average men 
realized. He said this was so be- 
cause it was the first time farmers 
anywhere “had the courage to 
stand up for their convictions.” 

A recent ballot, he said, showed 
at, with two exceptions, farmers 
voted for elimination of the Win- 
nipeg grain exchange. 

Prairie Grasshopper Plague Feared 

Dominion Department of Agric- 
ulture experts say that they fear 
that the serious outbreak of grass- 
hoppers on the prairies this year 
will be even more serious next sea- 
son. 

The ravages of the grasshoppers 
this season brought the prairies 
the first serious grasshopper dam- 
age since 1940 when Saskatchewan 
alone lost several million dollars in 
crops. 

Etomologists of the Federal gov- 
ernment in Regina report mill- 
ing in stubbled fields and grassy 
ditches. While final surveys are 
not yet complete--experts are now 
checking beds of grasshoppers eggs 
present indications point to many 
more next spring. 

Next year’s attacks will not be 
as serious as those of the early 
thirties when clouds of insects coy- 
ered the prairies to consumer acre 
after acre of grain, staggering los- 
ses, however, threaten farmers who 
fail to take control measures. 

Despite the widespread drought 
area in Saskatchewan, with condi- 
tions made to order for the stub- 
jons of adult grasshoppers swarm- 
ble grasshopper, the most preval- 
ent species this year is the grass- 
hopper which thrives on grassy 
roadsides, pastures and fields. 

The Saskatchewan department 
of agriculture {s going ahead with 
the preparation of poison bait, a 
mixture of sodium arsenite, saw- 
dust and bran which kills the hop- 
pers when spread thinly over in- 
febted arcas. 

This will be distributed next 
spring to farmers who haye been 
warned to check thelr farms for 
eggs {mmediately. 

Proper tillage will destroy eggs 
in the flelds or confine adult grass- 
hoppers 50 they can be more eas- 
ily poisoned, 

TABLE TURNIPS 

Turnips for table use have been 
exported from Western Ontario for 
over half a century, says Prof, Jas, 
Laughland, of the Department of 
Field Husbandry, Ontario Agricul- 
tural College. In some years as 
many as two-and-a-half million 
bushels have gone to the United 
€tates where they are generally 
spoken of as “Rutabagas.” Most 
of the Ontario tabie turnips are 
produced {in the counties of Brant, 
Bruce, Huron, Middlesex, Ontarlo, 


‘Oxford, Perth, Victoria, Waterloo, 


Vrellington, Wentworth and York. 
Not all of this area is suitable for 
turnips, but much of the soll is of 
the right type and climatic con-

ditions are favourable for the pro- 
Cuction of high quality roots. 

There are a number of import- 
ant reasons for growing turnips 
on farms in the turnip growing 
sections of Ontario. If the right 
quality {s produced there are pos- 
sibilities of a widely extended 
market in cities to the south lo- 
cated in vast areas where table 
turnips equal in quality to those of 
Ontario cannot be produced. In 
weed control the turnip crop is a 
great help. The time to kill weeds 
is in the spring, and since turnips 
are not usually sown before the 
middle of June there are wide 
possibilities of inducing weed seeds 
to germinate and destroying the 
seedlings by cultivation before the 
crop is sown, Turnips being a row 
crop also permits weed control 
while the crop is growing. Another 
advantage of turnips is that the 
harvesting comes late in the sea- 
son when most of the other crops 
have been gathered in. 

The turnip is a “double barrel- 
led” crop in that culls can always 
be fed to live stock. In times of 
over production the whole crop 
can be fed to advantage. 

There are, of course, some d{s- 
advantages such as turnip hoeing 
and haying coming at the same 
time, but there are now ways of 
getting a more evenly spaced stand 
of plants that can be thinned in 
less time. By growing only an acre-~ 
age that can be handled with oth- 
er crops these difficulties are not 
so great. 

Two main objects that should be 
kept in view cre: first, to cut down 
overhead by producing more bush- 
els of turnips per acre, and second- 
ly, to market only the kind of 
turnips that the housewlfe will buy 
eagerly, The yield of turnips m 
Ontarlo for 1946 {s estimated at 
401 bushels per acre, and this 18 
higher than the average yleld for 
the past twenty years, yel sume 
farmers are producing more than 
1,000 bushels per acre. 

Research has practically elimin- 
ated some of the difficulties turn- 
ip, growers have faced in the past. 
Black Rot and Water Core need no 
longer e feared \f proper precau- 
tionary measures are taken, Means 
of preventing worm injury to turn- 
ips is being investigated, 

More demonstration work should 
be carried on in the turnip grow- 
ing areas, What is the proper qm- 
ount of fertilizer to use? Would 1!L 
pay to put on large applications as 
the potato growers are doing? How 
far apart should the turnips be 
spaced in the rows to give the 
highest yleld of roots, the right 
size the meet market demands? 
More demonstrations on methods

of cultivation could be carried out. 
Some growers believe that culti- 
vation should only be sufficient to 
keep weeds in check and that deep 
cultivation close to the rows causes 
the turnips to be rough. 

Advancements in mechanization 
will relieve the turnip grower of 
some hand labour that has con- 
sumed so much time in the past. 
Some growers are using ridgers 
that set up several rows at a time. 
Seeders for spacing the seed are 
being worked on, and mechanical 
harvesting equipment is being 
tried out.

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
ended his overseas mission today 
on a note of cautious hopefulness 
for Europe and the world. 

Mr, King said in a final inter4 
view before leaving London aboard 
the New Amsterdam, “I believe this 
European world could recover 
quickly --Far more quickly than is 
generally believed possible--if only 
the clouds of fear and uncertainty 
could be lifted from above it.” 

The Prime Minister went on to 
say, “Everything depends on the 
Success or failure of the present 
Foreign Ministers’ Conférence. We 
must all pray that it is a success. 
Surely the consequences of failure 
are obvious to all.” 

Mr. King wouldn't commit him- 
Self to any personal view as the 
course of events since, he said, the 
situation is “too uncertain.” 

When he gets back to Ottawa Mr. 
King will go into conference im- 
mediately with his cabinet minist- 
ers. The ministers will discuss the 
Internatonal situation which the 
Prime Minister has examined clos- 
ely on the spot during the past few 
weeks, 

He doesn’t say what measures 
he will propose but he did mention 
that some program for further 
Canadian Ald to Europe will be 
considered by the cabinet and by 
Parliament. 

Mr. King intimates that the 
greatest mportasce of his weeks in 
Europe lies in the insight he gain- 
ed from persinal observation of the 
International situation. That 
knowledge, he says, is invaluable in 
the task of molding Canadian pol- 
icy in the months ahead. 

And it’s no secret in London that 
the British Government attaches 
the highest importance to the dis- 
cussions its members have had with 
Mr. King.

‘§ establishments, and they lay 
down specific requirements relating 
to the health and’ physical fitness 
of all food handlers, such as chefs, 
waitresses and kitchen helpers. 

The Act gives authority to local 
boards and medical health officers 
to close eating establishments 
where any condition exists that is, 
or may become, a menace to public 
health.

A CONSIDERABLE INCREASE 
IN THE PRICE OF MILK 

Another increase in the price of 
milk has been authorized by the 
Ontario Milk Control Board to 
take effect December ist. It will 
amount to two cents per quart on 
whole milk. This is quite a sub- 
stantial increase on a commodity 
which has already been upped 
considerably in the past 18 months 
In actuality it represents an esti- 
mated overall increase in the cost 
of living to Ontario residents of 
nine million dollars annually. 

It seems that where the public 
is being asked to accept the decis- 
jon, of a “control” board as to 
when an increase in the price of 
milk is justifiable and when it is 
not, they should be provided with 
some very accurate figures as to 
cost of production and distribu- 
tion. Why should it be possible 
for. any controlling body to fix 
price increases on any commodity 
without making clear the reasons 
for taking this action? 

There is much talk about the 
increased cost of feeding cattle 
throughout the winter months and 
its subsequent effect on the cost of 
milk production but very few ac- 
tual figures have been presented 
to the public in order that they 
be fully and accurately informed 
on this phase of the milk business. 
The same holds true of milk dils- 
tribution costs--there is too much 
left to the imagination and too 
little actual knowledge available. 

“Controls” as such are of 
doubtful use in any business but 
if the public is at the mercy of a 
controlling body then it surely 
has every right to know on what 
basis it is being controlled. They 
should not be asked to sign their 
Mame to a blank cheque.

THE FRENCH SCENE 

Dispatches from France indicate 
that little optimism is felt over 
the new cabinet of Robert Schu- 
man (Roh-bair Shoo-mahin). 


The cabinet is farther to the 
right than Ramadier’s (Rah- 
mahd-yay’s) Socialist regime, and 
so a firmer attitude in suppressing 
Communist-led disorders can be 
expected. But the new government 
still is not composed in sucl a way 
as to give France either any semb- 
lance of unity or an economic and 
social program to attract the en- 
thusiasum of the people. 


At best, th, Schuman regime 
can last until after the general 
elections next May. At worst, it 
can collapse swiftly, possibly pav- 
ing the way for a short bug decis- 
ive struggle for power between the 
Communists and General De- 
Gaulle. 

The prospect of American help, 
of course, is in Schuman’s favor 
and ought to enable him to hang 
on through the winter, But it 
takes an awful lot of American 
help to keep-France going in the 
face of the damage done to her 
production by the Communist-in- 
spired strikes. The Communists 
still may believe they have a 
chance to take over France and 
at any rate they have not whipped 
their campaign up to its maximum 
tempo yet. 

Basically the trouple is that 
France is engaged in turmoil in-~ 
stead of toil. Distracted by “the 
cold’ war” between Russia and the 
West, wracked with anxiety over 
her future security on the Rhine, 
and above all torn by her own 
class struggle, France at the mom- 
ent is still slipping backwards in- 
stead of making progrers in the 
world. 

This is true, even though her 
production figures may be increas~ 
Ing a little as compared with last 
year, 

There exists a plan for modern~ 
izing’ French industry and agri- 
culture in a few years, It is called 
the monnet (moh-nay) plan © 
and it has been talked about since 
the war ended, General DeGaulle’s 
adherents , when told that the 
General has no real program for 
France, report that he supports 
the monnet plan. 

This plan calls for a stupendous 
effort in both French industry 
and agriculture, But nobody does

OBJECTIVES SET FOR 
INCREASE IN FEEDING 
GRAINS 
The Province of Ontario will 
have to procure more of its own 
feed grains in 1948 and the years 
immediately following it if it ts 
to continue in the production of 
live stock and live stock products. 
This was the unanimous decision 
of a group representing every 
County Crop Improvement Asso- 
ciation in the Province at a recent 
crop conference at which Jt was 
agreed that an increased objective 
be set for 1948 of 50,000,000 bushels 
of feed grains ((oats, barley, mix- 
ed grains, wheat, corn for husking 
and buckwheat) over the last ten 
year average for Ontarfo, The de- 
cision of the conference was based 

on the following figures:

In recommending this 1948 ob- 
jective, the Conference emphasiz- 
ed that marginall land should not 
be broken, and that the increased 
production, should be obtained, nov 
only by increasing feed grain 
acreage, but primarily by greater 
ylelds per acre. It was agreed that 
many farms have hay and pasture 
fields left in sod during the war 
years which are no longer produc- 
ing profitable crops, and that such 
areas should be brought into the 
rotation, cropped for a couple of | 
years and then seeded down again, 
It was emphasized that this was 
good farm practice, and that such 
a programme on individual farms 
| would help to meet the present 
feed grain emergency. 

‘Assuming that weather condl- 
tions for the next few weeks will 
be favourable, and keeping in 
mind that early seeding on a well- 
prepared seed bed is an important
